SIR: — I have the honor to submit the following report 
of the operations of this department during the year 1905 : 

BE SERVE MILITIA. 

The estimated strength of the Reserve Militia of thia 
State is two hundred and seventeen thousand, four hun- 
dred and seventy. 

FLORIDA STATE THOOPS. 

The organized militia of this State now consists of one 
brigade, composed of two regiments of infantry — one of 
ten and the other of eleven companies, one battery of field 
artillery and the Hospital Corps. 

The Annual Return of Militia shows the following to be 
the strength of the Florida State Troops :

Company "11," 1st Infantry, at Jacksonville, Sep-

Company "K." 1st Infantry, DeFuniak Springs, Au- 
gust 18, 1905. 

THE IXFANTKY, 

The First Infantry consists of a band and ten companies 
located in the Northern Military District. Three compa- 
nies of this regiment were disbanded during the year be- 
cause of having fallen below the required standard of effi- 
ciency. Two other companies have been accepted for it, 
and there remain two vacancies to be filled. During Au- 
gust a petition was filed by citizens of Pensacola asking 
permission to organize an infantry company at that point. 
There being no military organization west of DeFuniak 
Springs, authority was granted the petitioners at Pensa- 
cola to organize, but before the company could be formed 
an outbreak of yellow fever occurred and the project was 
temporarily abandoned. There would seem to be great 
need for additional organizations in West Florida, partic- 
ularly in Pensacola. and it is hoped, therefore, that the 
matter will again he taken up and the organization ef- 
fected. 

Permission was also granted for the organization of a 
company at Mayo, but it was found that the requisite 
nuniliei' of members could not be secured. 



The Second Infantry consists of a band and eleven com- 
panies, located in the Southern Military District. One 
company of this regiment was disbanded during the year 
because of halving fallen below the required standard of 
efficiency. Petition having been received from citizens of 
Sanford for permission to organize an infantry company, 
authority was granted, but it may be necessary to revoke 
the permit, as the law provides that the officers selected 
for a new company must qualify and be commissioned be- 
fore the organization may be mustered into the service; 
and although several months have elapsed, the officers- 
elect at Sanford have so far failed to take the required 
examination. Several petitions have been received from 
other points in the Southern Military District, including 
Braidentown, St. Petersburg and Tampa. If the organi- 
zation at San ford does not qualify for admission into the 
service within the next thirty days it is recommended that 
a company be accepted at one of these points. It de- 
veloped at the inspection made this year at the home sta- 
tions of the troops that one cr two companies had fallen 
below the minimum number required by law, and in sev- 
eral organizations the administration and discipline were 
so poor that two have since been disbanded for that rea- 
son, while the others have been placed on probation. If 
the two companies in the 2nd Infantry numbered in the 
latter class do not show a marked improvement when in- 
spected early in 19IX), their disbandment will be reconi 
mended with a view to the acceptance of companies from 
the places mentioned above. 

As there seems to be less difficulty in securing new com- 
panies at points in South Florida than in other sections 
of the State, it may be necessary to redistrict the regi- 
ments by transferring either Company "D," "E" or "H" 
of the 2nd Infantry to the 1st Infantry. 

THE ARTILLERY. 

Under date of January 25th requisition was made by 
Your Excellency upon the Chief of Ordnance. U. S. Army, 
for a battery of four 3-inch breech -loading guns to proper- 
ly equip the 1st Battery, Field Artillery. In reply the 
Chief of Ordnance stated that 104 3-ineh guns were being 
manufactured by the War Department for the use of the 
militia, "but that the first installment of them would not 
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be ready for issue before January, 1906, and that, when 
ready, distribution would be made among the several 
states as ordered by the Secretary of War, but that no 
plan for such distribution had at that time been consid- 
ered. 

During the visit of the President to Jacksonville on Oc- 
tober 21st, and while the troops were being passed in re- 
view before him, his attention was specially directed to 
the needs of the artillery in the matter of armament and 
equipment, and he promised to assist in securing for the 
State modern pieceB to replace the obsolete old Howitzers 
with which the battery was and is equipped. Later a let- 
ter was received from the Chief of Ordnance, dated Oc- 
tober 24th, in which he mentioned having received a 
memorandum from the President upon the subject, and in 
which he stated that it would probably be feasible to is- 
sue to the State some time during the winter or spring of 
1906 a battery of 3.2-inch breech-loading guns to replace 
the 12-pounder Howitzers and Gatling guns with which 
the battery is now provided. 

It is regretted that 3.2-inch instead of 3-inch guns are 
to be issued this State; but as the number of the latter 
which will be available will by no means be sufficient to 
supply the artillery organizations of all of the States, it is 
understood that the War Department will give them to 
only the oldest and most efficient organizations. The re- 
ceipt of these modern Held pieces should be the means of 
raising the efficiency of the battery and of bringing it to a 
proper standard. The fact that the battery has not been 
properly armed or equipped may, in a measure, account 
for its present condition, which, unfortunately, is not at 
all satisfactory. In fact, it is believed that a reorganiza- 
tion of that command will be necessary before the new 
pieces may — with any hope of good results— be turned 
over to it. At present the membership is not only very 
far below the number prescribed by law for a field battery, 
but the discipline of the organization is not what it should 
be and there is a lack of proper esprit de corps. 

There is no more attractive branch of the military ser- 
vice than the field artillery, and with the promise of mod- 
ern armament there should be no difficulty in organizing 
in a city the size of Jacksonville a first class battery, and 
in maintaining it at a standard which would do credit to 
the State. It is hoped that a movement to this end will 



be inaugurated by the Board of Trade or other represen- 
tative civil body of that city. It seems most important 
and fitting that the State should have an artillery organi- 
zation, and that it should be located in Jacksonville. 

ACTIVE SERVICE. 

During the past year troops have only been called out 
once in aid of the civil authorities. On the afternoon yf 
January 20th the Sheriff of Leon County made verbal ap- 
plication for troops to guard three negro prisoners then 
under trial before the Circuit Court in session at Talla- 
hassee, and whom he thought were in danger of being 
lynched. The most available company being the one nt 
Live Oak, the following order was immediately telegraph- 
ed its commanding officer: 

Tallahassee, January 20, 1905. 
"Captain W. B. Lyle, 

Comapny "E," 1st Infantry. 
Live Oak, Flu. 

You will assemble company, taking seven o'clock train 
for Tallahassee, reporting there to Sheriff Hopkins at 
county jail. Provide travel rations, commutation of ra- 
tions allowed. Bring shelter tents and blankets, and as 
man v men as possible. 

FOSTER, Adjutant General." 

Within thirty minutes after the receipt of the foregoiug 
order by its Commanding Officer Company "E" boarded 
the train for Tallahassee, arriving there at 9 :45 p. m. and 
promptly reporting to the Sheriff. 

The company received the prisoners at the court house 
and marched them to the county jail, which was guarded 
during the night, and the following day, under order from 
the court, conveyed the prisoners to Live Oak and turned 
them over to the Sheriff of Snwanee County. The report 
of Captain Lyle upon this service is submitted herewith, 
and he and the members of his command are entitled to be 
commended for the prompt and efficient manner in which 
this service was performed.

EFFICIENCY. 

White there has been continued improvement in many 
organizations during the period just closed, some few 
have shown marked deteriatiou, as llie result of which one 
band and four companies have been disbanded, while four 
other organizations have been placed on probation to de- 
termine whether or not they can be brought up to such a 
standard as will warrant their being continued in the 
service. 

In endeavoring to account for certain unsatisfactory 
conditions which existed at the time the report of this de- 
partment for 1904 was submitted, reference was made (o 
the inactive policy pursued by the senior officers of the 
line, and to their failure to maintain proper supervision 
over the work of their commands during the entire year, 
and to energetically and continually labor for the better- 
ment and improvement of the same. The views therein 
expressed have been farther justified by the experience of 
another year, and the article on "Efficiency" embraced in 
the la^t report of this department might with advantage 
be reproduced here; but it is deemed sufficient to commend 
the observations and recommendations contained therein 
to the careful consideration of those concerned. 
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It is not intended to keep the officers of the State mili- 
tary establishment under a continuous fire of criticism, 
which would' only result in discouraging them, for it is 
realized that the military service which these gentlemen 
voluntarily perform makes heavy demands, upon their 
time and means, and requires interest, enthusiaBm and ' 
"stick-to-itiveness" qualities which must be nursed by en- 
couragement and appreciation. But it is assumed that, 
having adopted the military profession, every man will he 
imbued with the ambition and the desire to reach as high 
a degree t»f excellence as is possible to the citizen soldier. 
Therefore, it is necessary to establish or fix upon a stan- 
dard, to the attainment of which those in the State's ser- 
vice should give their most conscientious endeavor. Natu- 
rally this standard will be the professional soldier and 
the National Guardsman of those states which admittedly 
have the most ?fficient militia forces; thare can be no 
other, for common sense and reason indicate the necessity 
for making the Army of the United States a homogeneous 
body which, when all of its units are assembled, will be 
uniformly armed, organized and disciplined, and this Is 
provided for by law. The first two requirements are com- 
paratively easy of accomplishment, but the term "disci- 
pline" comprehends every feature of administration and 
management — including drill and instruction. Of course 
it cannot he expected of the militiaman that he shall it 
tain as full a knowledge of military matters and become 
in every way as proficient as does the "Regular" who 
gives his entire time to it ; but he can try to come as near 
to it as possible. 

The comment and criticism of inspectors and others 
whose duty it is to judge of the work of the Florida sol- 
dier are, therefore, only for the purpose of keeping this 
standard ever before him, and a careful review of the or- 
ders and circulars from this office will show that the con- 
stant purpose has been to outline and direct how the du- 
ties involved may be performed by both officers and en- 
listed men with most credit to themselves and to the 
State which they serve. 

It should be borne in mind, however, that the report 
made by the Regular Army officer detailed to make the 
annual inspection of the militia, which is required under 
the Federal law, will form the basis upon which the War 
Department must depend for information as to the per- 
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son al equations of officers of the Florida State Troops, 
and upon which the fitness of such officers will he judged, 
in time of war, for holding commission in any volunteer 
force which may be organized. This of itself should stim- 
ulate ambitious officers to higheet endeavor, with the view 
to making the best possible showing for themselves and 
their commands at all times, but particualrly when under 
the eye of the inspector. 

In this connection it should be a matter of regret to 
every officer and soldier that conditions this year were 
such as to call forth some adverse comment and censure 
from the officers of the Regular Army who were present 
as inspectors nnd instructors at the encampments at Or- 
lando and Lake City. While full credit is given by these 
officers for all of the good work done by the several or- 
ganizations, two features of their reports have been given 
the most prominence by those who have reviewed them, 
namely, the statement of the instructor detailed for duty 
at the encampments to the effect that "the trouble is too 
many inefficient officers," and the other — the criticism of 
the officer on duty with the organized militia of this 
State who says: "Compliance with orders, however, 
seems to be one of the lessons yet to be learned by the 
Florida State Troops." 

These criticisms mast be accepted as the judgment of 
trained military men, and steps be taken to correct the 
conditions referred to. 

Dealing with the first proposition, and without endeav- 
oring to exact too much of officers, or to trespass upon 
their time to too great an extent, but with the view to 
promoting their general efficiency, there will, at the be- 
ginning of the new year, be established what will lie 
known as a service school for the Florida State Troops. 
In this School there will be prescribed for all officers a 
graded course of study. No man can fulfil the require- 
ments of commissioned office who does not devote a cer- 
tain amount of time to study and to perfecting his knowl- 
edge of military matters in general, and to the provisions 
of law and regulations which relate to his office and pre 
scribe his duties. The course of study will be announced 
quarterly, and for each study period the lessons will be 
limited as to length and scope to the minimum consistent 
with the importance of the subjects to be covered and the 
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time which officers may reasonably be expected to devote 
to them. 

Examinations will be required from time to time, and 
when it appears that an officer has failed to follow the 
prescribed course of study, or for other reasons is defi- 
cient in his knowledge of the subjects which have been 
covered, he will be ordered before a board for special ex- 
amination and investigation as to his qualifications for 
the exercise of command, and his commission may be va- 
cated. 

The recommendation made in the report of this depart- 
ment last year that no officer be promoted above the 
grade of captain without first being required to undergo 
examination, received the approval of Your Excellency and 
the amended regulations published in General Order No. 
18, from this office under date of September 2nd, contains 
the provision that "No officer of the line shall be eligible 
for promotion to the grade of major until he shall have 
passed a satisfactory examination as to his qualifications 
and fitness for that office." 

The Brigade Commander should be required to formu- 
late and prescribe a program of drill and instruction to 
be followed at each station of the troops and which will 
cover the entire year. Such course should be progressive 
through the various branches of military work, commenc- 
ing with such elementary practice as will insure the per- 
fect understanding and appreciation of what is required 
to be learned in the "school of the soldier" and "school of 
the squad." Having clearly outlined this program and 
made plain just what character of drill and practical in- 
struction is to be given in each armory throughout the 
year, the Brigade Commander should, with the co-opera- 
tion and assistance of regimental and battalion comman- 
ders, see that the plan is faithfully executed. 

Responsibility for the efficiency of the brigade rests 
upon (lie Brigade Commander. He is the officer primarily 
charged with the instruction and discipline of the troops, 
and upon him devolves the duty of originating, directing 
and approving the military operations in his command. 
Responsibility for efficiency likewise attaches to the com- 
manding officer of each unit of command, and this must 
he impressed upon these officers in so forceful a manner 
as to bring them all to a realizing sense of the foil obliga- 
tions of their positions.

Much emphasis is here placed upon what is expected of 
officers, for an efficient, energetic and enthusiastic officer 
is bound to have a satisfactory command under him. The 
excellence of the personnel of the Florida troops has been 
commented upon by every inspector who haB viewed them, 
and the enlisted men may be relied upon to promptly re- 
spond to the efforts of an officer whose competency they 
recognize and whose interest and enthusiasm they appre- 
ciate. The example of such officers is sure to have a good 
effect upon the entire membership of their organization, 
while inattentive, neglectful and incompetent officers will 
as surely have a demoralizing influence which nothing can 
overcome. / 

Jt is denned expedient, however, to offer some special 
inducements to encourage individual effort upon the part 
of enlisted men. and to that end it is recommended that a 
series of trophies, prizes or decorations be offered for the 
individual soldiers who attain the highest percentage of 
efficiency in the various branches of military work ; while, 
of course, commanding officers should in every case recog- 
nize such merit by appointment to non-commissioned 
office. 

Improved efficiency and special effort upon the part of 
commissioned officers should be recognized by promotion, 
and in this connection it is thought that the policy of pro- 
motion by selection, rather than bv seniority or election, 
might be a p] died to advantage — at least above the grade of 
major. 

The charge that orders are not generally and promptly 
obeyed is. unfortunately, true, for while it is believed that 
officers do not wilfully disobey orders, still it must be ad- 
mitted that lawful and important orders are frequently 
not complied with through carelessness or neglect. It is a 
self evident fact that many officers have themselves failpd 
to acquire a proper apppreciation for that law which 
should form the very foundation of military training — 
"the first lesson of a soldier." namely : Unhesitating and 
implicit obedience to orders. And within the term "or- 
ders, ■' as used here, may be embraced all military law 
and regulations, as well as the more specific directions 
and individual instructions which are issued from time 
to time by competent authorities. 

The duty of enforcing obedience of orders, in the case 
of commissioned officers, rests upon the issuing authority 
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and all intermediate commanders, and in the case of aa 
order from a non-commissioned officer, rests upon the im- 
mediate commanding officer. Failure to enforce orders 
furnishes the explanation for a condition wherein persons 
in the military service appear to believe that they may dis- 
regard or set aside any rule or order, the importance of or 
necessity for which they fail to appreciate, or which hap- 
pens not to meet their individual approval. 

The criticism made by the Kegular Army officer on duty 
in this State comes home, therefore, to the highest author- 
ity ; and it is recommended that hereafter most positive. 
and, if necessary, punitory measures be adopted tosecure 
absolute and complete compliance and obedience to orders 
upon the part of all persons in the State military service. 
The same rule should be applied by all subordinate com- 
manders, officers, non-commissioned officers and others in 
authority. Xo. order should be issued unless lawful and 
in every way consistent and necessary ; but having been 
issued, nothing short of absolute compliance with every 
detail by those to whom it was directed should be accept- 
ed. To this end every means provided by law for the en- 
forcement of orders should be applied, for this is the very 
essense of discipline. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

There has been continued improvement in administra- 
tive work during the year, and officers appear to be grad- 
ually acquiring a better understanding of the paper work, 
and of the purpose of and necessity for the reports which 
are required of them. In this connection it is proper to 
state that as few reports are exacted as possible, consis- 
tent with the system of discipline which is prescribed by 
law. Fewer reports are required of our officers than of 
the officers in any other State where organized militia is 
maintained. A list of the stated reports, and explanation 
of their purpose, was given under this heading in the 
last report of this department, and a review of that arti- 
cle is suggested for all officers, 

A full understanding of the forms of military corre- 
spondence and of the system of accounting for public 
funds and property, as well as an acquaintance with all 
blank forms used in the State military service, should be 
possessed by every commissioned officer. It is recom- 
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mended that the examination of candidates for commis- 
sion be made to include such questions as will make sure 
that all officers are reasonably familiar with the paper 
work, and have some knowledge of how reports and other 
forms are prepared and used, before they are assigned to 
duty. 

Quite a Dumber of company commanders still neglect 
to forward their Returns and Drill Reports promptly at 
the close of each quarter. Ab this is a stated report re- 
quired under the Regulations, and as the importance of 
promptly rendering it has fully and frequently been ex- 
plained and sufficiently emphasized, it will be necessary 
hereafter to adopt severe disciplinary measure should 
such delinquencies continue to occur. 

TAEGET PEACTICH. 

Notwithstanding the apparent increase of interest in 
target practice, which has continued throughout the year, 
the regular course of practice for record which was pre- 
scribed for the troopB in General Order No. 31, A. G. O., 
series of 1904, has not been followed, and, consequently, 
Florida will appear at a disadvantage in comparison with 
other states in which special attention is being given to 
this work with the view to securing the highest possible 
State Figure of Merit. When it is understood that a com- 
parative table is published annually in the report of the 
Secretary of War, showing not only the State Figure of 
Merit, but the Figure of Merit of each company and Regi- 
ment as well, it would seem that this alone would be suf- 
ficient to prompt the most untiring effort upon the part 
of both officers and enlisted men to make the best possi- 
ble showing for their own organizations and for the 
State. 

Again this year, as in 1904, a brigade team was sent to 
represent Florida in the "National Match"' and other in- 
terstate competitions, which were held this time at Sea- 
girt. N. J. For the purpose of selecting this team a pre- 
liminary competition was held at St. Augustine, that sta- 
tion offering the best range facilities. It is a fact worthy 
of note that although this preliminary competition was 
open to the members of all organizations, ten of the men 
who because of having made the best scores were select- 
ed, also served on the team of 1904, In some states, it is 
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understood, the members of the teams which are sent for 
participate in the National Match are arbitrarily selected 
from among those who have established records as ex- 
ceptionally good shots, hut here the team was selected by 
competition open to all, the idea being to interest as large 
a number of individuals in the match as possible, and to 
secure entries from all the posts. 

The Florida Team acquitted itself most creditably this 
year, and a study of the scores as compared with those 
of the teams of other states will show that our men were 
weak only in the skirmish and long range firing. This 
furnishes a lesson which it is hoped has been learned and 
taken advantage of by those of our organizations which 
hope to secure representation on the brigade team of 1906. 

By Your Excellency's order, Major John A. Dapray, IT. 
S. Army, retired, who is on duty with the organized mili: 
tia of this State, visited the Florida Team during it's 
practice on the St. Augustine range and attended the com- 
petition at Sea Girt. He has submitted a most excellent 
report upon this service, giving his observations at both 
places, and presenting many valuable suggestions looking 
to improvement in target firing by the troops of this State. 
The annual report of the Inspector of Small Arms Prac- 
tice, Colonel Robert P. Carleton, (who was coach, and a 
member of the brigade team), also gives a detailed ac- 
count of the part played by the Florida team at Sea Girt, 
and contains a number of most excellent recommenda- 
tions. The reports of both these officers are submitted 
herewith and are commended to the careful consideration 
of all who are or should be interested in target tiring. 

What is needed in this State is to impress commanding 
officers with the important fact that target practice, and 
especially such firing as forms the prescribed course for 
record, is as much a part of the regular and practical 
instruction of a soldier as is the drill or other exercises 
which they engage in. and should not only be provided 
for in the same way. but he made compulsory. What can 
be of more importance to a soldier than that he should 
know how to shoot? 

It is the duty of the Inspector of Small Arms Practice 
to promote rifle practice, and to that end he should con- 
stantly keep in touch with the work at the several posts, 
and urge upon the proper officers such action as he may

think necessary to bring aboat desired results. An ac- 
tive, energetic jiolicy. persistently pursued, will be cer- 
tain to develop this important branch of military work. 

Tbg recommendation is made that post inspectors of 
small arms [tract ice be detailed at every station of the 
troops, whose duty it shall be to serve as instructors and 
co-operate with Colouel Ourleton in carrying out his plans 
for the promotion of small arms firing. In the selection 
of o niters for this detail, preference should be given to 
i hose who are themselves good marksmen, and who have 
evinced special interest in target firing. 

Inning 1906 the prescribed insignia (silver badges) 
will be issued to all officers and enlisted men who qualify 
in the several degrees of marksmanship, and the record 
of whose firing is promptly and properly reported at the 
close of the practice season. Acting upon the recommen- 
dation made by Major Papray, there will be issued ap- 
propriate silver badges for each year to ^hose who have 
won. or may hereafter win places on the State Team and 
participate in the "National Match/' 

STATE RIFLE COMPETITION. 

The competition this year for the Taliaferro Tropby 
and Greenleaf and Crosby medal was held on the day 
after the close of each regimental encampment, and was 
open to all companies. The teams from the 2nd Infantry 
competed on the range at Orlando October 13th, and the 
teams from the iBt Infantry and Artillery Corps compe- 
ted on the range at Lake City October 24th. Trie compe- 
tition at both places was conducted under the personal 
supervision of the Inspector af Small Arms Practice, and 
bis report upon the same, giving the scores of all competi- 
tors, is submitted herewith. 

The Taliaferro Trophy was, for the second consecutive 
time, won by Company "G," 1st Infantry (the St. Au- 
gustine Rifles), and the Greenleaf and Crosby medal again 
went to a member of that organization — Sergeant Charles 
R. Slater. 

The plan for holding the competition this year was 
adopted after consultation with numerous interested offi- 
cers, and it was thought that it would prove a satisfac- 
tory arrangement, as State transportation to the target 
rendezvous could thus be furnished, and at the same 
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time the date selected would keep the shoot from interfer- 
ing with routine en nip work. The results, however, did 
not entirely justify this conclusion, as many of the men 
were not in good condition for shooting after a weeks 
work in camp and the fatigues incident to it, and for this 
reason several companies were not represented. 

It is now thought that provision should be made for 
holding annually a State Rifle Competition, such event 
to be made entirely separate and distinct from the usual 
tour of field service. It is recommended that a board b* 
appointed from among the senior officers of the troops for 
the promotion of rifle practice in general, but particular- 
ly with the view to arranging for the holding of such a 
competition. This board should endeavor to secure addi- 
tional trophies, prizes and medals with a view to broad- 
ening the Bcope of the competition and making it more 
attractive and interesting, so as to secure more general 
participation by officers and enlisted men. If not practi- 
cable to furnish State transportation, it is thought likely 
that a specially low rate would be made by all railroads. 

The competition for the purpose of selecting members 
of the State Team to represent Florida at the "National 
Match" in 1906 could be held at the same time, and it is 
recommended that in future membership on this team be 
restricted to those who have pursued the regularly pre- 
scribed course of target practice, and have qualified, at 
least, as sharpshooters. 

RANGES. 

Ab encampments were held this year at two points 
which are posts of the Florida State Troops, it was found 
possible to asBist in defraying the expense of laying off, 
clearing and constructing target ranges at both places. 
While these ranges are by no means complete in every de- 
tail, still a foundation has been -zstablished upon which 
the officers and enlisted men of the local organizations 
can build to a higher state of perfection, and with the 
start thus given them, there appears to be no reason why 
these two posts should not soon be equipped with all 
proper and necessary facilities for target work. 

In this connection it is again urged upon all those in 
the military service to put forth every possible effort to 
establish and maintain suitable ranges at their respective 
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posts. And it is especially desirable that in selecting % 
site for such ranges only such place be chosen as will af- 
ford a clear and unobstructed course up to one thousand 
yards; for to qualify men in the higher degrees of marks- 
manship, accommodations must be provided for skirmish 
and long range firing. Care should also be taken to lo- 
cate the ranges at such distance from all habitations and 
frequented roads as will avoid any danger of accident, 
having in mind at the same time convenience of commu- 
nication. 

Fifteen of the posts have this year been supplied with 
complete gallery target outfits ; including iron targets, 
marking disks and brushes, and a supply of reduced am- 
munition for indoor use. These will also be furnished all 
other posts as soon as it is shown that there is sufficient 
space in the quarters occupied to accommodate the 
ranges. It is certain that nothing will do more to stimu- 
late interest in target firing among the men, and in all 
other military work as well, than by installing these 
ranges and putting them in operation. Gallery prac- 
tice not only provides the most satisfactory means 
of giving instruction in sighting and aiming, and of ac- 
customing the men to firing the rifle, but it at the same 
time furnishes entertainment to the participants. Post 
commanders should encourage this indoor work in every 
way, and especially during the season when firing on the 
outdoor range is not practicable and not authorized. Af- 
ter all men have had some preliminary practice, a series 
of post competitions will prove most interesting. 

It is hoped that during the ensuing year means may he 
found to furnish each company with at least one rifle 
equipped with a special small calibre barrel. This will 
admit of using the 22 calibre ammunition, at a cost of 
about $2.10 a thousand, as compared with $16.00 a thou- 
sand — the price of the 30 calibre gallery practice ammu- 
nition. This would, in the end, be a material saving, and 
the use of such inexpensive ammunition would render it 
practicable to engage in almost unlimited practice, 
which would be certain to give most satisfactory results. 

AXNVAL INSPECTIONS. 

The annual inspection of troops at their home stations 
under the provisions of Section 14, Act of Congress of

January 21, 103, was, as last year, made by the officer on 
duty with the organized militia of this State — Co loo el 
Stevens T. Norvell, U. 8. Army, retired; and, under the 
provisions of Section 60, Florida Military Code, by the 
Adjutant General . The special report of the latter upon 
this inspection, and extracts from the report of Colonel 
Norvell, which hare been furnished by /he War Depart- 
ment, are submitted herewith. It is a matter for regret 
that at nearly every station of the troops there was an 
unusual and inexcusable number of absentees from this 
inspection; a fact which was the meana of placing the 
State iu a very unfavorable light as compared with others 
in the matter of attendance. The War Department will 
be certain to regard this as indicating a lamentable lack 
of discipline. There ia, however, an additional explana- 
tion for the extremely large percentage of absentees as 
shown by the muster rolls, which ia that numbers of com- 
pany commanders had continued to carry upon their pa- 
pers the names of men who had long before permanently 
removed from their stations, or who, for other reasons, 
were no longer actively connected with the organiza- 
tions. This waa chargeable to poor company adminis- 
tration, and it had the effect of injuring the record of 
the troopB at this inspection. This matter haa been 
brought to the attention of all commanding officers, both 
in orders and by letter direct, and it is hoped that no 
such condition will be found to exist when the time ar- 
rives for the next annual inspection. 

INTERSTATE NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION. 

The seventh annual convention of the Interstate Na- 
tional Guard Association and meeting of State Adjutants 
General was held this year at St. Paul, Minn., June 19th 
to 21st, inclusive. Owing to the great distance and ex- 
pense of travel it was thought inexpedient to send the 
full number of delegates to which this State waa entitled, 
which would have been four,, and by Your Excellency's 
direction the Adjutant General and Lieutenant Colonel 
John S. Maxwell, 1st Infantry, repreaented Florida at 
this meeting. In addition to the members of the associa- 
tion there were present the ABsiatant Secretary of War, 
the Judge-Advocate General and several other officers, 
representing each arm of the service and staff department 
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of the Army. The speeches of these gentlemen and the 
professional papers they read were most interesting and 
instructive. 

There was wide discussion of various propositions for 
the betterment and improvement of the organized militia, 
and the convention framed and adopted a measure to be 
presented to Congress (and which has since been intro- 
duced in the Senate by General Dick of Ohio, and in the 
House by Colonel deMorrell of Pennsylvania), designed 
to amend the existing Federal law relating to the militia. 
The chief feature of this bill is the provision which seeks 
to increase the annual Federal appropriation for arming 
and equipping the militia from one to two million dollars. 
There are a few other changes, all affecting the appropria- 
tion of funds and method of accounting for military prop- 
erty, and intended to widen the purposes for which the 
State's allotment of this appropriation may be used, and 
to simplify the adjustment Of property accounts by pro- 
viding for the examination of unserviceable United States 
property by a surveying officer instead of by a board of 
officers as is at present required. 

The people of St. Paul and the officers of the Minnesota 
National Guard were most hospitable in their treatment 
of the visiting delegates. 

FLORIDA NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION. 

The third annual meeting of the Florida National 
Guard Association was held at the Windsor Hotel in 
Jacksonville on May 11th. There were present a large 
number of officers from all sections of the State, many 
more than attended the meeting of 1901. This convention 
was most successful in every way, and the informal dis- 
cussion of military matters in general was of great bene- 
fit to all the members present. 

Considerable business was transacted, including the ap- 
pointment of committees to arrange the details of a com- 
petition to be held at the Florida State Fair, in Tampa; 
to prepare and present to the Legislature a bill looking 
to the acquirement by the State of ground suitable for 
the establishment of a permanent camp site or State mili- 
tary rendezvous: to draft resolutions on the death of the 
late Major Charles A. Dunham, and to urge upon the 
Legislature the importance and necessity for continuing 
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the appropriations for annual encampments. It is grati- 
fying to be able to record that every proposition consid- 
ered and put on foot at this meeting of the Florida Na- 
tional Guard Association has since been accomplished ; 
which is the best possible argument for continuing the 
association and for striving to enroll as members every 
officer and ex-officer of the Florida State Troops. 

The officers elected for the ensuing year were: Briga- 
dier General Charles P. Lovell, President; Colonel 
John W, Sackett, First Vice President; Lieutenant 
Colonel Charles M. Bingham, Jr., Second Vice Presi- 
dent; Captain M. Henry Cohen, Secretary, and Lieut. R. 
L. Buckman, Treasurer. The three members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee elected were Major General J. Clifford 
R. Foster, Colonel Walter P. Corbett, and Major Jacob 
Gumbinger, the officers of the association being ex officio 
members of the Executive Committee. 

The time and place for holding the next meeting was 
left to be determined by the Executive Committee. 

MILITARY LAW. 

The Legislature in session this jear made some few 
amendments to the State Military Code, the principal 
change being in the organization of the General Staff. 
These amendments were not made by special bill, but 
were effected through the adoption of what is to be known 
as the "General Statutes," being a revision and compila- 
tion of the State laws made by a commission appointed 
under Act of the Legislature of 1903. These statutes will 
not go into effect, however, until printed and published 
under proclamation of the Governor. 

By the amendments to the Military Code there have 
been added to the General Staff tlie following officers: 

One Assistant Adjutant General, with rank of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel. 

One Quartermaster, with rank of Major. 

One Commissary, with rank of Major. 

One Ordnance Officer, with rank of Major. 

One Inspector-General, with rank of Major. 

One Judge-Advocate, with rank of Major. 

Two Paymasters, one with rank of Major and one with 
rank of Captain. 

One Engineer Officer, with rank of Major. 
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One Signal Officer. 

Provision has also been made for increasing the 
strength of the Medical Department by the addition of 
the following officers : 

One Surgeon, with rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. 

Three Assistant Surgeons, with rank of Captain or 
First Lieutenant. 

This change in the organization was made to meet the 
suggestions of the War Department relative to the detail 
of certain officers of the Staff Departments for duty on 
the Brigade Staff; it being held that there is no provision 
of law for the formation of a Brigade Staff in time of 
peace. 

The position which had previously been taken by this 
office in the matter was as follows: 

1. The State law provides that the Florida State 
Troops shall be organized as a brigade. 

2. It further provides that the organization of said 
Florida State Troops shall be the same as is now or may 
hereafter be prescribed by law — or in orders, for co-rela- 
tive organizations in the United States Army. 

3. There being no Brigade Staff prescribed or provided 
for in time of peace by Federal law, the war footing was 
accepted as the standard and the staff was organized 
with: 

One Surgeon, with rank of Major. 

One Assistant Adjutant General, with rank of Captain. 

One Assistant Quartermaster, with rank of Captain. 

One Commissary, with rank of Captain. 

The Brigade Staff as hereafter to be organized, under 
the suggestions contained in the Circular published by 
the War Department under date of October 8, 1903, may 
consist of the following officers: 

One Assistant Adjutant General, with rank of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel. 

One Surgeon, with rank of Lieutenant Colonel. 

One Inspector General. 

One Quartermaster. 

One Commissary. 

One Ordnance Officer, and 

One Engineer, with the rank of Major, and 

Two Aids de Camp. 

As stated before, this change has been made to conform 
with the organization suggested in the proposed code 



issued by the War Department, but it has been found im- 
possible to reconcile this staff organization with either 
the Federal law or the new Field Service Regulation*, 
issued for the guidance and government of the militia. 

THE UNIFORM. 

As the War Department iB not jet prepared to issue the 
olive-drab uniform of new pattern for the use of the mili- 
tia, it has been found impracticable to dispense with the 
use of the blue dress uniform, and purchases were made 
this year of the blue uniform in such quanties as required 
to meet the deficiencies occasioned by wear. 

state's allotment op federal appropriation. 

The entire amount of the allotment to this State for 
1905 of the national appropriation for arming and equip- 
ping the militia, viz : |9,973.85, and the unexpended bal- 
ance from last year, viz: $379.38, lias been used for sup- 
plying the troops with uniforms, arms, equipment and 
stores. 

CLAIMS AGAINST THE UNITED STATES. 

It iB pleasing to be able to report that the efforts of this 
department to secure the refundment of the sum expended 
by the State to provide transportation from their home 
stations to the State rendezvous for the organizations 
which composed the "First Florida Infantry, provision- 
al," in the maneuvers between the Regular Army and the 
militia, held' near Maunaesas, Virginia, in the fall of 
1904, were successful, and that on December 26, 1905, 
there was paid to the State Treasu»er and placed to the 
credit of the "General Revenue Fund" the sum of 
|1,07453. 

The claim against the United States for Jl,386.27, bal- 
ance due on account of monies expended in organizing 
the "First Florida Volunteer Infantry" for the war with 
Spain, remains unsettled, it having been found impossi- 
ble, so far, to secure the vouchers required by the Treas- 
ury Department. 
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ENCAMPMENTS. 

The annual tour of field service of the Florida State 
Troops was this rear performed by regiment. The Sec- 
ond Infantry, under command of Colonel Felix C. Bros- 
sier. having camped at Orlando, October 5th to 13th, in- 
clusive, and the First Infantry, under Major Frank J. 
Howatt, and Artillery Corps, under Major Jacob Gum- 
binger, having camped at Lake City, October 16th to 
24th, inclusive. 

In deference to the usual custom of naming the encamp- 
ments, the camp of the Second Infantry was designated 
by its commanding officer as "Camp Bradshaw," in honor 
of Colonel John Neill Bradshaw, Florida State Troops, 
retired, who formerly commanded the regiment and is 
much beloved by both officers and men, and out of com- 
pliment to the city of Orlando, which, prior to his remov^ 
from the State, claimed him as one of her citizens. The 
camp at Lake City was designated "Camp Broward," in 
compliment to Your Excellency, and as a mark of appre- 
ciation of the active interest which you have at all times 
manifested in the efficiency and welfare of the troops. 

Owing to the unsettled and Unfavorable health condi- 
tions in a certain section of the State this year, it was 
thought best to defer any assembly of the troops until well 
into the fall season. It is probable, however, that had it 
been practicable to order the troops into the field during 
the summer months, or even during September, a larger 
percentage of attendance would have been obtained. 

The Adjutant General preceded the troops to each 
point of rendezvous for the purpose of supervising the 
pre li mi nary arrangements for their accommodation. At 
Orhindo the site selected for the camp was most satisfac- 
tory and in every way well adapted for the purpose. By 
the generosity of the citizens, acting through their Board 
of Trade, the ground was cleared, piped with water, and 
prepared in advance for occupancy by the troops. A dai- 
ly allowance of ice was furnished each organization, and 
a quantity of lumber supplied for the several headquar- 
ters, offices and hospital tents which required to be floor- 
ed. Not only were the citizens most generous in their 
treatment of the troops, but they were hospitable as well, 
n (net which was greatly appreciated by both officers and 
enlisted men. The discipline at this camp was most ex- 
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cellent, and upon its close resolutions were adopted by 
the Orlando Board of Trade commending the gentleman- 
ly — and therefore soldierly — conduct of the men, and ex- 
pressing the desire that their city might again be selected 
as the place for an encampment. Copy of theBe resolu- 
tions accompanies the annual service report of the Colo- 
nel of the Second Infantry, which is submitted herewith. 

In administration, drill and all field exercises and cere- 
monies, the Second Infantry made marked improvement 
during the period of it's encampment. It is regretted 
that no report was obtained from the Commanding Officer 
upon this service, and that his annual service report, 
which briefly referB to the encampment, does not more 
fully detail and outline the work which waB accomplished. 
It is contemplated under the regulations that every com- 
manding officer will promptly submit a report at the close 
of any tour of service, showing the work of his command, 
and after encampments, this report should include the 
camp routine, the number and character of all ceremonies, 
drills and exercises which were held, as well as an account 
of all matters relative to camp administration, including 
discipline, camp sanitation, the management and conduct 
of the subsistence and quartermaster departments, as 
shun Id properly receive the consideration of superior 
commanders ; and should also embrace such recommenda- 
tions as may suggest themselves to the officer looking to 
improved efficiency in the future. 

At Lake City the site selected for a camping place by 
the officers of the First Infantry was not as suitable -is 
might have been desired, but it was said to have been the 
best available in the immediate vicinity. The people of 
Lake City were equally as generous as those of Orlando 
in making preparation for the accommodation and com- 
fort of the troops. The City Council appropriated a sum 
sufficient to clear and pipe the grounds, as well as to furn- 
ish water, ice, lumber, etc., as had heen done at the other 
camp. In fact everything which could reasonably be 
asked for and have been expected was provided. 

From a military standpoint it cannot be said that the 
encampment at Lake City was a success. There was 
much confusion of orders and lack of understanding as 
to the channels of administration. The discipline was 
not as good as at Orlando {though the breaches of disci- 
pline which occurred, or were reported, included no case 
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of trespass upon the rights or property of citizens, nor is 
any incident known to have occurred which in any way 
violated the hospitality extended by the people of Lake 
City), and the improvement in all branches of work was 
less marked than at "Camp Bradshaw." This has been 
partially, and no doubt rightfully, attributed to the ab- 
sence from the camp of the two senior officers of the In- 
fantry regiment, although it should be understood that 
they were "on leave,'* and the circumstances upon which 
their applications for leave were based were such that the 
applications could not, with justice to the officers, have 
well been denied. Upon the recommendation of all of 
the officers of infantry, and the Major of Artillery, an 
officer of the General Staff was assigned to the command 
of the camp— Colonel Walter P. Corbett, the Inspector 
General. This was done in the belief that such an ar- 
rangement would relieve the senior field officers present 
of much of the administrative work incident to the disci- 
pline and management of the camp, and leave the majors 
with their battalions, 80 thv.t they might benefit to the 
fullest possible extent by the opportunity for practice 
with and for instructing their own tactical units. 

"Unsatisfactory" is, perhaps, the word which best ex- 
presses the work of this camp. Without attempting to 
enumerate the various causes — made up of misunder- 
standing, lack of understanding and neglects — which led 
up to the condition meriting this grneral characterization, 
it may be said that the entire tour of duty proved a severe 
and continuous trial, both to the Commanding Officer and 
to the officers under him, and, presumably, the unrest, 
dissatisfaction and discontent extended to some extent 
to the enlisted men. There were far too many officers 
absent from the various company organizations, which 
multiplied the duties of those who were on hand and 
performing the obligations of their office, and made it 
practically impossible for them to give proper attention 
to all of the matters which demanded it. 

It muBt be said that there was no lack of conscientious 
effort upon the part of Colonel Corbett to meet his respon- 
sibil ities, and, with few exceptions, the other officers like- 
wise endeavored to do what was required of them to the 
extent of their ability and power; but it is none the less 
a fact, and one which was apparent to all, that there was 
a lack of cooperation and an underlying defect some- 
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where — either in the matter of direction or execution — 
which it is hoped may never be experienced again. 

Both at Orlando and Late City, but particularly at Or- 
lando, the administration of the affairs of the quarter- 
master's and subsistence departments was most satisfac- 
tory. Since the regular ration prescribed for the U. S. 
Army in the field was first issued to the Florida State 
Troops at the encampment at Jacksonville in 1903, the un- 
derstanding of its use and the improvement in the man- 
agement of company mesB affairs has been so rapid and 
ao pronounced as to prove a source of great satisfaction 
both to this office and to the officers directly charged with 
the administration of the affairB of the subsistence depart- 
ment. At both camps thiB year the men had good, sub- 
stantial food in sufficient quantities, and in surprising va- 
riety, considering that it was limited to articles embraced 
in the prescribed field ration, and purchased at a cost of 
approximately twenty cents a day per man. 

The members of the General Staff who were present 
with the Adjutant General at both encampments were 
Colonel H. M. deMontmollin, CommiBsary General, to 
whom much credit is due for his judicious and painstaking 
management of the affairB of his department, and Colonel 
Walter P. Corbett, the Inspector General, who inspected 
the book and paper administration of the companies of 
both regiments, and mustered all of the troops for pay; 
he performed many other duties which were specially as- 
signed to him, and, as hereinbefore stated, was assigned 
to the command of "Camp Broward," and faithfully per- 
formed the arduous duties of that position. Colonel 
Samuel T. Shay lor, the Judge-Advocate General, was pres- 
ent at the encampment at Lake City, and in addition to 
performing the duties properly relating to his office, he 
voluntarily undertook the task of paying the troops, 
which duty, with the assistance of a detail of enlisted 
men, he accomplished with dispatch. The regiment at 
Orlando was paid by Captain Richard M. Hudson and 
First Lieutenant J. D. C, Morris, Second Infantry, who 
performed that service in a most expert and satisfactory 
manner. To all of these officers the Adjutant General 
feels under obligations for their %'alued and efficient assist- 
ance. 

The troops at both "Camp Bradshaw" and "Camp 
Broward" were inspected and reviewed by Brigadier Gen- 
eral Charles P. Lovell, the brigade commander, and his 



report upon these inspections and his observations upon 
ilic encampments are contained in his annual service re- 
port which is submitted herewith, and to which your at- 
tention is most respectfully invited. 

It was the source of much gratification to the troops at 
"Camp Broward" that Your Excellency found it con- 
cenient to visit them in the field on October 20th, and to 
participate with them on that date in a parade through 
the streets of Lake City; afterward accepting a review 
of the command. 

On Saturday. October 21st, the troops at "Camp 
Broward" were moved by special train to Jacksonville 
through the courtesy of the Seaboard Air Line Railway, 
and upon the invitation of the Jacksonville Board of 
Trade, where they had the honor of acting as escort of 
honor to His Excellency, the President of the United 
States, upon his arrival in that city on a visit to this 
State. A one day travel ration was issued, and the move- 
ment both ways, including the entraining of the artillery, 
with their field pieces and heavy equipment, was effected 
without hitch or delay, and in a manner which would 
have done credit to more seasoned troops. A fact which 
has been commented upon by the inspecting officers is 
that the entire command, notwithstanding its seeming 
lack of progress in camp, acquitted itself splendidly upon 
this occasion, meriting the praise which the President — 
himself a soldier, and therefore a judge of military effi- 
ciency — waB pleased to bestow upon it. 

Of the several organizations which participated in the 
encampments this year, two are deserving of special men- 
tion and commendation. Company "I," Second Infantry, 
of Key WeBt, stood pre-eminently foremost as the most 
efficient in every respect. This company made an equally 
good showing at the annual inspection at its home sta- 
tion earlier in the year, and is composed of a fine body 
of soldierly men. Perhaps the most noticeable point of 
excellence in this command, comparatively speaking, was 
the condition of the uniforms, arms and equipments, and 
particularly the arms, which were exceptionally well 
eared for. In the First Infantry, Company "I." of De- 
Funiak Springs, although less than two months old, 
easily carried off the honors, excelling all other organiza- 
tions of that command both in point of numbers and gen- 
eral appearance. Were the same enthusiasm and interest 
exhibited by the members of these two companies to ex- 
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tend throughout all organizations, the Florida State 
Troops could soon furnish a model brigade. 

There were present at both encampments as instruc- 
tors, two United States officers. Major Frank B. McCoy, 
17th Infantry, under special detail from the War 1 it- 
partment as instructor at the encampments, and Major 
John A. Dapray, U. S. Army, retired, the officer regularly 
on duty with the organized militia of this State. Both 
of these officers rendered valuable services as instructors, 
and have submitted complete and comprehensive reports 
upon the operations at both encampments, which reports 
are submitted herewith and are commended to the care- 
ful consideration of Your Excellency, as well as of all 
officers and enlisted men in the State military service. 
The criticisms contained therein should enable those who 
provoked them to remedy the deficiencies which were 
noted so as to avoid like comment in the future, and the 
advice and recommendations of both officers will douht- 
less prove very helpful in promoting the efficiency of the 
troops. 

Sergeant John P. Adams, Hospital Corps, U. S. Army, 
was also present under detail at both encampments, and 
rendered efficient and effective service as instructor to the 
Hospital Corps in the management of the affairs of the 
field hospitals. 

In concluding these remarks upon the encampments it 
may be said that the experiment of holding regimental 
encampments, instead of assembling the entire brigade 
at one point, as had in recent years been the practice, gave 
most satisfactory results, and has commended itself to all 
those who were able to compare both plans as they have 
operated in this State. Perhaps no better example of the 
wisdom of locating the regiments apart could be offered 
than a comparison of the conditions which prevailed at 
Orlando and Lake City this year. The Second Infantry 
having been in camp alone at the former point under its 
own colonel, and the artillery and First Infantry serving 
together and making up a brigade organization at the 
latter point.. 

It will certainly prove beneficial to give regimental 
commanders the experience of entire responsibility for 
the management and discipline of their own commands, 
at least every alternate year. And even when the entire 
brigade is ordered into the field at one time, it may be 
well to separate the regimental units by a few miles. 



It is recommended that, if practicable, the encampment 
of 1906 be held earlier in the year; not later than July, 
and, preferably, in May or June. 

PEHMAXENT CAMP SITE. 

The Legislature in session this year enacted a law pro- 
viding for the appointment of a commission to select and 
recommend to the next Legislature a tract of land to be 
acquired by the State for use as a permanent camp 
ground, and pursuant to such act Your Excellency ap- 
pointed the following commission:

Hon. William M. Girardeau.* member House. 

Major General J. Clifford E. Foster, Adjutant General. 

Brigadier General Charles P. Lovell, lBt Brigade.

Colonel JohnW. Sackett, 1st Infantry. 

The commission met by mutual agreement at Lake City 
on August 19th, and organized by the selection of Sena- 
tor Massey as Chairman, and General Foster as Secre- 
tary. After thorough discussion of the matter in hand a 
general plan of procedure was agreed upon and the coin- 
mission adjourned, subject to the call of the chairman, 
after adopting the following resolution : 

'■Resolved, That this Commission will recommend as a 
permanent camp site for the Florida State Troops only a 
tract of land embracing in a body at least three hundred 
acres, high and healthfully located, with adequate supply 
of pure water, preferably on a large lake or stream of run- 
ning water, and centrally located with regard to railway 
transportation. Such tract must he located from three 
to five miles from the nearest city.'* 

The adjournment was taken to afford opportunity to 
persons having knowledge of tracts of land which will 
meet the requirements suggested in the foregoing resolu- 
tion to give notice of the same to the Commission. 

REOrLATIOXS FOR TIIE FLORIDA STATE TROOPS. 

Since the last report of this department the much 
needed revision of the Regulations for the Florida State 
Troops has been accomplished, and :he compilation is now 
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in the bands of the printers and has been since September 
8th. It is hoped that the book will be ready for isaue 
early in 1906, but some delay may be occasioned should 
there be any delay in publishing and putting in effect the 
''General Statutes," which are also now being printed. 
This for the reason that the book being prepared by tbiB 
office for issue is not only a more extensive and compre- 
hensive compilation of the regulations than has heretofore 
be^en in use, but will embrace as well the provisions of the 
Federal and State Constitutions relating to the militia, a 
codification of the Federal and State laws upon the same 
subject, and such special regulations as have been issued 
from the War Department for the government of the or- 
ganized militia. As the State Military Code was amend- 
ed by the last Legislature it is obvious that the new book 
cannot be issued until the amended law has been pat in 
effect by proclamation of the Governor. 

In the preparation and compilation of these regulations 
the Adjutant Geenral is indebted to Lieutenant Colonel 
John S. Maxwell, lBt Infantry, Captain Braxton B. Mac- 
Donell/lst Brigade, and to Major John A. Da pray, the 
U. S. officer on duty with bte organized militia of tbil 
State, for valuable assistance. 

BATTLE FLAGS. 

In the report of this department for 1904 the following 
list was given of the Confederate Battle Flags on band 
at the State Capitol and in the custody of the Adjutant 
General : 

Battle flag "2nd Florida Regiment." 

Battle flag of "5th Florida Regiment/' 

Battle flag of "9th Florida Regiment," previously desig- 
nated as the "6th Florida Battalion." 

Regimental flag "1st Florida Regiment." 

Regimental flag "4th Florida Regiment." 

Headquarters flag Florida Brigade in the Western 
Army. 

On March 25th of this year there were returned to the 
State by Hon. William H. Taft, Secretary of War. seven 
Confederate flags. This action by the Secretary of War 
was taken pursuant to a joint resolution of Congress, ap- 
proved February 28th, 1905. The description and his-

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tory of these flags, as recorded in the War Department, i» 
as follows: 

1. "Battle flag of the 2nd Florida Infantry." 

2. "Battle flag of the 6th Florida Infantry, captured 
by Private Otis Smith, Company "G," 95th Ohio Volun- 
teer Infantry, at the Battle of Brentwood Hills, near 
Nashville, Tennessee, December 16, 1864." 

3. "Battle flag of the 8th Florida Infantry, captujed 
by Sergeant Thomas Horan, 72nd New York Volunteers, 
3rd Excelsior Brigade." 

4. "Battle flag of the Eighth Florida Infantry, cap- 
tured in the Battle of Sailor's Creek, April 6, 1865, by 1st 
Sergeant A. A. Clapp, Company "G," 2nd Ohio Veteran 
Volunteer Cavalry, 1st Brigade, 3rd Cavalry Division, 
General Custer commanding." 

5. "Battle flag of the 11th Florida Infantry, captured 
in the Battle of Sailor's Creek, Virginia, April 6th, 1865, 
by 1st Lieutenant A. T, Lamfere, Company "B," 1st Con- 
necticut* Cavalry, 1st Brigade, 3rd Cavalry Division, 
General Custer commanding." 

6. "Battle flag of the 18th Florida Infantry, captnred 
in the Battle at Snllor'B Creek, April 6, 1865, by Private 
Daniel Woods, Company "K," lBt Virginia Veteran Vol- 
unteer Cavalry, 3rd Brigade, 3rd Cavalry Division, "Gen- 
eral Custer commanding." 

7. "Flag of the Apalachicola Guards." 

Number 6 of the flags above catalogued cannot be iden- 
tified by the regimental designation given as having be- 
longed to any military organization of thiB State, as it 
seems that there was no 18th Regiment of Florida In- 
fantry in the Confederate service. The numerical desig- 
nation of the Florida regiments having ranged from 1 to 
12, The Secretary of War was apprised of this fact 
by letter under date of May 29, 1905, and in reply by 
letter under date of -June 5, 1905, he said in part: 

"It appears from the records that the Florida regiments 
serving in the Army of Northern Virginia during the 
campaign in which the flag was captured were the 2nd. 
5th. 8th, 10th and llth Infantry, and that they all served 
in the same brigade. Flags 410 and 332 (Catalogue num- 
ber), returned to you March 25th, 1905, appear to have 
belonged to the 8th Florida Infantry and the llth Florida 
Infantry, respectively, and were also captured at Sailor's 
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Creek, April 6, 1865. This disposes of two flags of Fror- 
ida regiments engaged in the campaign referred to, leav- 
ing the disputed flag to belong to either the 2nd, 5th, 9th 
or 10th regiments, provided it belonged to a Florida or- 
ganization, and that neither the 8th nor 11th regiments 
lost more than one flag each at Bailor's Creek." 

The Adjutant General will be glad to have the co-opera- 
tion of Confederate soldiers who served from this State 
in any of the above regiments, or other interested par- 
ties, in determining the identity of this flag. 

In addition to the flags mentioned above there has also 
been deposited in this office by Hon. William B. Lamar, 
the battle flag of the oth Florida Infantry, which regiment 
was commanded by Colonel Thompson B. Lamar. 

Appreciating the spirit which prompted the return of 
these valued trophies to the State to which they belong, 
the Legislature made appropriate acknowledgement by 
dedicating a day to receive them, which was made the 
occasion of very impressive ceremonies, and when suitable 
resolutions expressing the thanks and appreciation of 
the State were adopted. 

Appropriation was made for the purchase of a suitable 
case for the safe keeping of all the battle flags, and nego- 
tiations are now pending for the manufacture of a case of 
special design for this purpose. 

It is most fitting and proper that the Military Depart- 
ment of the State should be made the depository for all 
regimental and battle flags which went out from Florida 
in the war between the States and in all other wars, and 
of all relics and throphieB as well which are connected 
with the military hiBtory of Florida or with the military 
achievements of Florida soldiers. Every article of such 
character which may be received at this office will be faith- 
fully cared for and preserved, properly catalogued and 
displayed. 

CONCLUSION. 

At the end of May, Colonel Stevens T. Norvell, U. S. 
Army, retired, who had been on duty with the organized 
militia of this State for nearly two years, was. at his 
own request, relieved by the War Department, and he has 
since been succeeded by Major John A. Da pray, U. S. 
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Army, retired. Colonel JJorvell rendered valauble service 
to the State military establishment while on duty here, 
and especially to this department — with which he was 
most closely identified. His relationship with the State 
authorities was always* of the most pleasant character, 
and he carried with him at the conclusion of his term of 
service the good will and best wishes of the officers and 
enlisted men of the Florida State Troops. 

In view of the fact that another report of the operations 
of this department must be made before the next biennial 
session of the Legislature, all recommendations requiring 
legislative action will be reserved to be submitted later. 

I cannot close this report Sir, without testifying to my 
appreciation of the earnest support which you have given 
me in the work of this department, and of the encourage- 
ment which every project designed for the betterment and 
improvment of our military force has had at your hands. 
I take thiB occasion to thank you for many personal cour- 
tesies, and the officers and enlisted men of the Florida 
State Troops for numerous evidences of their continued 
esteem and support.

SERVICE AT TALLAHASSEE. 

Armory, Company "E", First Infantry, P. 8. T., 
Live Oak, Florida, January 21, 1905

SIE — I have the honor to submit the following report: 

On January 20, 1903, at 6 :15 p. ra., I received the fol- 
lowing telegram : 

"Captain. W. H. Lyle, Company "E", 1st Infantry, 

"Live Oak, Florida. 

"Special Order No. nine: You will assemble Company, 
taking seven o'clock train for Tallahassee, reporting there 
to Sheriff Hopkins at County jail. Provide travel rations, 
commutation rations allowed. Bring shelter tents and 
blankets, with as many men as possible. 

"FOSTER, Adjutant General." 

I immediately assembled the Company at the armory, 
where I issued multiball cartridges, fifteen to each man j 
also, shelter tents and other equipments. At 6 :55 o'clock, 
I marched my Company, twenty-seven (27) men and of- 
ficers, to the depot, where we boarded the train for Tal- 
lahassee, At 10 :20 o'clock, we arrived at the outskirts of 
Tallahassee, where the train was stopped, and the Com- 
pany got off the train. We were met there by Mr. C. H. 
Dickinson, Private Secretary to Governor Broward, and 
Deputy Sheriff Lancaster, who instructed me to march my 
Company to Leon county's court house at once. On the 
way to the court house, I met General J, Clifford R, Fos- 
ter, Adjutant General, who instructed me to go to the 
court house, take charge of the prisoners, obey orders of 
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the Sheriff and protect the prisoners. Upon arriving at 
the court house, the prisoners were brought out by the 
sheriff, and I formed my company in a square with the 
Sheriff and prisoners in the center, and marched to jail. 
Upon arriving at the jail, I formed my Company in three 
reliefs, placing one relief on duty as guard. The Deputy 
Sheriff then placed a room oa the lower floor of the jail 
at my disposal, and I placed members of my Company 
not on duty in this room. At seven o'clock,* I marched 
half of my Company to breakfast at a restaurant where 
General Foster had previously made arrangements for 
my Company to eat. As soon as this part of my Com- 
pany had eaten and returned to jail, the remaining half 
of my Company proceeded to breakfast. As soon as they 
returned to jail, I allowed seven men to leave jail for one 
hour, and when they returned, seven others, until all were 
given one hours rest. During this time, I visited Adju- 
tant General J. Clifford R. Foster, who gave me trans- 
portation for myself and Company to Live Oak, and in- 
structed ine to return on- the S. A, L. train at 1 :48 p. m. 
I then returned to the jail and caused the company to put 
on its equipment, and proceeded with the Company for 
dinner. While at dinner, General Foster instructed me to 
proceed to the jail with my Company, where the prisoners 
would be turned over to me to be conveyed to Live Oak. 
I immediately went to jail with the Company, where the 
prisoners were turned over to me with the following 
order : 

"Captain W. H. Lyle. 

Company "E", 1st Infantry, F. S. T. 
DEAR STR-^It is the order of the court that you con- 
vey with your Company the following prisoners to Live 
Oak jail for safe keeping, and deliver them to the Sheriff 
of Suwannee County, Florida: 
Kelson Lark in. 
George Caldwell, 
Isham Edwards. 
You will take them with you en the 1 :45 train today, 
and deliver them to the Sheriff of Suwannee county, 
Florida. 

Yours truly, 
(Signed) JOHN W. M ALONE, 
Judge Circuit Court Second District." 
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I then marched the Company and the three prisoners 
to the depot, where I boarded the train for Live Oak at 
two o'clock, arriving there at five-twenty o'clock. I then 
marched to the jail and turned over the above named 
prisoners to Sheriff J. H. Rickerson, taking his receipt for 
them, a» follows : 

"Live Oak, Florida, January 21, 1905. 
"Received of Captain W. H. Lyle the following pris- 
oners: 

Nelson Larkin, 
George Caldwell, 
Isham Edwards. 
These prisoners to be confined in jail of Suwannee 
County, Florida, for safe keeping, until further orders. 

J. H. RICKERSON, 
Sheriff of Suwannee County, Florida." 
I then marched the Company to the armory and dis- 
missed them.

REPORT ON ENCAMPMENTS OF 1905. 

Tallahassee, Fla., Pec. 5, 1905. 

Eon. y. B. Broward, Governor, 

Tallahassee, Fla. 

SIR — I have the honor to report that in accordance 
with jour instructions, communicated to me through the 
Adjutant General of the State, I attended tha Annual 
Encampments of the Florida State Troops held respect- 
ively at Orlando, October 5- 12th, and at Lake City, Flor- 
ida, Oct. 16-22, 1905 (both dates inclusive), and a* Gen- 
eral Inspector and Instructor of the Florida State 
Troops, rendered such assistance to the officers as condi- 
tions demanded and circumstances warranted in the way 
of suggestions and advice. 

Preliminary to the encampment, acting under your in- 
structions, I proceeded to Jacksonville on September 29th 
last, and conferred with the acting Brigade Commander 
respecting the issuance of a general order outlining the 
duties and exercises to be conducted at the two regi- 
mental encampments which had been previously directed 
in General Orders from the Adjutant General's office. As 
a result of that conference, the acting Brigade Comman- 
der, approving the plan outlined hy me, issued the fol- 
lowing order: 
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Headquarters 
First Brigade: Florida State Troops. 
Jacksonville, Fla., Sept 30th, 1905. 

General Orders ) 
No. 4. \ 

I The Florida, Btate Troops, now on the verge of their 
mobilization, need hardly to be reminded that the primal 
object of annual encampments embraced increased mili- 
tary efficiency and the betterment of military discipline, 
To accomplish these purposee in the short space of al- 
loted time, every officer, from the highest io the lowest in 
rank, and every soldier, whatever be his jlrade, has a duty 
to perform, and only the faithful and tonscientious dis- 
charge of that duty on the part of eaih concerned will 
secure the desired results. 

2. This year the encampment will b& by regiment, the 
obvious purpose being to give to regimental commanders 
the fullest opportunity and scope to eiercise command 
and jurisdiction over their organizations, as well as to 
familiarize them with the varied duties of camp organi- 
zation and administration in the field. Much will depend 
upon the manner in which this responsibility is met by the 
respective commanders. Without intending to restrict Or 
narrow the discretion of regimental commanders In the 
unusual opportunity to be afforded them, it is deemed 
proper to outline in a general way the desired scheme 
which should be inaugurated for the encampments. 

£ First of all, it may be assumed that each company 
commander in the past year has performed his duty by 
conducting the prescribed drills and perfecting the dis- 
cipline of his company. In that event, the company 
should appear at the annual encampment well equipped 
and so well instructed in the schools of the soldier as to 
be in no need at the encampment of either squad or com- 
pany drill, which should be reduced io a minimum. 

4. The general scheme to be followed will divide the 
military day for all purposes of drills, instruction and 
parades into three periods; the first beginning at 
Beveille and ending at recall from fatigue at 11 :30 a. m. ; 
the second beginning at fatigue call at 1 :30 p. m. and 
ending at recall at 4 :30 p. m. ; the third beginning at first 
call for parade at 5:00 p. m. and continuing until such 
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hour in the night as. may be necessary for night exercises. 
Within the first period should be embraced all drills, ma- 
neuvers and day field exercises. The second period 
should embrace all officers and noncommissioned officers 
schools and lyeeums of instruction leaving within the 
third period, after the evening parade, exercises in night 
patrol and picket duty on outposts of various sizes, care 
being taken that not less than one battalion each night 
should be exercised on this duty. 

5. It is deemed unnecessary to give detailed instruc- 
tions concerning camp organization or the establishment 
of necessary guards,, etc. In all the exactions of discipline 
and military courtesy, members of State Troops should 
bear in mind that military respect from inferiors to supe- 
riors in rank involves neither servility nor servitude, and 
cheerful obedience to orders marks the disciplined sol- 
dier. 

6. The troops should be enjoined that these encamp- 
ments are not occasions for recreation and pastime, and 
while their legitimate enjoyments will not be restrained, 
regimental commanders will be expected to take such 
strict measures as will render impossible all undue hilar- 
ity or any transgression of law.

THE REGIMENTAL CAMPS. 

While this novel scheme of dividing the brigade into 
two camps and mobilizing the troops by regiments as pre- 
scribed from Militia Headquarters, had some advantages, 
in my opinion the practical working of the experiment of 
regimental encampments was not altogether satisfactory. 
The establishment of a military camp, and especially a 
camp of instruction, where every hour of the military 
day between Reveille and Taps must be duly considered 
and arranged for, involves no little work and demands the 
strictest attention to all the details of organization. 
Various orders must be issued and the whole machinery 
of military administration nust be put into operation. 
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To do all this, the commanding officer and the regimental 
staff would need to be absorbed and occupied to an extent 
that would render impracticable, if not absolutely impos- 
sible, the proper performance of their legitimate regi- 
mental duties or the devotion of required time to the 
direct supervision of drills of companies in battalions and 
the conduct of the regimental drill in both close and ex- 
tended order. For this reason, and others not enumer- 
ated, with all respect for other opinions on the subject, 
I do not approve of regimental encampments. The an- 
nual encampments of the organized militia, aside from the 
primal purposes of general instruction and improved effi- 
ciency, are occasions for the practice of command by com- 
manders of the larger units, larger than companies, such 
as battalions and regiments. These occasions occur but 
once a year and last for the limited period of only eight 
days, which, as a matter of fact, only allows six military 
working days to be devoted to drills, exercises, etc. 
Under these conditions the best results are to be ob- 
tained only by such an arrangement of camp duties as 
will leave the regimental commander absolutely foot- 
loose and free from all distractions and duties that would 
in any way interfere with his vocation as commander and 
drill master of his regiment. He and the battalion com- 
manders, above all other officers, are to be most benefitted 
by the annual encampments. The company commanders 
throughout the year have the opportunity for drilling and 
controlling their companies, but the regiment and the 
battalions being assembled only once a year for the brief 
period of eight days during the annual encampments, the 
regimental and battalion commanders should each have 
full and unrestricted opportunity to devote every moment 
possible to the paramount duty of commanding, disciplin- 
ing, instructing and drilling their respective organiza- 
tions which only in that brief period in the entire year 
are permitted to be assembled at any one point. 

For thfcse reasons, and many others which I will not 
here enumerate, I believe that better results are possible 
in a brigade eneampment where the brigade commander, 
assisted by the brigade staff, should be held responsible 
for camp organization, administration, guard duty, dis- 
cipline and the general routine. In the brigade camp, if 
desired, the infantry regiments could be separated, each 
furnishing and mounting its own guard and bearing its 
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ova share of the brigade guard and field officer-of -tbe 
day's service. Toe brigade camp would give to tbe 
brigade commander the opportunity to which he is en- 
titled to command the forces for whose discipline and 
instruction throughout the year he in directly responsible, 
a responsibility which actual experience in camp enables 
him better to meet in all respects. As commanding officer 
of the brigade camp, he would have the opportunity to 
watch, observe and supervise daily throughout the whole 
period of the encampment, the progress of military work, 
and furthermore, he would be enabled by close observa- 
tion of officers, to measure their respective merits and to 
study their personal equasions. The brigade commander 
being the senior line officer in the organized State forces, 
is by law made the actual military commander of the 
troops, and he should not only be authorized and en- 
couraged but required to keep himself in constant touch 
with the needs of the military service of the State. 

The fact that the brigade commander made a few hours 
visit one day to each of the camps, and inspected the 
troops at formal parades, was not sufficient to enable him 
to gain that knowledge of the merits or demerits of tbe 
officers of his command, which throughout the remainder 
of the military year should guide him in his administra- 
tion of military affairs. Aside from these considerations, 
it is believed that no little good would result from bring- 
ing together and putting in close contact with each other 
every year, all the State Troops. The officers of different 
regiments should know each other, and the men should 
have opportunity of fraternizing together if only for the 
advantages of that rivalry which develops military 
esprit and regimental pride, and impels officers and men 
to vie with each other in lifting the tone and reputation 
of the respective regiments to which they belong. 

PERIOD OF CAMP INSTRUCTION. 

Before proceeding to discuss the merits of the two 
camps, I may state that in viewing the general appearance 
of the State Troops and judging of their efficiency at the 
beginning of an annual encampment one should be mind- 
ful of the important fact that for only eight days out of 
the three hundred and sixty-five are the companies as- 
sembled in battalions and the battalions in regiments, 
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under these conditions the most that can be fairly ex- 
pected at the start by the expert military instructor at a 
military encampment, is that degree of efficiency of com- 
panies which evinces thoroughness of company drill, dis- 
cipline and instruction, and in addition thereto on the 
part of company officers and noncommissioned officers 
that degree of theoretical or book knowledge of drill reg- 
ulations relating to the company in battalion and regi- 
ment as will enable company commanders, Bubalterns 
and guides to quickly and readily perform their respec- 
tive duties when- the company is maneuvered, while of 
course the regimental commander and his regimental 
field and staff officers should understand thoroughly all 
that drill regulatione prescribe, as far, at least, as the 
brigade formations. 

That some of the company commanders fall short in 
this respect is a lamentable fact, and still more deplora- 
ble is the ignorance of some field officers respecting their 
prescribed duties. Some of the officers, it is true, were 
comparatively new to the service and were but little ex- 
perienced in military affairs. Many of them had never 
seen an annual encampment before and therefore had 
never participated in regimental or battalion drill or 
any parade ceremonies whatsoever. Some of the officers, 
indeed, had been commissioned within the past six 
months, others had only been three months in the service, 
and a few had come to the encampment before receiving 
their commissions. These officers could not have been 
expected to come up to the high standard set by veteran 
soldiers or even soldiers who had been drilled for more 
than one or two years. Indeed, not only were many of 
the officers having their first military experience at these 
encampments, but a number of the enlisted men had been 
sworn into the service within six months, others within 
three months, and quite a number within thirty days pre- 
vious to the encampment. When these facts are consid- 
ered, however rigid be the judgment of the disciplinarian, 
leniency would seem to be not out of place in commenting 
upon the defects and deficiencies observed in camp— a 
camp of constantly fluctuating militia whose personnel, 
both commissioned and enlisted, is subject constantly to 
such frequent changes. 

How best to avoid these lamentable conditions that re- 
tard the progress and impair the military usefulness of 
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the Florida State Troops, is a question of vital impor- 
tance deserving of serious consideration. In my opinion, 
the period of the annual encampments is of too short 
duration and should be at least fifteen days. I am not 
unmindful of the fact, however, that many members of the 
State military troops find it extremely difficult to absent 
themselves from their occupations and business for even 
eight days, but the matter, nevertheless, is one deserving 
of consideration. 

TWO REGIMENTAL CAMPS COMPAEED. 

The Orlando encampment where the second regiment 
of infantry was mobilized was a success. The encamp- 
ment at Lake City, however, where the First regiment 
of Infantry and the Battalion of Field Artillery were 
assembled was, more or less, a failure. At Orlando the 
officers and men seemed cheerful and eagerly willing to 
cooperate with the commanding officer in meeting the ex- 
pectations and carrying out the instructions of higher 
military authority in every respect. On the first and sec- 
ond days of the encampment, however, it was quite notice- 
able that discipline was lax, military courtesy among men 
and officers grossly neglected or set aside, a ad even the 
ceremonies showed an utter indifference to the require- 
ments of immobility and military attitude in ranks 
Many of the soldiers seen on the streets on the first and 
second days of the encampment were without coats and 
slovenly attired, but as soon as these conditions were 
brought to the attention of the commanding officer, vig- 
orous remedial action was taken, proper orders being is- 
sued prohibiting the men to leave the camp except through 
the guard line and in proper uniform, and establishing 
punitory restrictions npon any soldier found in the town 
without coats properly buttoned. In addition to these 
orders which had a splendid effect upon the men, two or 
three severe object lessons were given to the command — 
for example, the noncommissioned officers and two pri- 
vates who moved conspicuously in ranks at the evening 
parade were promptly taken to the guard house, the 
corporal reduced to the ranks, and the privates impris- 
oned for a number of days. These lessons in discipline, 
approved 1 by me at the time, hnd a m\>st salutary effect 
upon the men who seemed only waiting to be guided.

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Upon the third day there was a marked im prove men t ia 
the Orlando camp discipline, and for the remainder of 
the encampment period no complaint could reasonably be 
made concerning the behavior and deportment of the 
soldiers in town, where it was generally conceded that 
the regiment had become much improved in the drill as 
well as the ceremonies. 

At Lake City there were reasons, perhaps, that in a 
measure at least, accounted for the unsatisfactory con- 
ditions that prevailed there. The regiment was without 
its Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel, who oa account of 
personal affairs were prevented from attending the en- 
campment, and the senior Major, although present for 
a few days, wa*> allowed to leave the camp on account of 
personal business. On account of these absences of ex- 
perienced regimental officers, the unusual method was 
resorted to of assigning to the command of this camp an 
officer of the general staff, who had for the first time 
been called on to exercise military command over so large 
a body of men, and who was then to test, not only his 
capacity for command, but ability for that finaesse of 
diplomacy involved in the abnormal situation where a 
staff officer commanded the line. The aptness of this 
officer and his experience in the Volunteer service of the 
United States Army, gave promise, however, of success- 
ful management and administration of command, and 
had he received the support to which he was justly en- 
titled, the encampment at Lake City would not have been 
distinguished as it was for unsoldierly conduct and gen- 
eral unsatisfactory results. There seems to have been 
an utter lack of appreciation of the imperative necessity 
of maintaining from the very beginning to the end of a 
military encampment, thorough and constant camp san- 
atation, and much time that should have been devoted to 
drill and field exercises was consumed in cleaning camp 
and establishing proper sanatation. Indeed, although 
positive orders were given in this respect on the second 
day of the encampment, a part of three days was con- 
sumed and repeated orders bad to be issued before the 
camp was properly cleaned and the men allowed to pro- 
ceed with the drills and exercises set for the morning 
hours, all of which was due to the lack of sympathy and 
co-operation, which from the very start was observed be- 
tween the commanding officer and those under him. 
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The progress made at the Lake City encampment wai 
very meagre. At Orlando the second regiment each day 
showed marked improvement and progress in the ceremo- 
nies of guard mounting and evening parade, but at Lake 
City the First Begiment on the last day of the encamp- 
ment was really po better either at guard mounting or 
parade than it was on the first day when the regiment 
appeared in camp. In view of these facts, the splendid 
impression made by the First Regiment when it appeared 
in the parade art Jacksonville upon the occasion of the 
visit of the President of the United States, was most 
gratifying. Not only did the First Regiment and the 
Field Artillery "deport themselves, on the way to and 
from Jacksonville, in an orderly and most soldierly man- 
ner, but the command hurriedly sent away from camp in 
their working clothes, made such a splendid appearance 
in marching in the review before the President of the 
United States, tfcat he directed -that his praise of their 
soldierly apperaqee be announced in general orders to 
the troops. Thua^ it will be Been that a military com- 
mand naturally soldierly and capable of being controlled 
by discipline and ijigid ruleB may, on account of some 
condition out of the usual order, become a spectacle of 
utter indifference to discipline and improvement, so un* 
military as to border on insubordination, to the serious 
disadvantage and scandal of the State Military Service. 

TrJL CAMP SITES. 

Undoubtedly the camp sites had something to do with 
the general result achieved 1 at the different encampments. 
The camp site at Orlando was well selected and well 
adapted to all the military requirements. The camp Bite 
at Lake City, however, was not satisfactory in 
any respect. The ground selected there was 
bordered by railroads on the two open sides, 
and it became necessary to dig a path or road 
from the camp proper on one side of the railroad track 
to the parade ground and drill field on the opposite side, 
and across the railroad which was considerably lower 
than the ground on the two sides. This condition of the 
camp and parade grounds divided by a railroad difficult 
and inconvenient to cross at best, proved a great setback 
to the troops and often interfered with the prompt as- 
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sembling of the organizations, and details at drills and 
ceremonies, all this making for the troops at Lake City 
serious disadvantages not experienced by the troops at 
Orlando, where the ground was level and parade field con- 
tiguous and continuous to the camp ground proper. At 
Orlando organizations were enabled to be assembled and 
inspected on the company parade ground before assemb- 
ling in battalion, and the battalion could also be duly In- 
spected before marching to form the regimental line, 
This, however, was impossible at Lake City. Then? guard 
details and companies were marched away from the 
company parade grounds in advance of the trumpet 
signals in order to cross the railroad track and take plate 
on the drill field or general parade ground in time for 
the assembly. There was, consequently, more or Ices con- 
fusion at every formation for dTill, guard mounting or 
parade, and incidents occurred repeatedly to fret and 
annoy the commanding officer and almost to wear out and 
exhaust the patience of the instructors who, day alter 
day, had to go over the same ground. 

CAMP SANITATION. 

In the beginning of both encampments, proper atten- 
tion seems not to have been given to camp sanitation. At 
Orlando there was constant complaint, constant danger, 
and much delay in securing proper disinfectants. As 
soon, however, as the commanding officer and the camp 
surgeon conferred on the subject, prompt action was 
taken to remedy the defects in this regard. The same was 
true at Lake City, but to the credit of the commanding 
officer and surgeon 1 of that camp it should be stated that 
every other duty was made secondary to that of estab- 
lishing proper sanitary conditions. Much of the annoy- 
ance in this regard could have been obviated had com- 
pany commanders and first sergeants done their duty. 
They would probably have done their duty better, had 
the battalion commanders at each of the encampments 
preformed their full duty and insisted upon prompt and 
complete compliance with orders. Compliance with or- 
ders, however, seems to be one of the lessons yet to be 
learned by the Florida Btate Troops. Without doubt, I 
have never seen greater laxity in the enforcement of and

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obedience to military orders than at the two camps I am 
reporting upon, and especially at bake City. 

THE FIELD ARTILLERY, 

The battalion or field artillery, consisting of only one 
battery, was encamped with the First regiment at Lake 
City. Although it was theoretically placed in an ad- 
joining camp and furnished its own guardB, as a matter 
of fact, the battery was considered and treated as a part 
of the infantry camp proper, and the officers were sub- 
jected to all the requirements intended to apply only to 
the infantry. No matter what duty the battery were 
engaged upon, (and their arduous duties at the encamp- 
ment were many and varied) , the battery officers were re- 
quired to attend Officers' Call, which on account of cer- 
tain conditions was sounded repeatedly during the day 
and night — a call intended for infantry officers and which 
need not have been attended by the battery officers. This 
was a disadvantage and a mistake, and materially inter- 
fered with the duties of the battery officers in their 
proper sphere. There was but little connection between 
the artillery and infantry methods and courses of instruc- 
tion, and there should have been, at least for the purposes 
of progressive instruction, a complete severance of the 
two camps. Better still, more satisfactory results could 
have been secured had the battery been placed in a sub 
camp entirely detached from the infantry camp Where the 
battalion commander would have been enabled to guide 
and condnct the general, instruction of the battery with- 
out mi necessary interference. 

In this connection it may be well to invite attention to 
the extraordinary conditions prevailing in this so-called 
battalion of field artillery. Consisting as it does of only 
one battery and with little prospect of increase, the bat- 
talion is not a battalion but a battery only, and the bat- 
tery would l>e better off if its Captain were allowed to 
command and drill it as he deems proper. The present 
arrangement of having a nominal battalion with an actual 
battalion commander, and subordinating the commanding 
officer of the battery to the guidance and dictation of a 
Major, practically makes the Major the battery com- 
mander and reduces the Captain of the battery to a mere 
nonentity or figure-head authority. This is hurtful to 
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discipline. The battery commander is rightfully entitled 
to the fullest support, and his authority and discretion aa 
battery commander should be unimpaired so far as con- 
cerns the interior economy, discipline, drill and instruc- 
tion of this battery for which he is directly responsible. 

Another anomalous condition of the battery, and one 
which should be carefully considered, should be men- 
tioned in this connection. It is the fact that the battery 
is absolutely without a horse for any purpose whatsoever 
throughout the entire year, with the exception of the 
brief period of encampment. In other words, an organi- 
zation in which horses form so important a part, is ab- 
solutely horseless for three hundred and fifty-seven days 
of the year, the drills during that time being confined 
chiefly to the guns in action. All other instruction is by 
book study and object lessons from figures or cards or 
pictures — a most absurd and unreasonable condition, of 
things which ought not to be allowed to exist any longer 
than is possible to remedy. This deplorable feature of the 
military organization of Florida is responsible for send- 
ing the field battery into the annual encampment on foot, 
the guns being hauled into camp by men. The horses 
hired Jor the encampment were secured in I/ake City, but 
were not available until the second day of the encamp 
merit, and the battery was, therefore, unable to appear at 
drill or ceremonies until the second or third day. As the 
horses were returned to the stables on the last day of 
the encampment when the guns were to be entrained, it 
will be seen that in the past year the battery or field 
artillery has had but five days practice and drill with 
horses, and as few of the men had ever been astride of 
a horse before that encampment, the work of drill and 
maneuvers of the mounted battery had to proceed very 
slowly. Some arrangement should be made for supplying 
horses for these purposes if this battery is to be kept in 
tact as a military unit. Surely it is a matter of no little 
importance to the city of Jacksonville where the battery 
is located. In some cities where field artillery organiza- 
tions of the National Guard are located, liberal donations 
and contributions are made by the business men of the 
community, all recognizing the important fact that in 
time of emergency a battery is of great importance and 
unmeasured value. The suggestion has been submitted 
that some arrangement might be made with the municipal 
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authorities of Jacksonville for tbe occasional use of the 
public animals owned by the city authorities. If this 
ean be done, it would meet a very important demand of 
the military service and go far toward giving additional 
security to -the city of Jacksonville without extra ex- 
pense to the city or State. Surely inasmuch as by direct 
orders of the President of the United States, this Battery 
is to be supplied with the latest improved field artillery 
3.2 inch modern guns, the State should do its full part 
toward maintaining the battery on a practical and upto- 
date basis, making its standard of efficiency as high as 
possible. 

ATTENDANCE AT THE ENCAMPMENTS. 

The field returns of the two camps Bhowed the total 
strength, present and absent, to be 688 officers and men at 
Orlando and 603 at Lake City, making a total of 1291 
Florida State Troops in October last. Of this number 
917 were actually present in camp, divided between the 
two camps, with 485 at Orlando and 432 at Lake City. 
The absentees were 203 at Orlando and 171 at Lake City, 
a total of 374, equal to about 29 per cent. This number of 
absentees is entirely too large to be approved of under 
any circumstances, and I am informed that it is much 
greater than the number of absentees at the previous 
year's encampment. The chief reason for the absences tit 
the encampments seems to be the inability of some officers 
and enlisted men to leave their business vocations. In 
nearly every instance, the men themselves were, willing 
to attend the encampment, but business conditions or 
the desires of their employers made it impractical for 
them to attend without detriment to their own interests. 
This interference of the employers with such employees 
as aTe members of the organized Militia of the State, is a 
very serious matter. In a number of instances the em- 
ployers were known to make positive and direct threats 
that if the men conferned attended the encampments 
they would be dismissed from employment. It would 
seem to me that a little reflection on the part of business 
men would make them realize the wisdom of encouraging 
and aiding instead of discouraging and retarding the 
organization and maintenance of an efficient military 
force in the State. 
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With a full average military force of about 1500 men 
duly organized into regiments, battalions and companies, 
the business interests of the State would be well guarded, 
and both public and private property judiciously pro- 
tected against all emergency. These 1500 men would de- 
vote their time and attention to military duty through- 
out the year without any compensation whatsoever ex- 
cept when they were called out for duty under the law. 
In other words, 1500 men always alert and ready to re- 
spond at a moment's notice to the call of duty, to aid 
the Civ ! c Authorities in preserving the public peace, re- 
ceive absolutely not one penny throughout the year except 
then actually engaged in preserving the peace or when 
mobilized at the annual encampments. Without doubt 
the -State can maintain no such arm of executive power 
so cheaply as it does its organized Militia. At a cost of 
less than f 15,000.00 a year, or $ 10.00 per man, 1500 well 
armed and equipped State soldiers aTe at all times sub- 
ject to the call of the Governor or the Sheriff of any 
county for any purposes authorized by State laws. The 
Police Department in cities and towns as well as the 
Fire Departments, though regularly maintained through- 
out the year, are only occasionally called into action, but 
they must, nevertheless, be paid salaries throughout each 
month and year. They are both necessary idjuncts to 
safe and complete municipal government, but no more ho 
than is the Militia a necessary adjunct of the safe and 
complete organization of State government. The or- 
ganized Militia of the State is practically a civic con- 
stabulary subject to the call of the Sheriff of any county 
in an emergency not permitting of delay, and it is respect- 
fully submitted that if this just and sensible view were 
taken always of the theory and actual purpose of the 
military force of the State, it would be regarded with 
greater favor by the people generally The cost to the 
State of Florida of maintaining its organized Militia, is 
infinitesimal as compared, for example, with the State of 
Ohio, which last year appropriated nearly $400,000.00 for 
its organized Militia, as against the f 27,000 .00 appropriat- 
ed by the last Legislature for the Florida State Troops for 
all purposes, inclnding salaries and expenses of the Ad- 
jutant General's Department, hire of Armories, etc 

Right here, I think the suggestion might well be made 
that some law should be passed positively prohibiting any 
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person whomsoever from interfering with or discriminat- 
ing against any other person who might be a member of 
the Florida State Troops. In other words, it should be 
made a penal offense for any employer, by any threats or 
any overt action whatsoever, to prevent any person in his 
employ from attending to his military duties if he be a 
member of the organized Militia of the State. Business 
men might soon be educated up to the idea of doing all 
within their power to help and foster the military spirit, 
lint they will all only do their duty in this regard when 
by agreement among themselves, each and every business 
house in towns and cities where military organizations 
are located, insist that at least one or more of their em- 
ployees shall be members of the State military organiza- 
tions, making it a condition of employment instead of, 
as is now sometimes the case, a basis of unfavorable dis- 
crimination and discharge. 

It is very important, in selecting the date of the annual 
encampment, to consider the time when the greatest num- 
ber of men can be assembled with the least business in- 
terference. However, the industries and reasources of 
Florda are so varied that there is bound to be some in- 
terference in one or more sections of the State, whatever 
be the date decided upon for the encampment. After 
going over this matter very carefully last summer with 
competent persons in the office of the Commissioner of 
Agriculture who were familiar with crops and business 
conditions throughout the State, I believed, and so recom- 
mended to the Governor, that the best time to hold an an- 
nual encampment — the time when most men could be 
present without business or other hindrances, was be- 
tween October 15th and November 15th of each year. It 
seemed, however, that when the time came for the as- 
sembling of troops at the Orlando and Lake City en- 
campment, conditions arose to keep quite a number of 
men away from the camps. The yellow fever epidemic 
created some doubts in the minds of the business people as 
to the quantities of goods desired and the dates of ship- 
ments of the same, and this delay undoubtedly operated 
against a full attendance at the encampments. It might 
be well to state, however, in this connection that ample 
notice is given to members of the military organizations 
of the time when they will be required to present them- 
selves in camp, and there would seem to be no reasonable 
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excuse why any regiment should be left without its 
Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel and senior Major in camp, 
or suffer an absence of over two hundred officers and 
men. The absences of officers, and especially of the higher 
ranking officials, set a bad example to the enlisted men, 
and I see no military justice in proceeding against en- 
listed men and subaltern officers for being absent when 
the higher officials are excused and allowed to remain 
away at pleasure and convenience. The private soldier 
who is compelled to absent himself from camp through 
fear of losing his position upon which he and his family 
may depend for support, 1b certainly deserving of as 
much lenient consideration as his officers, and especially 
those higher ranking officers who, to a great extent, have 
only themselves to consult and have no one over them to 
forbid their presence in the camp. The example of supe- 
riors has a great influence over inferiors, and no regiment 
that marches out without its Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel 
or senior Major, can hope to maintain that military esprit 
which forms the basic element of military discipline. Out 
of an aggregate of 97 officers who should have been 
present at the two encampments, there were only 76, 
making a total of 21 absent officers who, with a whole year 
to think of and arrange for the annual encampment, 
found it impossible to spend eight days of their time in 
the discbarge of military- duty which they were sworn to 
perform to the best of their ability In my opinion, there 
was no excuse, at least no excuse should have been ac- 
cepted, for all these absences. 

REMEDIAL ACTION. 

The two remedies necessary to secure better results at 
the next annual encampment are increased military dis- 
cipline and increased military instruction among the 
State Troops. Officers and men should first of all be mads 
to realize that military discipline involves neither servi- 
tude nor servility. In all the departments of life some- 
bod v must be in authority to command and others must 
be in position to obey. In all the departments of life, 
rules or customs of courtesy and politeness exist, and of 
all the spheres of life courtesy among military men is 
most essentially important and necessary, and as an- 
nounced in army regulations, is indispensable to military 
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discipline. One of the moat lamentably defective condi- 
tions noticed at .the two recent encampments was in re- 
gard to military courtesy. Many of the enlisted men 
seemed to have no idea how to salute, and whenever they 
did salute many of them hestrayed such ignorance and 
awkwardness as suggested that they had never been 
instructed in the dnty of saluting. It was marvelous to 
observe the improvement made in this regard within the 
first three days of each of the encampments. Men who 
perhaps had never before made a military salute, and 
perhaps had never been instructed how to make one, at 
least made an effort to do so when occasion required, and 
I, myself, when walking through the streets of the town 
or the camps, observed that the enlisted men were not 
only willing but eager to act like soldiers in this respect, 
and only stood in need of the proper military instruction 
and training. 

* The personnel of the Florida State Troops includes men 

of manifest intelligence and military aptitude, and a little 
greater effort on the part of their officers will briug them 
up to a standard that will compare favorably with the 
troops of any other State in the Union. It is Tespectf ully 
suggested that company commanders should be required 
to impress upon their men the fact that all respectable 
people are in the habit of saluting each other respectfully 
in passing, and there is no reason why a junior in the 
army or militia sense should not invariably salute his 
senior whether he meets him in the street or in the bar- 
racks. I furthermore suggest that the company com- 
manders be required to instruct their men that the mili- 
tary- salute is proper throughout the year whenever they 
pass their officers at the home station in uniform or in 
civilian dress. The practice of saluting would in that 
way soon become a habit not confined to the camps, and 
there is no outward sign of discipline so marked and posi- 
tive as the smart and snappy salute of the soldier. The 
soldier who salutes his officer has the right to be saluted 
in return, and the officer who slights or neglects this duty 
is guilty of conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline, and should be called to official ac- 
count. 

With respect to increased military instruction, mili- 
tary schools should be established at all the stations 
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throughout the State. Everywhere there is a regimental 
or a battalion commander, be must supervise and conduct 
the school, but inasmuch as with the one exception of 
Jacksonville, none of the military stations has more than 
one company each, the company commander, having no 
superior officer to supervise his instruction or his study 
of drill regulations and text books, most be placed upon 
honor faithfully to discharge his duty in this regard, and 
still more faithfully to see that his officers and noncom- 
missioned officers are thoroughly instructed in all their 
varied military duties. The company commander must 
realize that company drill 1b but the beginning of tech- 
nical lessons, yet nevertheless, company drill must be so 
thoroughly understood by subalterns and noncommis- 
sioned officers as to make the company absolutely pliable 
in the hands of the company commander when he handles 
it in battalion or regiment Especially is it important 
for officers and noncommissioned officers to know so 
thoroughly as to insure alertness of action, every feature 
of command and every place laid down for them in drill 
regulations. The Lieutenants must be capable of unhesi- 
tating movement to their proper places as platoon com- 
manners, and all sergeants must be versed and drilled 
in their position of guide in the movements^ their com- 
panies in battalions both as company or platoon. For 
this reason special attention should, throughout the year, 
be given to platoon drills, and sergeants and corporals, 
regardless of rank, should be shifted from place to place 
as guides, thereby enabling all the noncommissioned 
officers alike to take any position of guide that absence or 
vacancy might render necessary. The proper place for 
the company drill is the home station, but after a year's 
constant progressive work drilling his company, the com- 
pany commander should present it at the annual encamp- 
ment competent to do any duty or to take any place to 
which it might be assigned. There is no time for com- 
pany drill at the annual encampments, and if the expecta- 
tions of the War Department are fully met, hereafter 
there must be greater attention paid to the drills and ex- 
ercises in extended order and other field duty, of which 
there was so very little at the two recent regimental en- 
campments. Battalion commanders, as well as regimen- 
tal commanders, should all constantly study drill regula- 
tions and familiarize themselves with eveTy duty they 
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have to perform. The battalion commander who lacks 
either the capacity or the knowledge necessary to com- 
mand his battalion alone or in regiment, is not only use- 
less to the military service, bnt is a. handicap and a stumb- 
ling block to increased proficiency and should be com- 
pelled to learn hie duties or quit the service. The fact 
should also be mentioned that however well drilled the 
company may be, a few newly enlisted men, uninstructed 
and undrilled, may lower the standard of a whole com- 
pany, and upon the occasion of a battalion or regimental 
drill or ceremony confuse and probably stampede the 
company as well as the battalion in which it is located. 
A well defined system of military school duty should be 
formulated in general orders. 

RATIONS, EQUIPMENTS, ETC. 

So far as I observed, in both encampments, the troops 
were rationed, the food well cooked and the men all prop- 
erly and satisfactorily fed. The bread and meat seemed 
good, and I heard little or no complaint respecting any- 
thing that pertained to the messing of the companies. The 
Quartermaster's supplies in both camps seemed satisfacto- 
ry, and proper arrangements were made for earing for the 
sick in hospital. It is respectfully suggested, however, 
that at the next encampment, aside from the general 
orders from the Adjutant General's Office, camp orders 
be issued forbidding the use of the hospital ambulance 
for any other purpose than that for which it is intended 
by law and army regulations. At Lake City I was in- 
formed that the ambulance, without the authority of the 
camp surgeon, was ordered to the town, and at least upon 
one occasion was used to haul baggage or camp supplies 
from the town to the camp. No one can tell at what mo- 
ment the ambulance may be needed to convey the sick or 
injured soldiers to the hospital, and it never ought to be 
beyond the reach of the hospital authorities. The ambu- 
lance at Lake City, when last observed by me, showed 
signs of hard usage and was in need of repairs. 

The equipments of the men seemed complete, but their 
clothing allowance was meager. Every soldier- should 
have at least two full and complete service uniforms in- 
cluding hats, leggins and shoes, and if practicable the 
overcoat for emergencies in cold weather. With but one 
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service uniform in which he is required to drill and do 
routine and fatigue duty, he can hardly be expected to 
preserve that degree of cleanliness which should be in- 
sisted upon, at least at all ceremonies. It was observed 
at the review conducted by the brigade commander at 
Orlando, that few if any of the men understood the re- 
quirements' of carrying in their blanket roll the necessary 
change of underwear and toilet articles specified in reg- 
ulation orders. In every instance investigated by me, 
the fault in this regara was due to the negligence of the 
company commander and the first sergeant of the com 
pany. 

Attention is respectfully invited to the custom of some 
courts-martial in the trial of enlisted men, of including 
as a part of the sentence a reprimand of the soldier. As 
a rule reprimands are only given to commissioned officers. 
In the regular service punishments of enlisted men do not 
embrace reprimands, which should be discontinued by 
the Florida State Troops. 

THE OBLIGATIONS OP OFFICERS. 

I think the time has come when every member of the 
Florida Military establishment should have something 
to do, at least during the annual encampment of the 
troops. The higher the rank of the officer, the greater 
would seem to be his responsibility, and it is respectfully 
suggested that every member of the General Staff should 
be required to at least make a thorough inspection of the 
camp affairs pertaining to his staff department in order 
that he might have full information regarding it. and fa- 
miliarize himself with its methods and personnel. 

In the recent encampment the Inspector General and 
the Commissary General were the only general staff offi- 
cers at Orlando, while at Lake City the only general staff 
officers present in their official capacity were the Inspec- 
tor General (who, however, acting as Commanding Officer 
of the camp was divorced from his proper staff functions) , 
the Judge- Advocate General (the greater part of whose 
time was taken up in duties pertaining to the payment of 
the troops) and the Commissary -General who was only 
there at the close of the encampment. 

Of course, the Adjutant General was present at both 
encampments from the day preceding the beginning until 
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the day following the closing of the camps. Indeed this 
very energetic, capable and most efficient officer has ver- 
itably become the chief director and general reliance of 
the Florida State Troops. He shows a most extraordi- 
nary grasp of public affairs and performs more varied 
military duties than any military officer I have ever 
known. During the recent encampment he not only issued 
all preliminary orders respecting the establishment of the 
camps the mobilization of the troops, arranged all mat- 
ters of transportation and supplies, and decided all the 
details of camp organization, but without regard to his 
high military rank he was in daily attendance at both 
camps, keeping himself constantly in touch with the Com- 
manding Officer, Staff Officers^ and others needing his 
advice, and making himself the one man upon whom all 
the military machinery of the State rests, both in and 
out of camp throughout the year. However commendable 
these conditions may be so far as concerns the capacity, 
energy and enthusiasm of the present Adjutant General 
of the State, in my opinion he should have the assistance, 
at least immediately 'before, during and after the annual 
encampment, of all the members of the General Staff 
whose offices entail duties and responsibilities in connec- 
tion with the annual camp which they should not be al- 
lowed to evade or neglect. The best interest of the State 
Military service demands that as emergencies are at all 
times possible, the State Military machinery should rest 
upon a well organized system and not upon the genius 
and capacity of any one individual, however ambitious 
and willing he may be to do not only his own but others* 
duties. In other words, in case of the incapacity of any 
officer or vacancy in any office, the system should provide 
against any and all hitch or embarrassment to military 
administration, and some competent person should always 
stand ready to conduct the military establishment. 

I even feel inclined to make a suggestion that for at 
least a portion of the period of the annual encampment, 
the personal staff officers of the Commander-in-chief might 
also well be required to present themselves in camp for 
observation of camp life and methods as well as for the 
performance of such duties as may be assigned to them by 
the Commander-in-Chief. Military aids, as well as all 
the staff officers, should have some military knowledge 
and experience and the proper place for military stud} 
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and practice for those who have not gained it elsewhere, 
is in the annual camp of instruction. 

In this connection, I think it not unwise to suggest 
that both the General Staff Officers and Personal Staff 
officers might be assigned to duty as members of general 
courts-martial. At Orlando the question of the appoint- 
ment -of a general court-martial was considered, but on 
account of the lack of time to consummate the necessa re- 
organization of a court, the matter was deferred until the 
Lake City encampment began. At that place the general 
court-martial was appointed, and although the Judge- 
Advocate General was himself made Judge Advocate of 
the court, the progress in the trial of the cases referred 
to the court was so slow and measured as to defeat the 
military purpose in view. Of course the members of the 
court-martial were prevented from attending the drills 
and exercises in which they should have been engaged for 
the general welfare of the military establishment. I 
believe that if the general staff officers and at least some 
of the personal Aids could be made members of the gen- 
eral court-martial appointed in advance of and to sit 
during the annual encampment, the court could do great 
service to the State, and the line officers whose duty it is 
to be with their organization would not be interfered with 
in their legitimate duties. 

RIFLE TARGET PRACTICE. 

It is to be regretted that there was no target practice 
at either of the two annua] encampments above cited. 
This omission was in a measure atoned for by the ar- 
rangements made for conducting the annual competition 
for the Taliaferro Trophy and Greenleaf and Crosby 
Medal, for which, however, there had been no practice 
during the encampment and very little if any during the 
year. Teams of five men each selected by the Company 
Commander, consisting of the presumed best shots in the 
company were entered for this competition which was 
held on the day immediately following the closing of each 
of the camps. Inasmuch, however, as I have written a 
special report on the subject of the National Rifle Match 
at Sea Girt, N. J.. I do not deem it necessary to make 
any extended comments or recommendation in this report 
on the subject of the importance of military rifle practice, 
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except to say that the matter is one in which the War 
Department authorities feel the keenest interest and no 
Btate militia can expect to be rated high by the Federal 
Government unless it makes a good showing in the use of 
the military rifle throughout the year. For this reason 
it is recommended that hereafter in the selection of camp 
sites for the encampment of the Florida State Troops, 
action be guided by the availability of suitable ground for 
a target range, and that greater prominence an 3 publicity 
be hereafter given to the competition fcr the Taliaferro 
Trophy and Green leaf and Crosby Medal, making it a 
special feature rather than a mere casual or passing in- 
cident of the annual encampment in which but little in- 
terest is taken. ' 

IN CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion it may be well to state that in accordance 
with my conception of the best manner in which I could 
serve the Florida State Troops, immediately after my 
arrival at each of the two camps, I announced to the 
assembled officers my attitude towards them and my gen- 
eral purposes. First I assured them of my intention, as 
Instructor of the Florida State Troops, to be regarded as 
their comrade to whom they might at any time come for 
any information. I tried to make them feel that my 
duty at the encampment was not so much to inspect and 
criticise, but to confer with, help to guide and instruct 
the officers to the best of my ability. I endeavored to 
make all the officers feel that it was my further duty to 
help prepare them for the more rigid inspection to he 
made by the other inspecting officers in the camps, in- 
cluding the regular army officer specially detailed by the 
War Department to attend the encaropmentB this year; 
in other words, I told them it was my ambition for the 
purposes of that encampment to become one and a part 
of the Florida State Troops with the chief purpose of 
helping to prepare them to be inspected by their superiors, 
and I believe that my effort in this regard met with re- 
sponse and sympathy on the part of the officers and bore 
good fruit. 

For a while I placed myself at the elbow of the com- 
manding officers of each camp working with the regi- 
mental adjutants as if I were on duty in the Adjutant's 
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office. In both instances the commanding officers seemed 
to value and appreciate my method, and there was not 
the slightest jar or hitch in my relationship with any of 
the officers at camp headquarters. In the afternoon 
lyceum which met every afternoon at two o'clock, the Ad- 
jutant General, the officer specially detailed by the War 
Department for duty at tbe encampment as well as other 
officers and myself were present to answer any question 
that might be asked. During this lyceum session several 
of the older officers made short addresses to the officers, 
calling to their attention defects and error* to be cor- 
rected, at the same time giving such advice aW-conditions 
seemed to suggest. 

In my opinion the officer of the army on duty with the 
organized Militia of a state will never be able to render 
the full service contemplated by the law under which he 
is detailed until he is given authority and opportunity to 
travel over the State and visit from time to time such 
organizations as seem most in need of his instruction, ad- 
vice and help. At the present time there is no provision 
of authority for me to make such a tour of inspection 
other than the annual inspection required by tbe War 
Department. This annual inspection is made according 
to a previously arranged itinerary and the tour is neces- 
sarily hurried, only a few hours being spent in any of the 
towns and cities in which posts are stationed. Of course, 
upon hurried visits of this kind I could do no more than 
inspect organizations, but it is respectfully submitted 
that the regular army officer on duty with the organized 
Militia of a state should be empowered to prsceed to any 
point in the State where he or the Adjutant* General of 
the State believes his services are needed. The cost of 
this journey would be comparatively small, and it is 
hoped that some arrangement will be made in the early 
future that will meet the situation.

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REPORT OX WORK OF FLORIDA TEAM AT 
"NATIONAL MATCH." 

Tallahassee, Fla., Sept. 20, 1905. 
Hon. N. B. Broward, 

Governor of Florida. 

SIR — I have the honor to submit the following report 
of the service performed by me under your instructions 
contained in Paragraph 5, General Orders Xo. 112, Cur- 
rent Serieta issued from the Adjutant General's office. 

On August 12th last I started from Tallahassee for 
Jacksonville, where, in accordance with arrangements 
made by the Adjutant General of the State, I met that 
night and conferred with Brigadier General C. P. Loveir, 
Commanding the Brigade of Florida State Troops. On 
the morning of August 13th I started- for St. Augustine 
and upon arrival there that day I visited the Rifle Range 
adjacent the town where the rifle team selected for entry 
in the Competitive National Rifle Match at Sea Girt, N. 
J., was conducting preliminary practice. Close observa- 
tion of the methods pursued by the team, and closer ob- 
servation still of the team's personnel gave me the im- 
pression that the Florida State Team stood a fair chance 
of achieving good standing in the list of competitors. 
There was not a member of the team who did not evince en- 
thusiasm, and not one that was inclined to hide his hope 
of success as a prize winner. All in all, the cool, calm, 
and deliberate manner in which the members of the team 
applied themselves to their practice work promised well 
and gave ample assurance of the satisfactory results fin- 
ally attained by the team at Sea Girt, N. J. ■ 

As is well known, Florida has thus far no established 
system of target practice, and when the State was invited 
to send a team of selected 1 superior shots to participate 
in the National Rifle Match at Sea Girt arranged for 'by 
the War I>epartment under the auspices of the National 
Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice, there was not 
a duly qualified sharpshooter or marksman in Florida, 
and consequently no list of skilled marksmen from which 
excellent or superior shots could be selected. 

Nevertheless with commendable energy the Adjutant 
General of the State arranged a preliminary competition 
to be held at St. Augustine, commencing August 3rd for 
the purpose of determining the best shots to compose the 
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Rifle Team of 1905. The members of all organizations 
throughout the State having equal right to compete for 
entry in the competition at St. Augustine for place oil 
the team, a preliminary course of practice at every mili- 
tary post in the State was ordered to qualify men under 
certain prescribed conditions for the preliminary con- 
test. 

Iu consequence of this arrangement twenty-seven con- 
tesfcants appeared at the St. Augustine Competition, and 
of this number fifteen officers and enlisted men were 
selected as the Brigade Team U> participate in the Na- 
tional Match to commence on August 23rd, 1905. Under 
the rules governing this Match at Sea Girt, preliminary 
practice was authorised at the Sea Girt Rifle Range, upon 
the completion of which the Captains of the teams were 
required to submit to the proper military authorities a 
list of twelve men finally selected to constitute the State 
Team, and in accordance with that requirement the fol- 
lowing team was selected for Florida.

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It will be observed that opposite the names are noted 
the totals of slow fire. Rapid Fire, and Skirmish fire, and 
the aggregate score of each member which added together 
shows the aggregate of the State team's shooting in the 
National Match of 1905. 

At Sea Girt during the greater part of the period of 
comjwtition, the weather was most disagreeable and un- 
propitous for rifle practice, usually quite cool and at 
times cold, foggy, and extremely damp. Unaccustomed as 
the members of the Florida team were to this quick transi- 
tion from the almost tropical heat of their State to the 
chilling winds and cold wet weather of the New Jersey 
coast, several of the members of the Florida Team 'be- 
came more or less ill, one being so seriously ill with 
acute attack of neuralgia that he was unable to participate 
in any of the practices, while I, myself, suffered an attack 
of pneumonia and under telegraphic orders of the Com- 
manding General, Division of the East, I was sent to 
Washington in charge of a HoBpital Steward of the 
Army. 

In Bpite of these conditions, however, the members of 
the Florida Team applied themselves faithfully to the 
preliminary practice in which they scored sufficiently high 
to warrant the belief that the team would take a high 
place among the contestants. In my opinion, however, 
too much time was devoted by the team to the preliminary 
practice; that is the men were either allowed or required 
by the Team Captain to shoot too many rounds. I cau- 
tioned the Team Captain in this regard, taking upon my- 
self the responsibility to advise that the better course to 
pursue would he to practice the men only sufficiently to 
understand and appreciate the lay of the ground, general 
direction of the wind and the usual play of light, and as 
soon as a member showed that he had gotten on to the 
target and could hold it under fire, his preliminary prac- 
tice should be regarded as at an end. There was no limi- 
tation as to the amount of ammunition to be used in the 
preliminary practice, and it is my belief that the Florida 
Team, like many other teams at Sea Girt, overpracticed 
and overdid themselves in the preliminary practice, which 
I think lasted too long and tended to tire and exhaust the 
contestants, thereby detracting from their general effi- 
ciency as expert shots. 
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Nevertheless it was most gratifying at the conclusion 
of the National Trophy Competition to find that the 
Florida Team stood 22 iu a total of 37 listed teams. The 
highest and winning team (New York) had an aggregate 
score of 4528, which was only 621 above that of the Flor- 
ida's Team's score, recorded at 3,907, whereas the Tennes- 
see Team, which was last in the list, aggregated only 2216 
points, which waB 1691 below the Florida Team. Another 
gratifying feature of the scores and the teams' relative 
standing is the fact that Florida liokis place two numbers 
above the United States Military Academy Team, whose 
aggregate, 3666, was 241 points below the Florida Team. 
Indeed among the fifteen teams that stood below the 
Florida Team were such states as Michigan, Kansas, Ver- 
mont, Montana, South Carolina, California, Texas, West 
Virginia, Missouri, Nebraska, Indiana and Tennessee, in 
nearly all of which the practice of musketry and rifle 
shooting had been reputed to be carried on to a greater 
or lessor extent for many years previous. To my own 
personal knowledge much time and considerable money 
have been devoted in some of these states to military rifl» 
practice and apparently with much less satisfactory re- 
sults than have been attained in Florida, where so little 
time and opportunity have been afforded to the militia for 
fcrget practice. Another interesting point may be men- 
nonee! that the United States Cavalry in the National 
Trophy Competition scored but 241 points ahead of the 
Florida Team, and the District of Columbia Team, famed 
as one of the best among the organized militia teams of 
the country, who give more time and expend more money 
towards furthering target practice than perhaps any other 
militia body of its size in the United States, was only 308 
points ahead of the Florida Team. 

These comparisons are hurriedly made for the purpose 
of showing the comparatively great success achieved by 
the Florida Team at Sea Girt. I say "success" because it 
is a well known fact that target practice in the State of 
Florida has been more or less retarded by the insurmount- 
able conditions heretofore prevailing. Had rifle practice 
been as thoroughly and as carefully conducted in Florida 
as elsewhere throughout the year, it is safe to assume 
that the Florida Team would have taken a much higher 
standing, and instead of being 22 on the list might have 
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come within the first three winning teams, the lowest of 
which was but 524 points ahead of the Florida Team. 

Inasmuch as the proper military authorities have now 
under consideration the question of selecting a permanent 
range for the National Rifle Matches, I do not deem it 
necessary to discuss or comment upon the advantages and 
disadvantages of the Sea Girt Range. Undoubtedly for 
the purposes for which it was originally constructed at 
certain seasons of the year when the weather is propit- 
ious, the Sea Girt Range would stand without a rival; 
but it is undoubtedly a fact that the range was not suffi- 
ciently large to permit all the teams this year to shoot at 
the same time at a similar target. On the contrary re- 
lays of teams were assigned to certain targets at specified 
hours during the, same day and it repeatedly happened 
that some teams fired in the morning during bright and 
favorable sunlight, while others in the afternoon were 
compelled to shoot under heavy interf erring clouds or in 
falling rain. The extent to which the atmospheric condi- 
tions affected the final standing of the teams cannot be 
estimated, but in my opinion the weather played a very 
important and not altogether fair part in determining 
the aggregates of the respective teams. Another impor- 
tant point that might be mentioned, is that some of the 
teams were not required to live in the camps, for exam- 
ple, the New York team, instead of sharing the hardships 
and discomforts of the camp in stormy and wet weather 
were quartered at one of the best hotels, and a majority 
of the members of the team were taken to and from the 
target range in automobiles. It was not surprising that 
with such advantages the New Yorker should Bcore so 
successfully as to win the first prize, but it must be ad- 
mitted that in no state perhaps in the Union does the 
commendable State enthusiasm and esprit amount so high 
as in New York, where vigorous efforts are constantly 
being made. I am told, to induce the best shots of the 
other states, as well as in the country at large, to become 
members of the New York Rifle Team, or at least to be- 
come members of the Organized Militia of the State and 
thereby be made eligible for membership upon the team 
when selected. It would be an easy matter for any state 
in the Union to hold supremacy in the annual National 
Competition if the practice of importing from other states 
recognized excellent shots for the purpose of maintaining 
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a profeseional team of rifle shooters is to be permitted, 
this to the extent of even inducing skilled regular army 
marksmen to settle in New York when discharged from 
the Army. 

With respect to recommendations, I hesitate at this 
time to do more than call attention to the importance of 
rifle practice and to urge the earliest possible action to 
impress upon the Florida State Troops the necessity of de- 
voting to it all possible time and attention. The subject 
of rifle practice is undoubtedly uppermost in the minds 
of military authorities at Washington and from a Federal 
point of view no State organized militia can expect to 
rate high in the scale of military efficiency without mani- 
festing active interest in the matter of improved rifle 
shooting. 

In this connection while at Sea Girt, the question arose 
in my mind as to the benefit or compensation derived 
by the State of Florida from sending a rifle team to the 
National Match at Sea Girt. The cost of sending a 
team to the designated National Range will vary with the 
distance to be traveled. The California or Oregon team, 
and perhaps any of the Pacific Coast teams, would have 
to expend about five thousand dollars each for the teams' 
expenses, while the Florida team cost the State about fif- 
teen hundred dollars, or about one hundred dollars for 
each member of the team to Sea Girt. Compared to this 
record of expenditures on the part of the State far distant 
from the selected National Range, the expense of neigh- 
boring or adjacent states like New Jersey, Delaware, 
New York, Maryland, Pennsylvania, etc., would seem to 
be merely nominal. In other words while a Western 
State, like Montana, might only receive about five thou- 
sand dollars as it's share of the Federal Government's an- 
nual allotment for arms and equipment of the organized 
militia of that State, in the absence of State funds the 
whole of that amount, or nearly the whole of that amount, 
would have to be expended for sending the State team to 
Sea Girt without regard to the necessity that existed for 
furnishing uniforms, and other needed articles in the 
proper equipment of the troops. In my opinion the ex- 
pense of a State team participating in the National Rifle 
Match should be borne by the Federal Government under 
specific appropriation for that purpose.

Furthermore the thought has occurred to me that in a 
State like Florida, which under prevailing conditions 
could not reasonably have been expected to send a prize 
winning team to the match, the cost of the team (about 
f 1500 .00) might possibly have been better expended in 
furthering rifle practice throughout the State and provid- 
ing for State competitions that might stimulate the troops 
and add greater incentives to target practice. In a con- 
versation on this subject with Colonel Carleton, Inspector 
of Small Arms Practice, F. S. T., I suggested this idea, 
but he promptly disapproved of it, saying that he be- 
lieved that much good would result from sending a Flori- 
da Team annually to the National Match Competition 
without regard to their chance of winning the prize. Hia 
argument was based upon the theory that the members 
of the team came in touch with the best shots in the 
United States, and by observation and exchange of infor- 
mation were able to learn many things which would be of 
incalculable advantage upon their return to their borne 
stations. This argument was undoubtedly good in theory, 
but I do not see how members of the team can be of any 
great general advantage to the State Troops unless they 
are placed in position where they can impart their knowl- 
edge to others throughout the year during actual target 
practice. An examination of the personnel of the Florida 
State Team with respect to organizations discloses the 
fact that of the twelve ineml>ers composing it, seven belong 
to the First Infantry, three to the Second Infantry, one 
to the Field Artillery, and one to the General Staff. Of 
the seven of the First Infantry, three belong to one com- 
pany (F) at Jacksonville, three to another (G) in St. 
Augustine, while the whole team was practically selected 
from but four company organizations. It will thus be 
seen how utterly impracticable it would be to have these 
expert riflemen under present conditions act as general 
instructors throughout the State, except at the annual en- 
campment, when all the troops are assembled together. 
Nevertheless there is every good reason and argument 
why those companies to which the expert team shots be- 
long should benefit by the fact that they hold such com- 
petent instructors, and the proper commanding officers 
should see that advantage is duly taken of the opportu- 
nity to further and advance the efficiency of rifle shooting 
in those companies. Verily it would seem that four com- 
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panics aggregating from two hundred to two hundred 
and fifty men could, with the help of a doien expert 
teachers in rifle shooting, be able to furnish more than 
the entire number of twenty-seven skilled competitors that 
asembled at St. Augustine in the preliminary competition 
in August last. 

Furthermore I believe each and all of those fifteen men 
who went to the National Match at Sea Girt in August 
last should be given a suitable decoration and upon drill 
nights in the armories of their respective stations, each 
should be required to give instructions to one or more 
squads in the methods and principals governing rifle 
shooting at actual rifle competitions. In other words the 
experience gained by these men should be imparted to aa 
many of their comrades as possible. 

I am informed that proper official action is to be 
taken looking to the regulation of small arms practice 
throughout the State, but it is respectfully submitted that 
something more than the mere issuance of orders on that 
subject is necessary. According to law, military usage 
and ordinary judgment, the proper person who should 
have immediate general direction and control of rifle 
practice and be held directly responsible for its improve- 
ment, is the Inspector of Small Arms Practice. Fortu- 
nately the officer at present holding that position is him- 
self an expert shot, and having been at the head of the 
Florida Team at the recent National Match is not only 
competent, but peculiarly fit to instruct, guide, and assist 
fully in all that pertains to the improvement of rifle 
practice. Upon him more than any other one or perhaps 
any dozen persons in the Florida State Troops at this time 
depends the encouragement and efficiency of rifle shooting 
in Florida, and he should not only be invited but actually 
commanded to do his full part and render assistance to 
the fullest extent possible. First of all he should be re- 
quired to confer with the Brigade Commander at Jack- 
sonville and his plan of improving and fostering rifle 
practice in the State should have the fullest possible en- 
couragement and support. 

The Inspector of Small Arms Practice is an important 
public officer, and no man should hold that position who 
is not willing and able to devote much of his time to the 
conscientious discharge of his official duties. Fortunate 
ly, the present Inspector of Small Arms Practice is an

enthusiast on the subject of rifle shooting and it is be- 
lieved no better use could be made of a part of the appro 
priation for the Florida State Troops than to pay his ex- 
penses to the various stations during the ensuing target 
practice year. More than this he should be required to 
supervise the reports of target practice and be 
held responsible for the desired general improvement of 
the rifle practice in Florida now so earnestly enjoined by 
the Federal authorities at Washington and so vitally im- 
portant to the State. 

In conclusion I beg to submit as a modern up-to-date 
military axiom the declaration that in the present era 
of improved small arms and progressive efficiency of the 
individual soldier as a fighting unit, the military strength 
of a State, like that of a nation, should not be alone 
measured by it's arms bearing population, but by it's 
arms bearing men in and out of the organized forces who 
are capable of shooting accurately. Patriotic citizens 
may now as ever before and hereafter be willing, in the 
exigency of war or disturbance of the peace, to do and 
die for their country, but what is more imperatively need- 
ed on modern national battle fields or even in the state 
exigencies for the preservation of the public peace are sol- 
diers not only willing "to do and die," but able to fight 
and kill when occasion demands. The strength of an 
army or a body of fighting men is not to be measured in 
these days by the number of men, but by the number of 
effective deadly weapons. And Florida, like every other 
State in the Union, bears its responsibility for keeping in 
reserve, not only for its own state uses, but for the uses 
of the nation when circumstances and law warrant, suffi- 
cient number of men more or less skilled in the use of the 
rifle. To make sure of this reserve, Florida should main- 
tain a well organized and efficient militia whose capacity 
for practical soldiery in war is assured not only by its 
training, discipline, and loyalty, but by that individual 
capacity of the skilled marksman behind the gun, which 
can alone result from constant instruction and practice 
in the use of the military rifle. The organized militia is a 
constantly changing body of men. It is estimated that 
fully one-third of the total number of the organized mili- 
tia changes annually bo that if the organized militia be 
duly instructed in the methods of shooting to hit a target 
in peace or to kill an enemy in war, fully five hundred 
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men may be yearly sent from the militia ranks into ciril 
life trained as marksmen and themselves enabled to in* 
struct and guide their neighbor in the use of the gun 
either as huntsman in peace time or as soldier on battle 
fields. And all this ma; be accomplished through an 
adequate system of instruction in small arms practice 
which the proper officials in the Florida State Troop* 
should be required to establish and set in operation with 
the least possible delay.

REPORT OF SURGEON GENERAL.

SIR : — My report as Surgeon General for the past year 
must, of necessity, be brief, as, aside from the work of 
the Medical Department at the two regimental encamp- 
ments, no special duty has been required of it; nor has 
there been any occasion on which the entire organization 
has been assembled. 

The General Staff was not ordered out on active duty 
at either of the encampments ; and as they were not held 
uutil late in the year, at a time when I was unusually oc- 
cupied with my professional duties, it was absolutely im- 
possible for me to be present, even for a day, at either 
of them. It is with great regret that I write the above, 
and I must add that I trust, in the interest of the entire 
military organization of the State, that no future assem- 
blage of the troops for field service will ever be ordered so 
late in the year. I recognize fully the necessity for it in 
this instance, and do not know how it could well have 
been avoided, but deplore it nevertheless. I know that 
the development of yellow fever in two cities in our State 
made it unwise and even unsafe to assemble the men 
earlier without knowledge as to whether or not the disease 
could be confined to the localities in which it first appear- 
ed ; and it was wise not to risk spreading the contagion, 
aside from the incidental excitement which might have 
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resulted and the possible additional efforts required of 
our State health authorities, whom I am informed yon 
advised with concerning the situation. 

I have not received the reports of the medical officers 
at the different posts, nor of the surgeons since the regi- 
mental encampments, hut I am informed semi-officially 
that their different commands are in good condition and 
that the equipment is serviceable. It gives me great 
pleasure to know that, at any time, a properly equipped 
medical corps can be ordered upon active duty, and I am 
satisfied that the officers and enlisted men of the Florida 
State Troops appreciate the condition now existing as 
compared with what it was in the past; and, personally, 
I am assured that with the earnest cooperation of the en- 
tire department, an increased degree of efficiency will be 
noted in the next year.

REPORT OF THE JUDGE- ADVOCATE GENERAL.

SIR :— I have the honor, as per your request, to render 
my annual report as Judge- Advocate General of the 
Florida State Troops. 

While it might seem that there has not been a great deal 
accomplished by this department, the duties attending 
upon it have received my attention from time to time, and 
I trust that it has done something for the benefit of the 
service. 

My first duty this year in connection with this office 
was my attendance upon the Governor's inauguration at 
Tallahassee, on the third day of January. This function 
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partook almost entirely of a social nature, my department 
not being called upon for any specific technical duty, 

I was next called upon to attend the Encampment of the 
Second Regiment of Infantry, held in Orlando — primarily, 
to officiate as Judge-Advocate General, and secondarily, 
to act as paymaster — but was prevented from being pres- 
ent at this encampment on account of sickness. 

The First Regiment of Infantry's encampment, at Lake 
City, I attended almost throughout. My first service 
there was to organize a general court-martial, in which I 
had been designated as Judge-Advocate. There waB only 
one actual trial by this court — namely, that of Corporal 
John W. Copeland. Nevertheless, I consider that the 
court resulted in considerable benefit to the service, as 
many matters of military law were discussed by the mem- 
bers of the court, and a number of court papers were 
formulated, which may be used, or the forms followed, in 
the future. In addition to this work, and matters consid- 
ered and advice given as Judge-Advocate General, I had 
the honor of acting as Paymaster for the regiment, under 
appointment. 

I have attended several officers' meetings during the 

year where matters pertaining to the good of the general 
service were discussed, and I would commend these meet- 
ings as being of various benefit to the military establish- 
ment of the State. 

I feel that this department is in good condition to per- 
form any duty that may come before it.

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF SMALL ARMS 

PRACTICE.

SIR : — I have the honor to submit the report of this de- 
partment for the year ending December 31, A. D. 1905. 

Pursuant to General Orders, No. 9, issued from your 
office May 31, 1905, I proceeded to the Rifle Range, near 
St. Augustine, on August 3, 1905, and held a preliminary 
competition for the purpose of selecting a Brigade Ride 
Team to represent the State of Florida in the National 
Match. The competition resulted in the selection of: 
Captain F. C. W. Kramer, Jr., Co. "B," 2d Inft. 
First Lieut. John W. Blanding, Co. "H," 2d Inft 
FirBt Lieut. Fred G. Yerkes, Co. "F," 1st Inft. 
Battalion Sergeant Major Harry P. Davies, 1st Inft. 
1st Sergeant George B. Seavy, 1st Battery, Field Artil- 
lery. 

Sergeant S. B. Kitchen, 1st Batterv, Field Artillery. 
Sergeant W. O. Morris, Co. "H," 2d Inft. 
Sergeant Elton B. Rich, Co. "K," 2d Inft. 
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Sergeant E. L. Rosa, Co. "F," 1st Inft. 

Private Harry K. Jackson, Co. "G," 1st Iiift. 

Private J. Herman Lynn, Co. ''G," 1st Inft. 

Private Harry M. Snow, Co. "G," 1st Inft.

Together with Colonel Robert P. Carleton, General 
Staff, Inspector of Small Arms Practice, and Captain 
Eugene Masters, of Company "G," 1st Infantry, named as 
Coach and Captain of the Team, respectively, by General 
Orders, No. 9, issued from your office. The team thus 
composed went into regular organized practice August 7, 
1905, on the rifle range near St. Augustine, and remained 
there until the 17th day of said month, on which date we 
proceeded to Sea Girt, New Jersey, arriving there on the 
19tb, where we succeeded in getting three days practice 
on the Sea Girt range. 

On August the 24th, the entire team entered the Na- 
tional Individual Competition ; but on account of the slow 
progress of the match, caused from more entries than 
the range facilities could accommodate with dispatch, 
only one hundred and twenty -six competitors out of six 
hundred and fifty-seven were allowed to complete the 
firing. Colonel Robert P. Carleton was the only one from 
Florida included in the one hundred and twenty-six, and 
he succeeded in making a total score of 348 points. 

The National Trophy Competition opened August 29th, 
and the result of the efforts of the twelve men entered is 
hereto attached, marked "Exhibit A," and made a part of 
this report. 

Colonel Robert P. Carleton and First Lieutenant Fred 
G. Yerkes entered the National Pistol Competition and 
made 191 and 179 points respectively out of a possible 250 
pointB. 

Pursuant to instructions from your office, the following 
rules and conditions for the State Rifle Competition of 
1900 were issued for the information of those concerned, 
viz.:

The members of each 
team to be officers or enlisted men of the organization 
which they represent, and to appear in the service uni- 
form. 

DISTANCES : 200, 300 and 500 yards. 
NUMBER OP SHOTS : Two sighting shots and five 
shots for record at each range. 

POSITION: Standing, at 200 yards; kneeling or sit- 
ting, at 300 yards; and prone, with head toward the tar- 
get, at 500 yards. 

To the team making the highest aggregate total at the 
three ranges, will be awarded the Taliaferro Trophy, pre- 
sented by Hon. James P. Taliaferro, to be competed for 
annually. 

To the competitor making the highest aggregate indi- 
vidual score at the three ranges will be awarded the 
Greenleaf and Crosby medal, to be held by the winner un- 
til the next annual State competition.

Under the above rules and conditions the State Compe- 
tition was held, a detailed report of which is hereto at- 
tached. 

Relating to General Orders, No. 31, series of 1904, 1 beg 
to submit that no information has been requested from 
this office as to target practice, nor have any questions 
arising in relation thereto been submitted to me for de- 
cision or settlement. 

It is impossible for me to determine the manner in 
which the above mentioned order has been heretofore car- 
ried out by the different organizations, as said order car- 
ried with it no requirement for the reports required 
therein to be submitted to me; and I would respectfully 
suggest that said order be so amended as to require du- 
plicate reports in order that this office may be supplied 
with the necessary information relating thereto. 
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Post Commanders and Company Commanders should 
see to it that more attention is devoted to target practice, 
and that the orders and regulations he strictly enforced 
and complied with. 

There is no existing reason why the same interest should 
not be manifested for this work as for military drills in so 
far as is possible and consistent with the available time 
that may be devoted thereto, and it is very important that 
an accurate report of this kind of work be kept and sub- 
mitted to the proper authorities, in order that interest and 
development in target practice may be promoted and the 
requirements of the War Department be complied with. 

In compliance with orders issued from your office, the 
competitions for the Taliaferro Trophy and Greenleaf and 
Crosby medal were held for the First Infantry^and the 
Light Battery of Field Artillery, Florida State Troops, at 
Lake City, Florida, on the 24th day of October A. D., 1905., 
and for the Second Infantry, at Orlando, Florida, on the 
13th day of October A. D„ 1905. Teams from three com- 
panies of the First Infantry, one from the First Battery, 
Field Artillery, and eight from the Second Infantry par- 
ticipated, and made the following scores, to-wit :

REPORT OP THE INSPECTOR GENERAL. 

Office of the Inspector General, 
Florida State Troops, 
Jacksonville, Florida, December 31, 1905, 
The Adjutant General, 

State of Florida, 

Tallahassee, Florida, 
SIR : — In obedience to your request for my report »■ 
Inspector General, I have the honor to submit, that, since 
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my appointment as Inspector General, on August 5, 1905, 
I have not had occasion to make formal inspections of 
the several organizations at their home stations, as con- 
templated by law. 

Responding to orders, however, I attended the annual 
encampment of the Second Regiment of Infantry, at Or- 
lando, October 5th to 13, and of the First Regiment of In- 
fantry and the Artillery Corps, at Lake City, October 
16th to 23rd, 1905, at which times and places I made a 
careful inspection of the several organizations, particu- 
larly with the view of ascertaining the various methods 
of keeping the books and records, the making up of the 
reports required by law, etc. 

I found, with few exceptions {and these were among 
newly commissioned and inexperienced officers), that the 
books and reports had been well and neatly kept; though 
there was not such uniformity in method as is desirable 
under a system where all reports are rendered to and con- 
densed and audited by the Adjutant General for the Gov- 
ernor, as is the case in this State. 

In order to bring about such uniformity, I recommend- 
ed the company officers of the First Regiment to inspect 
and follow the method in use by Captain William LeFils, 
of Company "F," 1st Regiment, and the company officers 
of the Second Regiment to inspect cud follow the method 
in use by Captain M. Henry Cohen, of Company "F," 
Second Regiment. These two officers are deserving of 
special mention in this report — not only for the model 
manner in which their books and records are kept, but for 
their courteous willingness to assist their brother officers 
in bringing the records and paper- work of their respec- 
tive regiments to a high state of efficiency and uniformity. 

I found that, with few exceptions, the company officers 
in each regiment recognize the great importance of look- 
ing personally after the messing of their organizations; 
and the uniform mess sheds, cooking and mess arrange- 
ments provided by each organization in each regiment 
while in camp, were highly commendable and well adapted 
to field serivce. 

On an average, the rations were well cooked and served, 
and the soldiers seemed to understand the use of the 
mess-kit and appreciate the importance of keeping all 
cooking and eating utensils clean. So much cannot be 
said, however, of the premises about the kitchens and 
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mess sheds ; for, in many instances, the individual soldier 
would throw bits of food on the ground, thereby causing 
their mess squad or kitchen force much additional and 
unnecessary work. 

As far as could be judged at camp, the State's proper- 
ty is well cared for; but I desire to call attention especial- 
ly to the unlawful habit on the part of some soldiers, at 
various stations, of wearing parts of the military uni- 
form, I take the liberty of suggesting that this practice, 
and its correction, be made the subject of orders, 

I regret that the individual soldier seems to hare nut 
been impressed with the indispensable importance of the 
strict observance of sanitary laws while in camp; and I 
recommend that regimental, battalion and company com- 
manders make this feature of camp life the subject of 
special attention and orders. 

The most noticeable lack of efficiency throughout both 
regiments was in the lack of knowledge of the duties of a 
soldier on guard, and the main purpose of guard duty — 
too much apparently having been left to the imagination 
of the young and inexperienced soldier. 

I regret to note what appears to me to be a lack of en- 
thusiastic support, moral and otherwise, on the part of 
the business men of the State, who seem not to appreciate 
the real sacrifice and actual loss made and sustained by 
the officers and soldiers who are doing their utmost to 
maintain a Military Guard which will in time of need be 
ready to render efficient service, and at all times reflect 
honor and credit upon our State — preserving for posteri- 
ty the reputation for valor and patriotism handed down 
by our fathers.

GENERAL : — I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the First Brigade, Florida State Troops, for the 
year 1905 : 

Owing to the fact that these Headquarters have not 
been furnished with any reports from the commanding 
officers of the First and Second Regiments, or the Artil- 
lery Corps, the Brigade Commander is unable to make 
any report in detail. 

The only service performed by the Brigade during the 
year 1905 was the tour of duty at the Annual Encamp- 
ments. There were two encampments — The Second Regi- 
ment, under the command of Colonel F. C. Brossier, going 
into camp at Camp Bradshaw, located at Orlando, Flor- 
ida, on the 5th day of October, 1905, and remaining in 
camp eight days. 

In compliance with General Order No. 17, c. s., A. G. O., 
dated Tallahassee, Florida, September 2, 1905, on the 8th 
day of October the Brigade Commander proceeded to 
Camp Bradshaw, and on the 9th day of October made an 
inspection of the Second Regiment and camp. 

The camp was well located on well drained land, con- 
venient to two railroads, and nicely laid out. The sup- 
ply of water was pore and ample, being piped through the

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camp with spigots at convenient points. The sanitation 
waB good, although the latrines were not kept in entirely 
satisfactory condition. Otherwise, the camp was well 
policed and in excellent condition. 

The Regiment was formed for review and inspection in 
heavy marching order and was reviewed and inspected 
by the Brigade Commander, accompanied by Major Mc- 
Coy, U. S. A., and Major Da pray, U. S. A. The inspec- 
tion was as thorough as could be made in the time availa- 
ble, and developed the fact that the Second Regiment was 
in very fair condition in regard to discipline and equip- 
ment. 

The inspection of arms and equipment developed that 
not sufficient care had been taken of the pieces, the most 
glaring defect being the rusty condition of the bores. 
Some of the pieces passed a very creditable inspection. 
This was especially the case in regard to Company "I,** 
commanded by Captain S. Wolf. This company's arms 
were in very fine condition with a very few exceptjpns. 
This fact goes to show that there is no reason why the 
pieces should not be kept in fair shape even when the com- 
panies are located near salt water. 

In regard to appearance, there was considerable lack of 
uniformity in wearing apparel. In tome of tlio compa- 
nies a few men would be found wearing blue shirts with- 
out collars, others with collars — some wearing white col- 
lars, and others with handkerchiefs around their necks. 
There were a number of men who had no leggings, it be- 
ing claimed that they had never been supplied with them. 
The packs, with very few exceptions, did not contain the 
articles required, and apparently no effort bad been made 
to see that they were properly packed. 

The hospital was found to be in excellent condition and 
fully equipped. 

The inspection of quarters developed that they were in 
good condition and well policed. The food furnished 
seemed to be ample and of good quality ; and the cooks 
were generally performing their work in a very satisfac- 
tory manner — practically no complaint in regard to the 
meals. • 

Owing to the fact that the greater portion of the com- 
pany commanders had failed to properly instruct their 
companies in the squad and company drill, guard duty 
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and courtesies, not so much progress bad been made in 
the camp drills and maneuvers as was expected; bat it 
was very apparent that the men were anxious and will- 
ing to learn, and the degree of improvement made within 
the short time they had been in camp was very marked. 
The encampment of the Second Regiment seems to have 
been conducive of very good results. 

The First Regiment of Infantry and the Artillery Corps 
went into camp at Lake City, Florida, on October 16, 
1905, remaining eight days. 

In compliance with orders, on October 19th the Bri- 
gade Commander proceeded to Lake City, and on October 
20th inspected the First Regiment and Artillery Corps, 
which were in camp at Camp Broward, located on the out- 
skirts of Lake City, Florida. The camp was fairly well 
situated in regard to drainage and transportation, it be- 
ing near two railroads ; but there was a great deal of com- 
plaint about the condition of the land when the troops 
went into camp, it being stated that it took up the greater 
part of time for the first three days to clean the camp and 
put it in sanitary condition. A good supply of water was 
piped into the camp, with spigots at convenient points. 

The First Regiment of Infantry and the Artillery were 
formed for inspection and review in heavy marching or- 
der, and were reviewed and inspected by the Brigade Com- 
mander, accompanied by the Post Commander and Major 
Dapray, U. S. A. The inspection developed that the 
First Regiment of Infantry was well equipped, and the 
equipment in fair condition; but ihe same defects were 
noticed in regard to arms as in the Second Regiment — 
that is, that, while the pieces were generally in fair order 
as far as their outward appearance was concerned, a great 
many of them had rusty bores and other parts were not 
kept in good condition. Two pieces were found to be in 
such excellent condition that the Brigade Commander 
feels calied upon to express his appreciation of the care 
taken in their preservation. One of the pieces belonged to 
the First Sergeant of Company "L," 1st Infantry, and the 
Other to Private W. H. Harper of Company "B," 1st In- 
fantry. Upon inquiry, it was found that these pieces had 
been regularly used throughout the preceding year, and 
could be well referred to as models for the remainder of 
the troops. 



The appearance of the men in the -First Regiment wai 
fair. The packs were found to be very incomplete, con- 
taining only a few of the articles specified to be carried 
in the pack. 

The equipment of the Artillery Corps was found to be 
fairly complete, with the exception of the obsolete pieces 
which should be replaced by modern 3-2-inch pieces. 

The hospital was found to be in excellent condition and 
well equipped. 

The inspection of the camp developed that the streets 
and quarters were in good condition and well policed. 
The kitchens were clean, and the food furniBhed seemed 
to be ample and of good quality. The cooks were appar- 
ently attending to their work, and there were practically 
no complaints in regard to the food. The latrines were 
not in a very sanitary condition. 

Up to the time of the inspection made by the Brigade 
Commander, a very small amount of time seems to have 
been given to the drills; the greater portion being taken 
up in putting the camp in good condition. It was also 
found, as in the case of the Second Regiment, that the offi- 
cers of the First Regiment had failed to thoroughly in- 
struct their companies in squad or company drill, guard 
duty and courtesies. Consequently, it was necessary to 
give considerable time to matters of this kind, which 
should have been given to regimental drills and maneuvers, 

J t is to be regretted that there was practically no tar- 
get practice at either of the camps — the only target prac- 
tice being the competitive shoot which took place after 
the breaking of the camps, and was participated in by 
comparatively few of the men. 

On October 22nd, the First Regiment of Infantry and 
the Artillery, by order of the Commander-in-Chief, par- 
ticipated in the parade and ceremonies incident to the re- 
ception of Theodore Roosevelt, President of the United 
States, on his visit to Jacksonville. The appearance of 
the troops on that occasion was very favorably commented 
upon by the President, and, at his request, a general order 
was issued by the Brigade Commander, conveying to the 
troops bis appreciation of their soldierly appearance and 
conduct.

SIR:— 

1. I have the honor to submit the following annual ser- 
vice report of the First Regiment of Infantry, Florida 
State Troops, for the year ending December 31, 1905 : 

2. With few exceptions, a period of relaxation in the 
troops of the regiment which participated in the Army 
Maneuvers at Manassas, Virginia, in September, 1904, 
seemed to set in upon their return to their home stations. 
The portion of the regiment which had not been Belected 
to participate in the maneuvers were likwise affected, 
probably by reason of their disappointment in not attain- 
ing the privilege. Lack of interest has generally prevail- 
ed among both officers and men, and the year has not been 
fruitful of satisfactory results. 

3. The State Encampment of the regiment was held at 
Lake City, October 16th to 24th. On account of most 
urgent duty in the United States Engineer service, it was 
not the writer's privilege to attend this encampment. *No 
reports have been received of this tour of duty ; and, de- 
spite vigorous effort, these Headquarters have, bo far, 
been unable to secure possession of the regimental records 
which were carried to Lake City, This makes it impracti- 
cable to render a detailed report of the work performed 
and the results accomplished. It is understood, however, 
that, considering the change in the personnel of the regi- 
ment, whereby many officers and men were inexperienced 
in military duties, much improvement was effected in the 
brief period which was afforded for instruction. 

4. The regiment proceeded to Jacksonville October 
21st. and acted as the escort of honor to the President of 
the United States upon his arrival and procession through 
the streets of the city. The regiment was subsequently 
reviewed by the President, and it was the writer's pleas- 
ure to hear him comment upon the appearance of the regi- 
ment in the most favorable terms. 
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5. Two new organizations were mustered into the ser- 
vice during the j*ear, and were assigned to this regiment, 
viz.: Company "K," located at DeFoniak Springs, and 
Company "D," located at Jacksonville.

SIR: — I have the honor to submit the following re- 
port for the period ending December 31, 1905, during 
which time I have been in command of the Second Regi- 
ment of Infantry, Florida State Troops. 

I was commissioned Colonel of Infantry on March 0, 
1905, according to General Order No. 6, and was assigned 
to the command of the Second Regiment of Infantry on 
April 3, 1905, relieving Colonel J. N. Bradshaw, who was 
placed on the retired list. 

On assuming command, I immediately issued orders 
calling for all drill reports to be sent to these Headquar- 
ters, but, with a few exceptions, this order was not car- 
ried out. Since that time, however, steps have been taken 
to enforce compliance with all orders which may be issued 
from these Headquarters. 

Nothing of an unusual character took place during the 
time for holding the State Encampment. The Second 
Regiment was ordered into camp at Orlando, Florida, 
from October 5th to 13th. This encampment, in my 
opinion — at least so far as the Second Regiment of In- 
fantry is concerned — proved to have been the most satis- 
factory in the history of the Florida State Troops. The 
discipline was excellent, and the conduct of the men bet- 
ter than at any former encampment, and as evidence of 
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it, the following resolution introduced by Hon. W. L. 
Palmer was unanimously passed by the Orlando Board 
of Trade: 

"Whereas, the encampment of the Second Regiment of 
the Florida State Troops was held in Orlando from Octo- 
ber oth to October 13th, the encampment having been in- 
vited to this place by the Orlando Board of Trade and the 
local military organization, Company "C." 

"Be it Resolved, First, That the Orlando Board of 
Trade, representing the people of Orlando, hereby express 
the highest appreciation and approval of the good order 
and military discipline observed during the entire en- 
campment by thu corn n lauding officers and those serviug 
under Umm. 

"Second. Tliul highest commendation and praise are 
due the men of each company for their manly and sol- 
dierly conduct while their tents were pitched in our midst 
and they mingled with our people."' 

I wish specially to thank Major Frank B. McCoy and 
Major Dnpray for their valuable assistance rendered dur- 
ing the encampment. 

The sanitary condition of the camp was excellent, and 
there were very few cases of sickness. 

Major Oppenheimer deserves special credit, as he was 
alone during almost the entire encampment ; his two 
assistants not arriving until several days after the open- 
ing of the camp. Special credit is also due Captain B. C, 
Abernethy, Regimental Quartermaster, Captain A. H. 
Blanding, Adjutant, and Sergeant Robinson, for valuable 
assistance rendered during the encampment. 

I regret very much to lose the services of Major Oppen- 
heimer as Regimental Surgeon, he having been assigned 
to duty as Brigade Surgeon. Major Maloney was se- 
lected to fill the vacancy, however, and I feel that under 
his care the sanitary condition of future encampments 
will be well looked after. 

Under Special Order No. 103, series of 1905, the dis- 
bandraent of Company "G" was authorized, it having 
fallen below the required standard of efficiency. 

I feel confident that the next encampment, which I 
trust will be held earlier in the season, will show an im- 
provement in drill. I recommend a regimental encamp- 
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ment, as I firmly believe that better results can be ob- 
tained thereby than in an encampment where both regi- 
ments are together.

SIR : — I have the honor to submit the following report, 
respecting the Artillery Corps of the Florida State 
Troops: 

The Corps is composed of the First Battery, and Is sta- 
tioned at this place. It has performed its regular rou- 
tine of weekly drills during the past year. 

An inspection of the Corps was held February 2, 1905, 
by Lieutenant-Colonel S. T. Norvell, TT. S, A., retired; and 
though the attendance was small, owing to the fact that 
most of the men are mechanics and conld not be excused 
by their employers, the Inspector seemed to be pleased 
with the general appearance of the men and the condition 
of their arms, large and small. He stated that he would 
recommend the condemnation of the two brass Napoleon 
guns and the substitution of others of modern make; and 
this recommendation I beg most respectfully to Btrongly 
urge. 

tinder orders from Lieutenant-Colonel J. S. Maxwell, 
of the First Regiment of Infantry, the troops stationed 
in this city participated in a practice march on the night 
of September 2, 1905, to Panama Park. The line of 
march was taken up at eleven o'clock p. m., from the 
armory in Jacksonville; the Artillery Corps performed 
its allotted part to and from the appointed rendezvous. 
Colonel Maxwell kindly furnished two horses which were 
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used with a Gatling gun. The Battery was commanded 
by Captain Lyman, and Company "'A" by Captain Payne. 
Thanks are due Sergeant Reoux, of the Regular Army, for 
valuable instruction to the men in (he general work of 
camp, pitching tents, etc. 

In accprdance with orders from Colonel Maxwell, I 
mustered Companies "A," "F," and "D," the First Bat- 
tery, Hospital Corps, and Band. 

In compliance with General Order No. 16, A. G. O., the 
Battery entrained on the morning of October 16, 1905, 
for the Camp of Instruction at Lake City, Florida, arriv- 
ing on schedule time, and immediately proceeded to pitch 
tents, build kitchens, and prepare for routine duty, ac- 
cording to orders issued from Camp Headquarters. 

The Artillery formed part of the escort to the President 
of the United States on the occasion of his visit to this 
city, and waB complimented by him for its general boI- 
dierly appearance and bearing. 

I would respectfully recommend that, in camp, the 
quarters of the Artillery be separate from those of the 
other troops, as they have their own park guard to main- 
tain and district guard mount to make. In my opinion, 
it would be more conducive to discipline, and a more di- 
rect means of the acquirement of knowledge of this 
branch of the service by the men. 

I was especially pleased with the quality of the horses 
furnished us at Camp Broward, both for Baddle and draft 
purposes, and in this connection, I would respectfully 
recommend that they be left in camp, both for the in- 
struction of the men and for their own training. Further, 
I beg to recommend that the Artillery be furnished with 
wagons, and that they be required to reach any appointed 
camping ground by marches. In this way, practical in- 
struction can be imparted the men in every way. 

I am strongly in favor of a target range, and that fre- 
quent drills in firing be had. as I think this a most essen- 
tial part of a soldier's training. Too much of this can- 
not be done. 

In conclusion, I beg to advise the forwarding of the 
quarterly report of the Battery.

SIR 5—1 have the honor to submit the following report 
of the operations of the troops under me at Camp Brow- 
ard, with supplementary reports by the commanding offi- 
cers of each Battalion of Infantry and of the Artillery 
Corps. 

The First Regiment of Infantry, Florida State Troops, 
consisting of Field, Staff, Band and ten Companies, with 
Medical Department and Hospital CorpB, F. S. T., at- 
tached, together with the Artillery Corps, consisting of 
Battalion Field and Staff and the First Battery, Artillery 
Corps, F. 8. T„ assembled in camp at Lake City, Florida, 
October 16, 1905, for annual encampment, in pursuance 
of General Order No. 16, A. G. O., c. s., and remained in 
camp until October 24, 1905. 

In addition to camp routine, the following duties and 
ceremonies were engaged in : 

DRILLS: Battalions drilled three hours daily except 
Sunday, mostly in close order, with the exception of one 
drill period, October 18th, which was devoted to policing

the same day. On October the 18th the 1st Battalion left 
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camp at 6:30 p. no., on practice night march, as per re- 
port of the Battalion Commander hereto attached. 

On October the 19th the 2d Battalion left camp at 6 :30 
p. ni., on practice night march, as per report of Battalion 
Commander hereto attached. On October the 20th, the 
3d Battalion left camp at 6 p. m., on practice night march, 
as per report of Battalion Commander hereto attached. 

The Battery of Artillery participated in camp ceremo- 
nies, maintained their own guard, and made such march- 
ing and did such drilling as is outlined in the report of 
the Artillery Corps Commander hereto attached.

Battalions instructed in outposts and advance and read 
guard duty by Major McCoy, 17th Infantry, U. S. Army, 
detailed as Instructor.

SIR : — Pursuant to orders through Camp Adjutant, I 
have the honor to report as follows: All drills of this 
Battalion have been confined to the school of the Battal- 
ion, close order, with the exception of the practice march 
of the night of the 18th inst.. and extended order drill on 
the morning of the 22d. 
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In the night of the 18th inst., the Ba Italian formed and 
marched from camp in a northerly direction, forming ad- 
vance and read guards as soon as open ground had been 
reached. After having marched a distance of about two 
iniles, the advance guard came upon an imaginary enemy, 
and, after exchange of shots, located the enemy ; and find- 
ing them to be of considerable strength, the advance guard 
took up defensive position, awaiting the arrival of the 
main body which went into action immediately upon ar- 
riving upon the position held by the advance guard — the 
second company being placed upon the firing line, and the 
balance of the command being held as support. The ene- 
my showing signs of concentration upon my right, Com- 
pany "D" was deployed and formed on my right, check- 
ing contemplated advance of the enemy. 

The command was unable to pitch shelter tents on ac- 
count of the unfavorable condition of the country; 
otherwise, the march waB satisfactory. 

In extended order of the 22d, the command was in- 
structed in the formation of Bquads-development, the ad- 
vance and rear movements, sighting and firing, and rally 
and assembly of squads.

To the Colonel Commanding Camp Broward. 

SIB: — I have the honor to report the following details 
of work by the Second Battalion, First Infantry, while 
commanded by me : 

I was first placed in command of the Second Battalion 
on Wednesday night, October 19, I 905, for a practice 
march. I marched the Battalion about two miles to some 
open woods, having left camp at about 6 :45 p. m. Dur- 
ing this march, the men were very quiet, no talking or 
laughing being allowed. Upon reaching these woods, I 
threw out advance and read guards and marched about 
one- fourth of a mile, when the point of the advance guard 
encountered an imaginary enemy, I ordered the advance 
party to deploy, first in line of squads, then in line of 
skirmishers. 

7 A. G. 
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I then ordered the support and reserve to deploy on the 
right and left flaaks of the advance party and had them 
to advance by rushes, using advance party aB one line 
and support and reserve as the other. I had lines to fire 
!by volleys, at will, etc. — standing, kneeling, lying down 
— going about one-fourth of a mile. We then returned to 
>£amp, reaching camp about 9 :30 p. m. We did not pitch 
camp on this march. 

In Friday morning, I was again placed in command of 
the Second Battalion. During the forenoon I held two 
drills, had close order drills — closing in mass from line. 
Column of squads, etc., right and left front into line; on 
right and on left into line, forming column of companies 
from column of squads, etc. ; and held a few minutes Com- 
pany Drill in extended order. had no drills on Satur- 
day, October 21, 1905, being in command of the Battalion 
on parade in Jacksonville. I held no drills on Sunday, 
October 22, 1905, but went on parade. I held two drills 
on Monday, October 23, 1905, about the same in character 
as those mentioned above.

To the Commander of Camp Broward, Lake City, Florida. 

SIR : — I have the honor to report, that, pursuant to 
your orders, I proceeded with the Third Battalion of the 
First Regiment of Infantry, consisting of Companies "K," 
"L" and "M," on a practice march, leaving this post at 
about six o'clock p. m. on the 20th inBt., during which 
Company ( 'H," 1st Infantry, was temporarily assigned to 
my .command. The Battalion left the post in column of 
squads in close order, and as soon as the Battalion began 
to reach the woods, outposts were thrown out, a rear 
guard formed, and absolute silence was maintained as 
to talking or laughing and the men were required to make 
as little noise as possible while passing through under- 
growth. 

Upon reaching a suitable place outside of the city, and 
about two miles and a half from this post, an imaginary 
enemy was engaged by throwing out firing line, support 
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and reserves, in extended order. The firing was conduct- 
ed by volleys, at will, and in the different positions. Af- 
ter engaging in this exercise for Borne time, the command 
was marched back to this post, arriving here at about 
fifteen minutes to nine p. m. Tents were not pitched. 

Besides the regular routine of drills and ceremonies, my 
Battalion took part in the review and street parade in 
honor of tfie Governor of thiB State; and on the morn- 
ing of the 21st inst., it was entrained for Jacksonville at 
about 6 :30 a. m., where it took part in the reception and 
review in honor of the President of the United States.

SIR : — I have the honor to submit my report as re- 
quested of all drills and tours of duty of the First Bat- 
tery, Florida State Troops, while at Camp Broward and 
Jacksonville, omitting to mention the Park Guard which 
was established daily without ceremony by the Battery 
Commander, owing to the small number of enlisted men 
in camp. 

Report of DrillB, Parades, etc., held by the First Bat- 
terv, Artillery Corps, F. S. T., at Annual Encampment, 
October 1623, 1905 : 

16th. Arrived at Camp Broward about noon, in a 
drenching rain; pitched camp and built cook shed. 

17th. Were furnished horses about seven o'clock a. m.; 
dried and fitted harness; policed camp thoroughly. 

18th. Mounted drills with two Gatling guns in the 
field, with platoon and section movements. Were order- 
ed to participate in ceremony of Dress Parade in the eve- 
ning; and after taking our position therefor, were ordered 
off the field without participating therein. Howitzers 
not used in drills on this date owing to an accident requir- 
ing new limber pole. 

19th. Participated in inspection of arms and equip- 
ment, and were reviewed by the Brigadier General. 
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20th. Dismounted gun drill on Howitzers preparatory 
to firing salute for the Governor. Fired salute of seven- 
teen guns upon arrival of Governor in camp at about two 
o'clock p. m.

2J.st. Entrained for Jacksonville at 5:30 a. m., reach- 
ing there at 8 :30. Were furnished with horses and ready 
for parade before arrival of the President. Participated 
in parade in honor of the President, and were reviewed by 
him. Returned to depot, reloaded guns, entrained for 
Lake City at 3 :45, and reached there at 7 :00 p. m. 

22d. Unloaded guns from train and returned them to 
camp park. Were mustered for pay in quarters by the 
Commanding Officer at II :30 a. m., who found mustering 
papers correct and favorably commented thereon. Drill- 
ed in manual of pistol. In afternoon, participated in 
Brigade Dress Parade with four pieces. 

23d. By order of the Adjutant General, no horses 
were furnished the Battalion on this date. Had dis- 
mounted gun drill on Gatling guns in Battery Park; and 
at 11 a. m. we packed harness and saddles and loaded guns 
for movement to Jacksonville. 

Fired morning and evening gun daily when pieces were 
in park.

SIB ; — I have the honor to report that in obedience, to 
paragraph 1, Special Order No. 136, Headquarters At- 
lantic Division, dated Governor's Inland. New York, Sep- 
tember 22, 1905, as modified by Paragraph 2, Special Or- 
der No. 139, Atlantic Division, I preceded as per tele- 
graphic instructions from Adjutant General, State of 
Florida, to Orlando, Florida, arriving there on October 
4th to attend the encampment of the 2nd Regiment Infan- 
try, Florida State Troops, the headquarters, band and 
eleven companies composing said regiment going into 
camp October 5th, and remaining until October 13th. 
Upon the completion of this camp I preceded to Lake City, 
Florida, the headquarters, band and ten companies of the 
1st Regiment of Infantry, with the Battalion of Artil- 
lery, 1st Battery, Florida State Troops, going into camp 
there on October 15, and remaining till October 24th. I 
herewith enclose Field Return of both camps and names 
of Commanding Officers. 

Transportation was by rail from home stations, the 
movement being under control of the General Staff of the 
State, companies sent direct to camp. Time consumed 
in detraining an average of six minutes — that is, all 
equipage taken frdta train, the men detrained, companies 
formed in two minutes — details looking after baggage — 
about same time in loading, that is, camp equipage being 
on side track, in both camps, railroads being nearby. 

On the occasion of the troops from the Lake City camp 
visiting Jacksonville, to parade in honor of the Presi- 
dent, the artillery consumed 55 minutes in loading nt 
Lake City. Unloaded at Jacksonville in 18 minutes. 
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The encampment at Orlando was on two lines — the 
tracks of both near the camp ; the same conditions existed 
at Lake City, there were no permanent buildings at either 
camp. In both cases the grounds were provided by the 
local authorities, Florida having no permanent grounds 
for this purpose, but will state that a board, authoriezd 
by the Legislature, are now looking for a suitable ground 
to be owned by the State. The nature and availability of 
the surrounding country was well adapted for maneuvers. 
The camp was well laid out, companies bringing their own 
tentage with them, (pitching them after arrival), as well 
as stoves and cooking utensils. No regular troops par- 
ticipated in the encampment. 

Water was piped from the water works of the town and 
was good, a stand pipe at each kitchen. No sewer sys- 
tem. The sink for fluids from kitchens were holes dug in 
the sand, it soon sinking. All garbage and solid matter 
hauled off. The camp was laid out in accordance with 
regulations. The sinks for men were kept in a most de- 
plorable condition, and remained so till about three days 
before encampments were broken up, when herculean ef- 
forts were made to impress upon the officers the great im- 
portance of giving these matters their personal attention. 
Conditions then improved. 

The meu brought to camp besides underclothing, etc., 
one service and one blue uniform, also blanket, the latter 
qtiiU* light and entirely inadequate, on account of the 
lateness of the year, it growing quite cold the last two 
nights in the Lake City camp. Each man was provided 
with a bed sack which be Ailed with hay, provided by 
the Regimental Quartermaster. 

Each company had its own mess, regular rations being 
issued to them which they cooked, all organizations hav- 
ing two cooks, regularly enlisted ; the rations in all cases 
as far as I could see were well prepared, utensils kept 
clean and general satisfaction given. 

The number and nature of drills in the camp of the 2nd 
Regiment Infantry. Florida State Troops, at Orlando 
were — Drills:

This regiment showed decided improvement from day 
to day. No practice marches were had. The men exhibi- 
ted a good deal of interest in all work, advance guard and 
outpust being performed with energy and spirit. 

FIRST REGIMENT— This regiment, as in the 2nd, 
showed improvement, but not to such a degree as the 2nd, 
except in marching, which was better, more of a swing. 
It was plainly seen that much of the work of instrutcion 
preliminary to coming to camp had been neglected, too 
much having been put off until their arrival thereat. I 
will say to their credit that a good deal of interest was 
manifested in their field work. They held, as a rule, two 
battalion drills each day, Sunday excepted. Each battal- 
ion, in addition to their day work, had a short practice 
march, starting out about 7 :00 p. m., taking up rear and 
advance guard and on arrival at a supposed camp threw 
out their outpost, using the adavnce guard, and then re- 
lieving them, work satisfactorily performed. Guard 
mounting was held daily. Three regimental parades were 
held, and in addition four parades and four reviews were 
held as Brigade ceremony. This brigade consisted of the 
1st Infantry and Battalion of Artillery, composed of one 
major, one adjutant, one captain, one first lieutenant and 
one second lieutenant, (one battery) and 32 men armed 
with two Hotchkiss guns, and two muzzle loading Howit- 
zers) — 3 reviews, one inspection and one muster. 

The men seemed to look upon the event of camp as more 
of a pleasure tour than one of duty — discipline was ex- 
tremely poor, seemingly no appreciation of "tapB" — in 
fact, on some occasions, more noise was made after "taps" 
than before. Discipline was far better in the camp of 
the 2nd Infantry than in the 1st. 

As to courtesy the men knew very little, never having 
received proper instruction, though I found men anxious 
to learn. The general fitness as to age and physical con- 
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dition was good ; men seemed to be, on an average, about 
21 years. I am convinced that the coming yeap will show 
an improvement in all matters, as pains are being taken 
to call attention to their shortcomings. 

Guard duty was extremely unsatisfactorily performed 
by both officers and men, evidently no instructions ever 
having been imparted before coming to camp. The 2nd 
Regiment showed up much better in this respect. In the 
1st it was an exception to find a man on post who knew 
his general orders as a sentinel, the non-commissioned 
officers about as ignorant as to guard duties. I found the 
men willing, but the trouble is, too many inefficient of- 
ficers. Officers who care more to pose as such, than to 
post themselves iu their duties by study. All seemed en- 
ergetic in.camp and some would remain up all night dur- 
ing their tour as officer of the day and guard, and, by- 
personal criticisms, of which I was not sparing, I am sat- 
isfied that this camp will bear fruit. 

Ko target practice was held by organizations, but after 
the close of each camp there was a team shoot at some 
point near by. which I knew nothing of. 

All books of records are kept by organizations and in 
some instances in fine condition. They have a correct 
knowledge of the methods of correspondence and record 
keeping. 

The Instructor gave instruction in all drills, ceremo- 
nies, and field work, practical and theoretical, had school 
daily for all officers, besides lectures each day. 

The detail of one officer as an instructor in a camp of 
this kind is entirely too much to ask of any one man. It 
is stupendous, on account of the lack of study and preli- 
minary instruction on the part of the officers before com- 
ing into camp; they exhibited ignorance on many sub- 
jects which any ordinary State soldier who was interested 
in his work would know by careful reading of the drill 
book, and digesting each paragraph. 

The rifles, handle and guard of bayonet, with some ex- 
ceptions, were in bad condition from rust, the exceptions 
as to organizations were two recently organized compa- 
nies, rifles new, and one old company, Company "I," 2nd 
Infantry, of Key West, had their rifles in fine shape, a 
condition, which reflects great credit upon its captain, 
Captain Wolf, as the moist climate of Key West is hard 
on steel. 
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Major J. A. Da pray, U. S, A., retired, who is on duly 
with the Governor of Florida, was in attendance at both 
camps, and rendered valuable assistance to the troops in 
preparation of orders and all paper work. 

I am personal! j under obligations for the many courte- 
sies extended to me by the Commanding Officers of both 
camps, Colonel Brossier and Colonel Corbett, as well as 
other officers, especially to General J. Clifford R. Foster, 
Adjutant General of the State, a soldier of rare ability, 
thoroughly posted in his every duty, a hard worker. I 
have never seen anyone more interested in his profession 
and am satisfied that if anyone can succeed in bringing 
the State guard of Florida to what it should be, he can, 

I would most earnestly recommend that next year a 
detail of one field officer and at least three lieutenants 
be detailed to the camp of Florida as instructors. 

Sergeant John P. Adams, Hospital Corps, TJ. S. Army, 
performed the duties for which he was detailed in an 
earnest and most satisfactory manner.

REPORT OP ADJUTANT GENERAL. 

Adjutant General's Office, 
Tallahassee, Florida, March 25, 1905.

SIR : — I have the honor to submit the following report 
of inspection made by me of the Florida State Troops at 
their home stations, under the provisions of Section 60 of 
the Military Code, which inspection commenced at Pensa- 
cola Februarv 13, 1905. and was concluded at St. Augus- 
tine March 22, 1905 : 

Companies "1" and "K," 1st Infantry, at Pensacola, 
presented a very unsatisfactory appearance, and, as a re- 
sult of this inspection, it is recommended that these two 
companies be disbanded. With a total membership of 
seventy, as shown by the muster-rolls. Company "I" pre- 
sented only twenty -eight men ; and Company "K," with 
an aggregate membership of only twenty-six, presented 
sixteen men for inspection. In Company "I" administra- 
tion has been so poor during the paBt year that a con- 
siderable quantity of public property has been lost. There 
has practically been no discipline m the organization, as 
indicated by the number of absentees from the inspection, 
as well as by the conduct of the men who were present. 
Company "K" has fallen below the minimum number pre- 
scribed by law; and, although the discipline and adminis- 
tration have been somewhat better than in the other com- 
pany, there is little ground for believing that the organi- 
zation can be built up and rendered effective. Authority 
is requested to disband these companies, and it is re- 
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commended that an officer be detailed to assume charge of 
all public property in the hands of the troops at Pensa- 
cola, with a view to shipping it in to the State Arsenal. 

Company '"M," 1st Infantry, at Marianna, made a very 
good appearance. Out of an aggregate membership of 
seventy men, twenty-eight were absent. There is excel- 
lent material at this post for a good military organiza- 
tion, but the chief difficulty, so far, has been inexperience 
and lack of information on the part of commissioned offi- 
cers. The conditions are improving, however, and it is 
believed that the organization will become more efficient 
within a reasonable time. The rooms occupied by the 
company at this post as an armory are not well adapted 
for the purpose, being too small and not having sufficient 
secure storing room for the safe keeping of public prop- 
erty. The commanding officer has been urged to make an 
effort to secure more suitable quarters. 

Company "L," 1st Infantry, at Apalachicola, made an 
excellent appearance, though the attendance was poor. 
Out of an aggregate membership of fifty- four, there were 
only twenty -nine present. The large percentage of ab- 
sentees was attributed to the fact that most of the men- 
of this organization are employed in the lumber mills at 
that point ; and during the week in which the inspection 
omirred. the river was high, and the men had to take 
advantage of this occurrence to float logs down the river 
to milling points; and the men so employed were, there- 
fore, unavoidably absent from the post. The armory at 
tli is post is owned by the county and rented by the State. 
It is a brick building, was constructed for an armory, and 
is well adapted for that purpose. 

Company "C," 1st Infantry, at Madison, presented a 
fair appearance. Out of an aggregate membership of for- 
ty-three, there were twenty-seven present. The number of 
absentees was partially accounted for by the fact that the 
inspection was held on Saturday night, when many of the 
men, who were clerks and salesmen, were obliged to be at 
work. It will be noticed that this Company is below 
the minimum strength required by law. The membership 
has been reduced for more than a year past, and I am 
constrained to believe that the organization does not re- 
ceive proper support and encouragement from the com- 
munity. The officers feel, doubtful of their ability to re- 
cruit the organization, and it may be necessary to disband 
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it. The armory is located in fhe upper story of a frame 
building, in a large hall formerly used as an opera house; 
lookers have been built, and there appears to be suffi- 
cient secure storing room. 

Company "E," 1st Infantry, at Live Oak, presented an 
excellent appearance so far as uniforms and equipment 
were concerned, but the attendance was poor. Out of an 
aggregate membership of sixty-four, there were forty-one 
present. The number of absentees was partially explain- 
ed by an unusual amount of sickness in the community. 
The armory occupied by this company is entirely unsuited 
for military purposes. It is a frame building, and inse- 
cure. The commanding officer of the post has been urged 
to secure better quarters. 

Company "H." 1st Infantry, at Lake City, presented a 
good appearance, although the attendance was poor. Out 
of an aggregate membership of seventy -five, there were 
only thirty-nine present. It is believed that the large 
number of absentees was due partially to the failure of 
the company commander to discharge men who have per- 
manently removed from the post, and those whose terms 
of enlistment have expired. This is a criticism which 
can be made not only of this company, but will apply to 
a majority of other organizations; and such neglect 
upon the part of company commanders has been the means 
of giving their organizations a very poor percentage of at- 
tendance at this inspection. The armory is located on 
the second floor of a brick building. It has a large as- 
sembly room and suitable store rooms, and the quarters 
seem to be very well adapted for military purposes. 

The inspection of the troops at Jacksonville was held 
in the afternoon. Company "A," 1st Infantry, with jo 
aggregate membership of seventy-two, presented thirty- 
four men for inspection ; Company "F," 1st Infantry, 
with an aggregate membership of sixty-eight, presented 
twenty-nine men for inspection; the First Battery, Field 
Artillery, with an aggregate membership of sixty-four, 
presented thirty-three men for inspection ; the Detachment 
of Hospital Corps, with an aggregate membership of 
thirteen, presented six men for inspection; and the Band 
Of the First Infantry failed to put in an appearance at 
all. The men of the Infantry companies and of the Bat- 
tery of Artillery, who were present, made a very good 
appearance ; but the number of absentees, considering the 
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fact that the inspection was held upon a holiday, when it 
might be expected that most of the men would be at lib- 
erty, indicated an inexcusable Jack of discipline in all of 
the organizations. It is recommeded that the Band of 
this Regiment be disbanded on account of inefficiency and 
lack of discipline. The members of that organization do 
not seem to recognize that they are under any obligation 
to perform their military duties. 

Company "B," 1st Infantry, at Peruandina, presented a 
fair appearance. This organization wag without commis- 
sioned officers, and was paraded by the First Sergeant. 
Out of an aggregate membership of forty-five, only twen- 
ty-five were present — indicating a lack of discipline and 
proper management. This Company is occupying new 
quarters on the second floor of a brick store building. The 
rooms are better than those which were used last year, 
but it cannot be said that they are in every way satisfac- 
tory. They are too small to properly accommodate the 
company. 

Company "E," Second Infantry, at Starke, presented a 
fair appearance. Out of an aggregate membership of for- 
ty-one, there were twenty-five present. There appears to 
be a lack of proper administration and discipline in this 
organization, which will have to be remedied to render the 
company efficient. The armory is the same as that used 
last year. It is on the second floor of a brick building, 
and is as suitable a location as can be obtained in the 
city, though not in every way adapted for armory pur- 
poses. It will also be noticed that this company is below 
the minimum strength required by law, and unless it can 
be recruited up to the proper standard, it will be neceB- 
Bary to recommend disbandment. 

Company "H," Second Infantry, at Gainesville, made an 
excellent appearance, though the attendance was poor. 
Out of an aggregate membership of fifty-seven, there were 
only thirty-four present. The quarters of this company 
are the same as were occupied last year, on the second 
floor of a brick store building, in a large hall formerly 
used as an opera house. There appears to be sufficient 
secure storing room, and the quarters are fairly well 
adapted to military purposes. 

Company ''A." Second Infantry, at Ocala, made an ex- 
cellent appearance. Out of an aggregate membership of 
sixty-five, forty-eight men were present. Several of the 
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absentees were accounted for by the fact that they had 
permanently removed from the station. Had discharge 
been given aa required by law, the percentage of absen- 
tees would have been even smaller. The same armory is 
occupied at this post as was reported on last year. It is 
owned by the county and is fairly well adapted for armory 
purposes; though the assembly hall is not sufficiently 
large. 

Company "51," Second Infantry, at B rooks ville, was 
not inspected. Out of an aggregate membership of sixty- 
one, there were only nine men present. The conditions in 
this organization are such that I would feel obliged to re- 
commend its disbandnient. were it not for the fact that 
new officers have just been elected who earnestly urged 
that\ time be given them to endeavor to improve the 
condition of the company. At present, there is no indica- 
tion of discipline or proper administration; and too much 
cannot be said in condemnation of the manner in which 
the affairs of this organization have recently been man- 
aged. A new frame building has just been erected at this 
post for use as an armory, and it is well adapted for the 
purpose. As there appears to be plenty of material from 
which to draw members, it is recommended that the or- 
ganization be continued in the service for the present. 

Company "B," Second Infantry, at Leesburg, made a 
good appearance, though the attendance was poor. Out 
of an aggregate membership of fifty, there were only twen- 
ty-seven present. The quarters occupied by this company 
are in every way suitable for military purposes. 

Company "C," Second Infantry, at Orlando, made a 
very good appearance, though the percentage of absentees 
was quite large. Out of an aggregate membership of six- 
ty-three, there were only thirty-four present. This was 
partially explained by the fact that a number of the mem- 
bers of this Company were temporarily absent from the 
city, being engaged in picking tomatoes on the East 
Coast. The Band of the Second Infantry was not in- 
spected. There vrer^ only a few members present — not 
enough to participate in the ceremony of inspection as a 
musical organization. There appears to be a lack of dis- 
cipline and proper management in the Band; and the 
conditions have been reported to the Regimentnl Comman- 
der, with directions that he place n commissioned officer 
in command of the organization. There is good material 
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for a band at Orlando; and for this reason, its disband- 
ment is not recommended unless later inspections should 
develop that the discipline has not improved. 

Company "G," Second Infantry, at Bartow, made a 
very poor appearance at the inspection, and there was 
an inexcusable number of absentees. Out of a total mem- 
bership of sixty, only twenty-six men were present. Un- 
less the discipline and administration in this Company 
is materially improved, its disbandment will be recom- 
mended. The building occupied at this post for an 
armory is not well adapted for the purpose. 

Company *'F," Second Infantry, at Tampa, made an ex- 
cellent appearance at the inspection. Out of an aggre- 
gate membership of sixty-four, there were forty-one mem- 
bers present. The Detachment of the Hospital Corps, at- 
tached to the Second Infantry, was inspected at this post, 
and made an excellent appearance. 

Company "I," Second Infantry, at Key West, had tJie 
smallest percentage of absentees of any organization in 
the Sta+e. and presented the best appearance and passed 
*ho best inspection in every sense of the word. The uni- 
forms and property were in good condition, and the con- 
dition of the arms is deserving of special mention. The 
rifles were, without exception, in first-class order. The 
discipline, administration and esprit de corps of this com- 
pany furnish an example worthy of emulation by all 
ot^er organizations. The armory at Key West is a frame 
building, constructed as an armory, and owned by the 
State. It is well adapted for military purposes, and is 
well cared for and in good condition. 

Company "L," Second Infantry, at Miami, presented a 
fairly good appearance. Out of an aggregate membership 
of fifty-nine, there were thirty -seven present. The troops 
at this post are without an armory. Up to the present 
time, they have been occupying a room in the county jail 
through the courtesy of the County Commissioners; but 
it is likely that these quarters will have to be vacated, and 
there will be eon,° difficulty in finding a building which 
is adapte'd for armory purposes. L 

Company "K." Second Infantry, at Dayfona, made a 
fairly pood appearance at inspection. Out of an aggre- 
gate membership of sixty -four, there were thirty-nine 
present. The armory at this post is a large frame build- 
ing, owned by the county. It was erected as an armory, 
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and is fairly well adapted for military purposes, though 
somewhat in need of repairs. 

Company "D," Second Infantry, at Palatka, made a 
good appearance. Out of an aggregate membership of 
fifty nine, there were thirty-nine present. The armory :it 
this post is well adapted for military purposes. 

Company "G," First Infantry, at St. Augustine, made 
a fair appearance at inspection, though the percentage of 
absentees was inexcusably large. Out of an aggregate 
membership of sixty-seven, only twenty-six men were pres- 
ent. This organization did not come up to its usual 
standard of efficiency. 

It does not appear that the commanding officers of the 
various organizations have a proper appreciation of the 
importance of presenting a full attendance at this annual 
inspection ; and the poor attendance which developed this 
year is the chief criticism which may be made, and indi- 
cates a lack of proper discipline. In several companies 
the condition of the arms was bad, and though in many in- 
stances an effort had been made to prepare for the in- 
spection by cleaning all of the equipment, there were poor 
rifles in every company except in Company "I," Second 
Infantry.

Extracts from memoranda of remarks of inspecting offi- 
cer in connection with the recent inspection of the organ- 
ized militia of Florida, by Colonel Stevens T. Norvell, U. 
S. Army, retired : 
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FIRST REGIMENT OF INFANTBY. 



Company "A." Men general good character; seem to 
be zealous in their work; very efficient, and would do good 
work in domestic emergencies. This company made an 
excellent appearance at inspection, being clean in every 
respect. Drill and discipline fairly good. The poor at- 
tendance is partly explained by the inspection taking 
place on a holiday and in day time. This company has 
a good target range for all distances ap to 1000 yards. 
Practice irregular. The records of the company are fair- 
ly well kept. The captain was the only officer present ; 
first lieutenant absent at St. AuguBtine; second lieuten- 
ant recently resigned. The armory, owned by the county, 
is an excellent one, and is occupied by this company in 
connection with other troops in Jackson vi lie. 

Company "B." Men generally good character ; seem tf> 
be zealous in their work; efficient, and would do good 
service in domestic emergencies. ThiB company made a 
fair appearance at inspection, being clean. Drill and dis- 
cipline fairty good. The attendance was poor and could 
not be accounted for. The captain and first lieutenant 
were both absent for some unknown reason. For such a 
large town the company is not what it ought to be, and 
this is probably due to its not being supported and en- 
couraged by the citizens sufficiently. The target range 
is for short distances; not kept up, and is used irregular- 
ly. The records of the company are fairly well kept. 
The armory is very small; it is rented, and is about the 
largest hall that can be obtained. Owing to the absence 
of the captain, who was not in the city, it was impossible 
to obtain records of the stores on hand. 

Company "C." Men generally good character; seem 
to be zealous in their work, efficient, and would do good 
. work in domestic emergencies. This company made a fair 
appearance at inspection, being fairly clean. Drill {old 
drill regulation) and discipline fairly good. The poor at- 
tendance is partly explained by the inspection coming on 
Saturday night and the inability of clerks to get away. 
This company is without :i target lange. The records of 
the company well kept. This company has a fairly good 
armory (rented), with lockers, store rooms, etc. 

Company "E." Men generally good character; seem to 
be zealous in their work ; very efficient, and would do 
s A. o. 
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good service in domestic emergencies. This company 
made an excellent appearance at inspection, being clean 
in every respect. Drill and discipline good. TLe poor 
attendance is partly explained by sickness and the in- 
ability of the men to get away from their work. This 
company has no permanent target range; is permitted to 
fire on one with a range of 375 yards. The company has 
had practice twice in the past six months. The records 
of the company are well kept. The armory occupied hy 
this company is not suitable in any way, and is a Are 
trap. 

Company "F." Men generally good character; seem 
to be zealous in their work; very efficient, and would do 
good service in domestic emergencies. This company 
made a very good appearance at inspection, being clean in 
every respect. Drill and discipline fairly good. The 
poor attendance is partly explained by tbe day being a 
holiday, and the inspection taking place in day time. This 
company has a good target range of 1000 yards in extent, 
but it is used irregularly. The records of the company 
are well kept. The captain's term of service has expired, 
and he is now awaiting discharge; the first lieutenant is 
awaiting acceptance of resignation ; both officers being 
absent, with leave, in the meantime. The company occu- 
pies the county armory in connection with other troops in 
Jacksonville; an excellent armory, with all conveniences. 

Company "Q." Men generally good character; seem 
to be zealous in their work; efficient, and would do good 
duty in domestic emergencies. The company made a fair 
appearance at inspection, being clean. Drill and disci- 
pline fairly good; old drill regulations used. The poor 
attendance was due to little preparation for inspection, 
and to its occurring in tbe midst of the "tourist season" 
on the East Coast, when most of the men are actively en- 
gaged in work. The company did not show to advantage, 
for usually it is one of the best in the State. This com- 
pany has the best target range in the State, being good 
for all distances. The records of the company are fairly 
well kept. The armory is a fine one, with all the conven- 
iences; it is a frame building known as the "Opera 
House," but is a fire trap, being in the most densely busi- 
ness part of the city. 

Company "H." Men generally good character; seem 
to be zealous in their work ; very efficient, and would do 
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good duty in domestic emergencies. This company made 
a very good appearance at Inspection, being clean in 
every respect. Drill and discipline fairly good. The poor 
attendance is partly explained by inability of the men io 
get away from their work. This company has a fair tar- 
get range of about 800 yards ; does not practice regularly. 
The records of the company are well kept. This company 
occupies a rented armory ; very good for its purpose, and 
is supplied with lockers, store rooms, etc. 

Company "I." Little can be said of the men to their 
credit, the company being composed of as "rough charac- 
ters as I have ever seen, with very few exceptions. The 
company did not make a good appearance at inspection, 
not even being clean. Drill and discipline very poor. 
The poor attendance was due to a great extent to lack of 
discipline. Military duty seems to have been neglected. 
The records of the company are not well kept. There is a 
target range about three miles from the town, but little 
use appears to have been made of it. The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the State, who was present, ordered all property 
turned in with the view of disbanding the company.. The 
company occupies, with Company "K," the county armory, 
a good one. 

Company "K." Men generally good character. The 
company is not efficient, and is running down in many re- 
spects. Will be disbanded in the near future. The com- 
pany made a fair appearance at inspection. Drills and 
discipline not good. But little over half of the company 
was present. There appeared to be very little discipline 
among the men. Duty generally neglected. The records 
of the company not well kept. The Adjutant General of 
the State, who was present, announced the intention of 
disbanding the company, and, as a matter of fact, ordered 
the property turned in. This company occupies, with 
Company "I," the county armory, a very good one. 

Company "L." Men generally good character; seem to 
be zealous in their work; very efficient, and would do good 
duty in domestic emergencies. The company made an ex- 
cellent appearance at inspection, being clean in every re- 
spect. Drill and discipline fairly good. The poor attend- 
ance is explained by the inspection coming at a time 
when the men were engaged rafting saw-logs, taking ad- 
vantage of high water. This compnny has a poor target 
range, requiring constant work to keep it in order; be- 
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sides, it is only good for 300 yards. The records of this 
company are very well kept. The county owns the armory, 
and it is a very tine one, with every convenience. 

Company "M." Men generally good character; seem to 
be zealous in their work; very efficient, and would do good 
duty iu domestic emergencies. This company made a fair 
appearance at inspection. Tile uniforms were worn, 
though the men made the best possible appearauce. The 
poor attendance was due to many of the men living at a 
long distance from the town, though the majority of those 
absent were absent without authority. The company has 
a good target range; practice is not regular. The recordB 
of the company are well kept. This coin pa fly occupies a 
rented armory; it is very small, but is fitted with lockers, 
store rooms, etc. 

SECOND REGIMENT OP INFANTRY. 

Company "A." Men generally good character ; seem to 
be zealous in their work; very efficient .and would do good 
duty in domestic emergencies. This company made an ex- 
cellent appearance at inspection, being clean in every re- 
spect. Drill very good; discipline good. Absentees are 
explained by the inability of the men to get away from 
their work, and several have changed their residences. 
The records of. the company are well kept. The com- 
pany has a target range three miles from town ; a distance 
of only 300 yards can be obtained. This company occu- 
pies a county armory; very good, with all conveniences; 
about 50x70 feet in size. 

Company "B." Men generally good character; Beem to 
be zealous in their work ; very efficient, and would do good 
service in domestic emergencies. This company made a 
very good appearance at inspection, being clean. Drill 
and discipline fairly good. The poor attendance is part- 
ly explained by the inspection being attended only by men 
who could get away from their work. The records of the 
company are very well kept. This company has a target 
range on which 1000 yards can he obtained. Tt has a good 
armory, with a drill room 63 feet square; is fitted with 
lockers, store rooms, etc. 

Company "C." Men generally good character; seem to 
be zealous in their work ; efficient, and would do good ser- 
vice in domestic emergencies. This company made a good 
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appearance at inspection, being generally clean. Drill 
and discipline fairly good. The poor attendance is part- 
ly explained by the inspection coining on Saturday ; the 
stores were open till late at night, and clerks could not 
get away. The company is without a target range. • The 
records of the company are fairly well kept.* The armory 
is a fine brick building (rented), and is about 50x70 feet 
in size; it has lockers, store rooms, etc. 

Company "D." Men generally good character; seem 
zealous in their work ; efficient, and would do good duty io 
domestic emergencies. This company made a fair ap- 
pearance at inspection, the men being clean. Drill and 
discipline good. The poor attendance is partly explained 
by men being at work in the country, this being the busy 
fruit season of the year. The records of the company are 
fairly well kept. The company is now preparing a tar- 
get range of 1000 yards, which it rents for |25 a year; it 
will be in readiness in a week. The company occupies a 
very fine brick armory, with stores and amusement rooms, 
gymnasinm, lockers, etc. The armory is rented. 

Company "E." Men generally good character; seem to 
be zealous in their work; efficient, and would do good 
duty in domestic emergencies. The company made a fair 
appearance at inspection, being generally clean. Drill 
and discipline fairly good. The poor attendance is partly 
due to sickness and inability of the men to leave their 
work. This company is without a target range, though 
it is admitted that a good one can be obtained in the vi- 
cinity of the town. The records of the company are not 
well kept ; many of the books are without entries, and 
there is no clothing and description book, as required by 
the State. There is no doubt hut that the company is 
suffering from neglect; it has had two captains within a 
year, and the present one has tendered his resignation, 
and the second lieutenant proposes to. The armory 
(rented) is not suitable, but is about the best the town 
has at present. 

Company "P." Men generally good character; seem to 
be zealous in their work; very efficient, and would do good 
service in domestic emergencies. This company made an 
excellent appearance at inspection, being clean in every 
respect. Drill and discipline good. The poor attendance 
is partly explained by men being unable to get away 
from their work. The company has no target range. Its 
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armory (rented) is very good, being about 80 feet square. 
It has lockers, store rooms, offices, and gun racks separate 
from lockers. The books and records of the company are 
very well kept. 

Company "G." Men generally good character; not very 
zealous in their work ; efficient, and would do good' service 
in domestic emergencies. This company made a poor 
appearance at inspection, though fairly clean. Drill fair- 
ly good ; discipline poor. The poor attendance was due 
to sickness and men at a distance unable to get away from 
their work, many being employed in phosphate mines. 
The records of the company fairly well kept. The com- 
pany has a target range on which 500 yards can be ob- 
tained. The armory is very poor, being in a Btore; too 
narow, and very insecure. It has lockers and a store 
room. 

Company "H." Men generally good character ; seem to 
be zealous in their work; very efficient, and would do good 
duty in domestic emergencies. This company made an 
excellent appearance at inspection, being clean in every 
respect. Drill excellent; discipline good. The poor at- 
tendance is partly explained by the unavoidable absence 
of men at their work. The company has a target range 
for 400 yards only, and only for this year. The records 
of the company are fairly well kept. The company occu- 
pies a rented armory; too small, it has all conveniences. 

Company "I." Men generally good character; seem 
zealous in their work; very efficient, and would do good 
duty in domestic emergencies. This company made an 
excellent appearance at inspection, being clean in every 
respect. Drill and discipline good. The men absent 
from inspection were unavoidably so, being sick or unable 
to get away from their work. The books and records of 
the company are very well kept. The company is without 
a target range ; has used the one belonging to the post at 
Key West. The armory , built for the purpose, belongs to 
the State ; it has every convenience, including amusement 
rooms and a gymnasium. The management of this com- 
pany has been excellent ; it has a large fund which is 
used for the benefit and amusement of the men. 

Company "K." Men generally good character; seem 
zealous in their work ; efficient, atd would do good service 
in domesic emergencies. This company made a fair ap- 
pearance at inspection, being clean. Drill and discipline 
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fairly good. The poor attendance of men was due to in- 
ability of men to get away from their work, this town be- 
ing a winter resort much patronized, the men being con- 
nected with railroads, hotels, etc. The records of the 
company are fairly well kept. The armory is a frame 
building erected by the county for that purpose. Drill 
room about 75 feet square; lockers, store room, etc. 
Somewhat out of repair. No regular target range. 

Company "L." Men generally good character; seem to 
be zealous in their work; efficient, and would do good 
service in domestic emergencies. This company made a 
fair appearance at inspection. Drill and discipline good. 
The poor attendance was dne to inspection coming on 
Saturday night. Employees of stores could not get away ; 
other men in the country at work. Records of the com- 
pany fairly well kept. This company is without a target 
range. The armory of this company is very poor, being 
badly situated in the upper story of a jail ; is small and 
contracted; has lockers; no store rooms. 

Company "M." So far as could be ascertained, men 
generally good character. Do not seem to be zealous in 
their work ; not very efficient, and would not at present 
be of any use in domestic emergencies. This company 
made a poor appearance at inspection, there being but 
seven enlisted men present— not enough to drill ; disci- 
pline not very good. It was claimed by the captain that 
the poor attendance was due to some twenty men whose 
terms of service had expired ; others ,orange packers, were 
scattered over the country at work. The captain appear- 
ed rather inexperienced, and his uniform coat was with- 
out shoulder straps. The records of the company are not 
well kept. The company is without a target range. 
There is a prospect of the company improving. It has a 
good armory (new) , with lockers and other conveniences. 
It is a rented building built for its present use. 

FIELD ARTILLERY. 

First Battery. Men generally good character; seem to 
be zealous in their work ; efficient, and would do good duty 
in domestic emergencies. The battery made a fair ap- 
pearance at inspection, being fairly clean. Drill and dis- 
cipline fairly good. The poor attendance is partly ex- 
plained by the inspection taking place on a holiday. The 
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records of the company are fairly well kept. The guna 
are obsolete. Mounted drills are very rare, from the fact 
that horsefi have to be hired. It is only a question of time 
when this Battery will have to be disbanded, for it is not 
probable that the State will ever consent to purchase a 
modern battery, and the allotment is not sufficient to per- 
mit it. This battery, in connection with other troops at 
Jacksonville, occupies a county building built for an 
irmory, with all conveniences; a good armory.

S. A., retired, who has been designated 
by the War Department as inspector under the provisions of 
Section 14, of the Act of Congress, approved January 21, 190S. 

V. The following extract from Circular No. 4, from this office, 
February 24, 1904, is republished for the guidance of all con- 
cerned: 

"Commanding officers of every grade, at each station of the 
troops, will at once take steps to bring their commands up to 
the highest state of efficiency and discipline, and no excuse for 
failure so to do will be accepted. All enlisted men should be 
immediately notified through orders of the time and place and 
should be cautioned as to necessary preparations. 

"The inspection will be made in the blue uniform, and Com- 
pany Commanders will personally Inspect their organizations 
prior to the appointed hour to see that all men are properly 
uniformed; that the uniforms are clean, with buttons in place, 
cap ornaments on caps, shoes blackened, and that the men are 
ebaved. and neat in every particular, wearing white 'military' 
standing collars and white gloves. 

"All rifles, including those issued to the men, as well as tha 
reserve supply on hand, should be in perfect order, and froe 
from rust. 

"All buttons and brasses must be brightly polished. 
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"The armories should be In condition to pass inspection for 
cleanliness, as should all lockers and packing boxes. Uniforms 
and equipments not in use should be neatly folded and packed, 
but convenient for examination. 

"All Stores believed to be unserviceable, of every character, 
should be separated from the serviceable property and laid ont 
for inspection. Inventories of the unserviceable stores shouH 
be prepared and presented to the inspector. 

"Company record books, files of orders, retained copies of re- 
ports and all miscellaneous papers will be arranged conven- 
iently to be submitted for Inspection."

as to require consideration by intermediate commanders. 

It is not necessary that every communication addressed to 
the Adjutant-General, or other superior officer, through military 
channels, should go to him. On the contrary, it will ordinarily 
be answered by the first officer through whose hands it passes 
who possesses the correct information upon which to base a 
reply. 

No communication addressed to any officer of the War De- 
partment will be sent direct, but will be forwarded through 
prescribed channels to this office for transmission. 

Resignations of company officers will be forwarded through 
their company and post commanders to regimental headquar- 
ters and regimental commanders will forward the same to the 
Adjutant-General without delay. Other officers resigning will 
forward their resignations through their immediate com- 
manders. 

Requisition for public funds and supplies of all kinds will bd 
sent through the post commander direct to the Adjutant- Gen- 
eral, except that requisitions for blank forms, books, etc., may 
be sent direct by the officer requiring them.

UNIFORM FOR THE FLORIDA STATE TROOPS. 

I. The uniform of the General Staff snail be such as pre- 
scribed for officers of like grade in corelative corps or staff de- 
partments of the United States Army. 

II. The uniform of aides-de-camp upon the Personal Staff of 
the Commander-in-Chief will be that prescribed for colonels of 
infantry In the United States Army; ejtcept that with the dress 
and service uniforms the collar ornament shall be: The device 
prescribed for aides-de-camp, with three stars on the field of 
the shield, and In place of the letters "U. S." the abbreviation 
"Fla." in block letters five-eighths of an Inch high. With the 
full dress uniform will be worn the aigullettes prescribed for 
aides-de-camp, and upon the sleeve of the full dress coat. In 
place of the corps or department insignia will be worn the 
insignia, of an aide-de-camp above the abbreviation "Fla." In 
block letters one-half inch high. The uniform of the Military 
Secretary will be the same as is prescribed for a major of li- 
fantry in the United States Army, with the aigullettes and 
insignia which is prescribed above for aides. 

III. The uniform for all officers of the line will be the same 
as is prescribed for officers of like grades and arms of the ser- 
vice in the United States Army; except, that In the collar orna. 
ment worn .on the dress and service coats the abbreviation 
"Fla." in block letters five-eighths of an inch high will be sub- 
stituted for the letters "U. S.," and, upon the full dress coat, 
the abbreviation "Fla." in block letters one-half inch high will 
be worn below the corps or regimnetal insignia In the sleeve 
ornament. 

IV. The uniform of enlisted men will be the same as is pre- 
scribed for like arms of the service in the United States Army; 
except, that in the collar ornament the abbreviation '"Fla." will 
be substituted for the letters "U. S." Issues of the new uniform 
for enlisted men cannot be made until supplied from the War 
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Department, which will not be until after the present available 
supply of corresponding articles of the old pattern shall hare 
been exhausted. 

(Note — The uniform prescribed for the United States Army 
is published in General Order No. 197, from the War Depart- 
ment under date of December 31, 1904.)

HI. A preliminary competition will be held on the rifle 
range near St. Augustine, Florida, commencing August 3rd, 
1905. for the purpose of determining the best shots and of se- 
lecting a team from the State to compete in the National 
Match. At all posts where the course of rifle practice pre- 
scribed under General Order No. 31, series of 1904. has been pur- 
sued to completion, those who have qualified In the First Class 
will be eligible to enter this preliminary competition. At poets 
where regular practice has not been held, special local competi- 
tions are authorized to be held during the months of June and 
July, for the purpose of qualifying men for this competition; 
and all officers and enlisted men who at such competition! lira 
two full scores of five shota each at two hundred and six hun- 
dred yard ranges, and make not less than thirty at each range, 
will be entitled to enter the preliminary competition. 

IV. The Inspector of Small Arms Practice will have entire 
charge of this preliminary competition and will prescribe and 
publish rules for the same.

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II. All uniforms and equipment issued the Florida State 
Troops are obtained from the War Department under the national 
appropriation for arming and equipping the militia. The allot- 
ment of this appropriation to this State is too small to admit of 
issuing clothing in quantities to company commanders and others 
to be kept on hand by them and issued to enlisted men as re- 
quired, therefore a surplus supply of clothing should not be re- 
quired for.

T. The annual tour of field service of the Brigade of Florida 
State Troops will this year be performed by regiment. The Sec- 
ond Infantry will encamp at Orlando, and the units of that com- 
mand will proceed from their home Btations so> as to reach the 
regimental rendezvous before noon of Thursday, October 5, 1905. 
The First Infantry and the Artillery Corps will encamp at Lake 
City, and the units of such commands will proceed from their 
home stations so as to reach the place of rendezvous not later 
than noon of Monday, October 16, 1905. Upon arrival at Lake 
City the Major of Artillery will report with his command to the 
Commanding Officer, First Infantry. 

The field exercises to be participated In by the regiments of 
infantry and the Artillery Corps will cover a period of eight 
dsys, inclusive, at the end of which time commanding officers 
will direct the return of each command to its home station. 

II. The Adjutant-General will furnish the necessary railroad 
and water transportation, over routes to be designated by htm, 
and application therefor should be made not later than Sept, 20, 
1905. Transportation will be furnished through the commanding 
-officer at each poBt, to whom company commanders should re- 
port the exact number of officers and enlisted men to be moved. 
Field and staff officers, medical officers, and officers or non-com- 
missioned officers in charge of bands and of detachments of the 
Hospital Corps should apply to their post commander for trans- 
portation, except where such officers or enlisted men do not re- 
side at established posts, when such application should be made 
direct to the Adjutant-General. The regulations prescribed by 
General Order No. 20, A. G. O., series of 1904, will govern the 
Issue and use of transportation requests for the movements di- 
rected under this order. 

III. Necessary wagon transportation will be supplied at each 
i egl mental rendezvous through regimental Quartermasters. 

IV. The allowance of baggage for officers will be limited to 
one small box or trunk, horse equipment, roll of bedding, field 
folding cot. chair and table, the total weight of which will not 
exceed, for field and staff officers, 150 pounds, and for all other 
cfflcers 100 pounds. Under no circumstances will any cots, 
chairs or tables except of folding pattern, be moved by means of 
State transportation. The baggage of enlisted men will be Ilmi- 
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ted to the equipment carried on the person and the articles con* 
tained In the shelter teat roll. 

V. The troops will go into camp in service uniform, and will 
carry with them (he dress uniform, complete. Each enlisted 
man will carry his rifle, or other prescribed arm, and correspond- 
ing equipment, haversack — complete with mess outfit, canteen 
and shelter tent roll, the latter containing hedsack, blanket, ex- 
tra uniform and underclothing, together with such necessary 
toilet articles as can be carried therein. 

VI. Offlcrs will take with them all books and records of their 
commands, together with retained copies of all reports, files of 
orders, etc., all of which should be carried In the field desk. No 
ammunition or surplus supplies will he taken to the places of en- 
campment. 

VII. Unless specially exempted by the camp commanders, all 
field and staff officers and officers of the First Battery, Field Ar- 
tillery, will be required to provide themselves with the mounts 
necessary to the proper performance of their duties, and an 
allowance of one dollar per diem for horse hire will be made 
all officers who are required to be and are mounted. 

VIII. Subsistence stores will be supplied through the Commis- 
sary-General, and Quartermaster's supplies through the Quarter- 
master-General, who will establish offices at Orlando and Lake 
City, respectively, during the term of each encampment The 
commanding officers of the regiments of infantry and of the 
Artillery Corps will forward to this office, not later than Septem- 
ber 20, 1905, estimates for subsistence stores and quartermaster's 
supplies. 

IX. No purchase of any character to be paid for by the State 
will be made on account of these encampments except such as 
are specifically authorized by the Adjutant-General. 

X. The commanding officer of each regiment should make ar- 
rangements for the organization of an officers' mess. If requir- 
ed, tents for this purpose will be temporarily issued on memoran- 
dum receipt by the Quartermaster General. Under no circum- 
stances will officers mess with the enlisted men. 

XI. Only regularly commissioned and enlisted members of the 
Florida State Troops will be permitted to participate In these 
encampments, and commanding officers who provide transporta- 
tion (at the public expense) for or issue military property to any 
other persons, or permit them to go Into camp and participate In 
the drill, ceremonies and exercises, will be subject to trial by 
court-martial for disobedleuce of orders. Officers-elect who have 
not been duly commissioned, will not attend these encamp- 
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ments unless they be enlisted men, when they must serve in 
that capacity. 

XII. Commanders of companies, and all officers traveling with 
troops, will he held rigidly accountable for the conduct of the 
men of their commands en-route to and from each rendezvous 
named in this order. "Unruly and disorderly eonduct will not be 
countenanced, and should breaches of discipline occur, not only 
the participants, but the officers over them will be summarily 
dealt with. Every person in the military service is charged with 
the duty of promptly reporting the name of any officer, or soldier 
who may be guilty of ungentlemanly <and the'-efore nnsoldferly) 
conduct. 

XIII. Participation in these encampments is a military duty 
required under authority of law of every member of the com- 
mands covered by this order and the attendance of every officer 
and enlisted man will be required, excuses being granted only 
for most imperative reasons. In this connection attention is in- 
vited to General Order No. 19. A. G. O., series of 1904, the provis- 
ions of which will apply. The commanding officer of each regi- 
ment, and of the Artillery Corps, will make special report to 
this office of the name of each officer absent, with the cause of 
such absence. Where either officers or enlisted men are absent 
without leave charges should be promptly preferrd against them 
by their immediate commanding officers. Should any company 
go into camp with less than two-thirds of Its actual strength, or 
should the number present be less than the minimum number 
required under the law and regulations to compose such organi- 
zation, the fact will be regarded as sufficient ground for recom- 
mending its disbandment, 

XIV. With the exception of such as are re-enlisted, no soldier 
will be taken to camp who has not received armory drill, and 
instruction in "the school of the soldier" and guard duty for at 
least Four weeks prior to the encampment, and no officer or 
soldier will be provided with transportation to camp who cannot 
remain for mere than three consecutive days. 

XT. The commanding officers of the regiments of infantry, 
and the Major of Artillery, will issue the necessary instructions 
to carry this order into effect and will require the strictest 
compliance with its every provision, making this the subject of 
careful investigation. 

XVI Upon arrival In camp the Colonel of the Second .Infantry, 
and the Coloce! of the First Infantry, will each, respectively, 
Issue the necessary orders prescribing the routine of duty and 
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such courses of Instruction and field work as may be ordered by 
the Brigade Commander; they will secure the safety and proper 
care of all public property, and will maintain good order and 
discipline at all times la camp and its surroundings by all the 
troops under their command. Before breaking camp they will 
cause the grounds which have been occupied to be thoroughly 
policed by their commands. As soon after the termination cl 
these encampments as possible they will each make written re- 
port to this office of the duty performed by the troops under 
them, embracing therein such suggestions and recommendations 
as they may deem to be for the gcod of the service.

I. The following rules and regulation are published for the 
government and guidance of the Florida State Troops: 

Appointment. Election and Promotion of Commissioned Officers. 

25. Notices of appointments and promotions are issued 
through the Adjutant-General of the State. 

26. Promotions above the grade of major will be made as far 
as practicable according to seniority; subject to the prescribed 
examinations. 

27. When a vacancy occurs, except by expiration of commis- 
sion, among the majors of infantry, a successor shall be elected 
from among the captains of the regknent residing In the district 
of the battalion for which such major is chosen, by Bach cap- 
tains and the colonel and lieutenant-colonel of the regiment. 
Company or battery officers will be elected by the members of 
their respective organizations who. during the sis months im- 
mediately preceding the election, shall have performed not less 
than 60 per cent of the duty required of them, and who shall not 
he indebted at the time to the company or battery. The ap- 
pointment of all regimental and battalion staff officers will He 
made upon recommendation of their immediate commanding 
officers. 

28. No election of a major or captain shall be held until au- 
thorize rl by order of the Adjutant-General. Elections may be 
called by company or battery commanders for the purpose of 
filling vacancies In the grade of first or second lieutenant. 

29. The order calling for the election of a major will detail 
an officer, who is not affected by the election, or eligible to the 
office, to act as inspector, and will designate the date by which 
all votes must be received by said inspector. Officers entitled 
to vote will do so by delivering or mailing their ballots to the 
Inspector, which ballots should show the name of the officer 
voted for and be signed by the officer voting. On the day fol- 
lowing the close of the ballot the inspector will canvass the 
votes received and certify the result to the Adjutant-Geenral 
and the Colonel of the regiment in which the election occurs. 
The certificate sent the Adjutant-General should he accompanied 
by the original ballots cast. 
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30. Whenever the election of a company officer is author- 
ized, the commanding officer of the company shall call a meet- 
ing for the purpose of holding such election, and of filling any 
vacancy that may be caused thereby, and he shall notify the qual- 
ified electors of said company who are within the county of the 
time, place and object cf said meeting. The election shall be 
by ballot, and a majority of the ballots cast shall be necessary 
to an election; provided, that at least fifty per cent of the 
qualified electors of the company shall be present and voting. In 
the event that the first ballot does not result in an election only 
the two' candidates receiving the highest number of votes will 
be balloted for thereafter. The senior officer shall preside, and 
shall appoint three tellers to receive and count the ballots cast. 
The result of the election shall be certified by the presiding 
officer, attested by the tellers, direct to the Adjutant-General, 
which certificate shall be in the following form: 
To the Adjutant-General: 

I hereby certify that a meeting for the purpose of electing a 
first lieutenant of the company, and of filling any vacancy caused 
thereby, was called by the commanding officer of said company 
for the 3rd of February, A. D. 1905, and all the qualified electors 
of said company who were within the county were notified of the 
time, place and cbject of said meeting. There were twenty-six 
qualified electors present, and said election was in all respects 
fairly and impartially conducted, and all the votes cast were so 
cast by qualified electors of said company. 

For the office of first lieutenant. Second Lieutenant John Doe 
received fourteen votes, and Sergeant Richard Roe received 
twelve votes; and Second Lieutenant John Doe, having received 
a majority of the votes cast, was declared elected as first lieuten- 
ant of Company Ft, Second Regiment Infantry, Florida State 
Troops. 

For the office of second lieutenant of said company, made va- 
cant by the above election, Sergeant Richard Roe received 
sixteen votes, and Corporal John Smitn received eleven votes; 
and Sergeant Richard Roe having received a majority of the 
votes cast, was declared elected as second lieutenant of Company 
B. Second Regiment Infantry, Florida State Troops.

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EXAMINATIONS. 

31. No officer, except such as are exempt by law, shall be 
commissioned, consequent upon an original appointment or elec- 
tion, until he shall have passed a satisfactory examination be- 
fore a board of examiners as to his capacity, general qualifica- 
tions and knowledge of military affairs proportionate to the 
requirements of the office for which he has been selected. 

32. No officer cf the line shall be eligible for promotion to 
the grade of major until he shall have passed a satisfactory ex- 
amination as to his qualifications and fitness for that office. 

33. If the chief of any department, or any commanding offi- 
cer, has reason to believe that any officer under him is unfit for 
practical service by reason of Incompetency, he shall report 
such fact to the Adjutant-General, requesting that such officer 
be ordered before a board for examination. 

34. Any non-commissioned officer, after having served two 
years in the Florida State Troops, may apply to the Adjutant- 
General, through his immediate commanding officer, for examina- 
tion as to his qualifications and fitness to hold commission in the 
Florida State Troops, and. the Commander-in-Chief approving, a 
board shall be convened. If he passes the required examination 
he shall have the title cf "Candidate" prefixed to that of his 
rank on all rolls, returns, orders, and correspondence, and be 
will be entitled to this prllvlege as long ss he maintains the spec- 
ially honorable position of "Candidate," Subject Ao physical 
examination at the time, he will be eligible for two years to 
comtnissicn to any grade up to and including that of captain 
without further examination. 

35. Immediately upon the receipt at the Adjutant-General'd 
office of the return of an election, or nomination for the appoint- 
ment of an officer, a board for his examination, ccnsist'lig of not 
less than two officers, the members of which shall be senior to 
the candidate in rank, shall be convened at once, unless the can- 
didate nhould ask for a delay for a period not exceeding sixty 
days, for the purpose of preparing himself, in which case the 
request will be granted. Medical officers are excepted from the 
examination provided for above, but will he examined as provid- 
ed for hereafter. 

36. The Surgeon-General and the surgeon b of the Medical De- 
partment are constituted a board for the examination of candi- 
dates for commission in the Medical Department. The scope of 
the examination will include morals, habits, physical and pro- 
fessional qualifications of the candidates, and their general apti- 
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tude for service; and the board will report unfavorably should it 
have a reasonable doubt in any of these particulars. A candi- 
date must be a citizen of the State of Florida, between twenty- 
two and forty-five years of age, except in the case of those who 
have served honorably in the Army of the United States, either 
as volunteers or as acting assistant (contract) surgeons. It 
will not be necessary for a candidate to appear in person before 
the board, but he will he reqiured to forward to the Surgeon- 
General the certificate of two regular practicing physicians of 
the community in which he resides to the effect that they know 
him to be of sound health and good character; that they, or one 
of them, bas examined him and find him to be physically quali- 
fied for military service; that he is a graduate of some recog- 
nized medical college (naming the college) ; that he has passed 
the examination required by the law of this State, and that he '.a 
a regular practitioner. When the papers of a candidate have 
been passed upon' by the members of the medical examining 
board, or not less than two members of the same, said papers, 
with the recommendation of the board thereon, will immediate- 
ly be certified to the Adjutant-General. 

37. Candidates appearing befcre boards will first be exam- 
ined physically; failing in this, the examination need proceed 
no further, the board reporting the facts. If there be no medi- 
cal officer upon the board, a certificate from a resident physician 
may be accepted and will be appended to the proceedings. 

38. Every candidate for original appointment will submit a 
communication, in bis own writing and language, embodying the 
following facts: Date and place of birth; residence, occupation, 
name of any school or college which he may have attended or 
from which be may have graduated, and a complete statement 
of any previous military service. The writer will address the 
communication to the president of the board, and will sign it 
with bis full name. The board will consider the communica- 
tion in determining his efficiency in spelling, writing and gram- 
mar. 

39. The Board will proceed with the examination in the fol- 
lowing order; 

Elementary Examination: 

1. Grammar, relative weight, 3. 

2. Arithmetic, relative weight, 3. 

3. Geography, relative weight, 2. 

4. History, relatfve weight, 2. 
Professional Examination: 
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5. Administration, relative weight, 3. 

6. Drill Regulations, relative weight, 4. 

7. Small Arms Firing Regulations, relative weight, 1. 

8. Manual of Guard Duty, relative weight, 3. 

9. State Military Code and Regulations, relative weight, 3. 
The standard of each subject being one hundred per cent, the 

general average of the candidate may be obtained by multiplying 
by its relative weight tbe percentage allowed him upon each 
subject, and dividing the sum of the resultant products by the 
sum of the relative weights; the quotent being the general 
average. 

40. Candidates for appointment to staff positions shall be ex- 
amined upon additional subjects. Commissioned officers who 
are nominated for transfer to staff positions shall be examined 
aa follows: For Quartermasters, upon the State Regulations 
relating specially to money and property accountability and 
transportation; Quartermaster's manual, and office administra- 
tion, including the preparation and use of prescribed forms. 
For Commissaries, upon the State Regulations relating specially 
to money and property accountability; Subsistence Manual; 
Hand Book of Subsistence stores and office administration, In- 
cluding the preparation and use of prescribed forms. Blanks 
should be furnished, and the officer undergoing examination re- 
quired to exemplify their use. 

41. Officers examined for promotion will only undergo the 
professional exam! cation, and the examination of all officers 
in drill regulations will be confined to their own branch of the 
service and for the commands for which they are being exam- 
ined; they must also have read and have some general knowl- 
edge of "Instructions for the Government of Armies of the 
United States in the Field." and "Organization and Tactics." 

42. In all examinations a candidate must attain at least a 
general average of seventy-five per cent. If any suspicion of 
dishonesty, intemperance or other immorality appear, in regard 
to a candidate before a board, it shall be stated to him, and he 
shall be required to satisfy the board that such suspicion is un- 
founded. If such suspicion is not removed, he shall be declared 
incompetent by the board. 

43. If upon his first examination a candidate fails to pass 
and the board before which he appeared shall recommend that 
he be given a second examination, the Adjutant-General of the 
State may authorize it; Provided, That the second examina- 
tion must be taken within thirty days from the date of the first 
examination. If any candidate fails to appear before a board 
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at the time set for the examination, unless prevented by illness 
or some cause over which the candidate had no control, the 
president of ithe board shall so report to the Adjutant-General of 
the State and the candidate shall he considered to have failed 
to qualify. 

44. A report upon the examination of a candidate must he 
agreed in and signed by not lees than a majority of the hoard; 
and must show the date upon which the examination was con- 
cluded by the candidate. Forms for reports on examinations 
will be supplied upon application to the Adjutant-General's of- 
fice. 

RESIGNATION OF OFFICERS. 

63. A resignation by an officer will be forwarded by his com- 
manding officer through prescribed channels to the Adjutant- 
General of the State for the decision of the Governor and inter- 
mediate commanders will endorse thereon their recommnda- 
tione. Until duly accepted the officer will not be considered as 
out of service. 

64. A resignation tendered under charges will be forwarded, 
accompanied by a copy of such charges, or, in absence of writ- 
ten charges, by a report of the case. All correspondence with 
the office of the Adjutant-General of the State on the part of the 
officer who tenders the resignation, will be conducted through 
prescribed channels. 

65. Leave of absence will not be granted on tender of resigna- 
tion unless the resignation be unconditional and Immediate. 
When leave is requested, the officers address shall accompany 
the resignation. 

66. Upon approval of the commanding officer of the brigade, 
or of any regiment, of the resignation of an officer who Is ac- 
countable for public funds cr property, an order will be issued by . 
such coinm&c-der relieving the officer from duty and designating 
some other officer to receive the public funds and property in 
possession of the officer so resigning, A copy of such order will 
be ftrwarded. with the officer's letter of resignation to the Ad- 
jutant-General of the State. If the resignation is not accepted 
the officer will be returned to duty. Under no circumstances will 
the resignation of an officer accountable for public property be 
accepted until he shall have relieved himself of such account- 
ability. 
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67. An officer resigning on account of physical disability muat 
submit with his resignation a certificate of a medical officer or 
the State troops, or of other reputable physician, showing the 
extent of his disability. 

II. Articles V, VI, VII and VIII, Laws and Regulations Gov- 
erning the Florida State Troops, (1895), General Orders Noa. S 
and 9, A. G. O., series of 1901, and General Orders Nos. 15 and 
16, A. G. O., series of 1903, are hereby rescinded.

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GENERAL ORDERS, I STATE OP FLORIDA.

I. The following Tales and regulations are prescribed for the 
guidance and government of the Florida State Troops; 

ENLISTMENTS. 

79. Officers commanding companies and batteries are author- 
ized recruiting officers for their commands, and regimental ad- 
jutants are authorized recruiting officers for the bands, but 
when the adjutant is not at the station of the band a regiment 
commander may by order designate some other officer to recruit 
for the band. Regimental commanders, or officers commanding 
any body of troops, are authorized fb act as recruiting officers or 
to detail commissioned officers to perofrm that service. 

80. No applicant for enlistment will be permitted to execute 
the acknowledgement and oath of enlistment until after he has 
been accepted by the examining surgeon as physically qualified 
for military service. 

81. Recruiting officers win be very particular to ascertain the 
true age of the recruit. An applicant will be required to satisfy 
the recruiting officer as to character, and should any doubt exist 
as to bis statements, be should be prepared to furnish compe- 
tent proof thereof, otherwise he will be rejected. 

82. Recruiting officers will not allow any man to be enticed 
Into the service by false representations, but will, In person, ex- 
plain to every man before he signs the enlistment cards the na- 
ture of the service, the length of the term, the pay and allow- 
ance to which, under the law, a soldier Is entitled when in ac- 
tive service. After the nature of the service and terms of en- 
listment have been fully explained to the applicant, the oath of 
enlistment will be read and administered to him, and he will be 
required (to subscribe to the same. The term of service is 
three years. 

83. The enlistment cards should be filled out and signed oy 
the recruiting officer, or under his immediate supervision by 
some person designated by him. Some of the information re- 
quired for a proper and full description of the soldier the re- 
cruiting officer must obtain by questioning the applicant. Should 
the applicant state that he has previously served In the mllitaiy 
or naval forces of the United States, he Bbould be required to 
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prtduce his discharge, or other evidence that he Is not dis- 
qualified from enlistment under the provisions of Paragraph 89; 
and the record of such service should be concisely entered in 
the space provided for "Remarks." The real name of the re- 
cruit will be ascertained, correctly spelled, and written in the 
same way wherever it occurs, and the Christian name will not 
be abbreviated. In signing the oath of enlistment the recruit 
shall be required to sign his Christian name in full. 

84. The officer before whom an applicant for enlistment ap- 
pears will prepare two cards (one white and one buff card), 
presenting them to the physician or surgeon making the physical 
examination, who will make out the form of certificate showing 
physical condition. The recruiting officer will then fill out the 
form giving "Description," and will require the man to subscribe 
to the oath of enlistment. The huff card will be immediately 
delivered to the commanding officer of the organization tor 
which the soldier has been enlisted; the white card will be sent 
by first mail direct to the office of the Adjutant-General of the 
State. 

85. When a soldier is re-eniisted, the recruiting officer will 
write In red ink above the oath on each card the word "Re-en' 

Hutment." 

86. Neither enlistments nor re-en 11 stmenta will in any case 
be antedated. 

87. No enlistments shall be made within, thirty days prior to 
an encampment of instruction without special permission from 
the Adjutant-General of the State, except enlistments of ex- 
members of the Florida State Troops and musicians for the- regi- 
mental bands. On no occasion of duty, in camp, in the field, 
nor on active service in aid of the civil authorities, will any 
other than bona fide and regularly enlisted men accompany any 
command or appear with the same. Commanding officers will 
be held accountable for the strict enforcement or this rule, 

88. Bach company may, by Its by-laws, subject to approval 
by the Commander-in-Chief, adopt such regulations not Incon- 
sistent with law and the rules and regulations prescribed pur- 
suant to law as it may deem proper in respect to membership in 
such company. 

89. Applications for enlistment in the Florida State T foods 
shall be limited to able-bodied inhabitants of this State, Includ- 
ing those of foreign birth who have declared their Intention to be- 
come citizens of the United StateB, who are more than eighteen 
and lees than forty-five years of age. who are not exempt by tho 
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laws of the United States or cf this State or who are not prr>- 
hibiled herein. There shall not be enlisted any of the following 
classes of persons: Former soldiers whose service during their 
last term of enlistment was "not honest and faithful," insane or 
intoxicated persons, deserters or persons who have been dis- 
charged otherwise than honorably from the military or naval 
service of the United States or of any State or Territory, per- 
sons who have been convicted of felony or who have been im- 
prisoned under sentence of any court, persons who are known to 
be of bad character, and persons who cannot read, write and 
speak the English language. 

90. Application to re-enter the service from former soldiers 
who have been discharged with character other than good, or its 
full equivalent, will not be granted without special authority 
from the Adjutant-General of the State. 

DISCHARGES, CERTIFICATES OF DISABILITY. 

117. Upon the expiration of his term of enlistment, unless 
under arrest or charges, every enlisted man shall be promptly 
discharged by a field officer of the regiment to which he belongs, 
or by his company commander when no field officer is present 
at the post. 

US. An enlisted man shall not be discharged before the ex- 
piration of his term of enlistment except by order of the Gov- 
ernor. 

119. Blank forms for discharge certificates will be furnished 

by the Adjutant-General of the State, and will be retained in the 
personal custody of company or detachment commanders or regi- 
mental adjutants. Such forms will be of three classes: For 
honorable discharge, for dishonorable discharge, and for dis- 
charge without honor. They will be used as shown in the follow- 
ing paragraphs: 

12ti. Honorable discharge will be given: 

1. Upcn completion of term of enlistment. 

2. When ordered by the Governor upon application of the 

soldier or of his immediate commanding officer, ad- 
dresed to the Adjutant-General of the State, and based 
upon any one of the following grounds: 

1. Physical disability. 

2. Engagement in business such as precludes the soldier 

from properly performing his military duties. 
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3. Removal of residence beyond the limits of the organiza- 

tion to which he belongs. 

4. Upon application of the soldier after the expiration of 

one year of hlB second, or other consecutive term of- 
enlletment. 

5. When specially ordered by the Governor for any other 

reason. 

121. Discharge without honor will be given upon order of the 
Governor: 

1. Without trial, on account of fraudulent enlistment 

2. Without trial on account of having become disqualified 

for service, physically or in character, through h!a 
own fault. 

3. On account of imprisonment under sentence of a civil 

court 

4. When the service has not been honest and faithful; 

that Is, when the service does not warrant his re-en- 
listment or make It desirable, or, on account of being, 
at the expiration of term of service, under sentence of 
court martial which does not provide for dishonorable 
discharge. 

5. When specially ordered by the Governor for any other 

reason. 

122. Dishonorable discharge will only be given upon sentence 
of a court-martial. 

123. No enlisted man shall be dropped or stricken from the 
roll except by orders from competent authority. When any 
name is dropped from the roll the next muster roll and official 
return shall refer to the number and series of the order au- 
thorizing the discharge. 

124. At least a week prior to the date of the expiration of 
the term of enlistment of a soldier, his Immediate commander 
will prepare bis discharge certificate and submit it for the signa- 
ture of a field officer, for the signature of the commanding of- 
ficer, so that it may be ready for delivery to the soldier 
promptly upon the day of the expiration of his service. Fail- 
ure to comply with the provisions of this section will subject the 
responsible officer ito summary discipline. 

125. In the preparation or the discharge certificate, the char- 
acter given thereon will be signed by the company or detach- 
ment commander, and great care will be taken that no injustice 
is dose tbe soldier. If the soldier's service has been honest and 

13 A. Q. 
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faithful he will be entitled to such character as will warrant 
his re-enlistment — that is, to character at least "good." The 
degrees of character should be "excellent" where tlie conduct of 
the soldier has been exemplary In every way and he has per- 
formed mere than seventy-five per cent, of military duty; "good" 
where the service of a soldier has been honest and faithful, and 
"he has performed over fifty per cent, military duty; "fair" where 
his service has not been honest and faithful and he has per- 
formed less than fifty but more than forty per cent, of military 
-duty; "bad" where he has been repeatedly guilty of breaches 
i'if discipline and has performed less than forty per cent, of 
military duty. When the merit of a soldier seems less than 
"excellent" and more than "good" then the character may be 
stated as "very good." Where the company commander Intends 
to give a character of a degree lower than "good," he must no- 
tify the soldier at least seven days prior to the expiration of hla 
enlistment of his Intention so to do. If the soldier feels ag- 
grieved, he shall at once apply for redress by letter to the com- 
mander of the post, and such commander muBt Immediately con- 
vene a beard of officers to determine the merits of the case. If 
the post commander is the company commander, he will report 
the facta to the next higher commander who will convene the 
hoard; which board shall consist of three officers if practicable. 
The finding of the board when approved by the convening au- 
thority Bhall be final. The soldier will in every case be given a 
bearing before the board. The proceedings of the board con- 
vened under this paragraph, showing all the facts pertinent to 
the inquiry, will be forwarded by the reviewing authority direct 
to the Adjutant-General of the State. The character given by 
the company commander, also the character found by the board, 
will be noted on the next muster roll of the company. If upon 
due notification, in the manner herein before provided, of the 
character intended to be given him on his discharge, a soldier 
expressly waives his right to apply for redress or falls to avail 
himself of the remedy herein provided, his status is the same' as 
though a board of officers had convened and found his service 
not honest and faithful. 

126. Upon the discharge of a soldier his commanding officer 
will place on his discharge certificate above the line "Previous 
Service" the following remark: "Continuous service at date of 

discharge years months days." 

Upon re-enlistment the recruiting officer will place the same in- 
formation upon the descriptive cards and give the date of the 
last discharge. 
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127. la preparing the military record on the discharge certi- 
ficate, under the heading "Previous Service" will be entered as 
concisely as possible the dates of all previous enlistments in the 
Florida State Troops; or in a Florida Regiment of United 
States Volunteers ; under "non-commissioned officer" will be 
stated each grade which the soldier has filled, with the dates of 
his appointment thereto; under "markmanshlp" will be shown 
the highest class in which he has qualified; under "battles, en- 
gagements, skirmishes, etc.." will be given the name and date 
of every engagement of that character in which the soldier has 
participated: under "aiding the civil authorities" will be entered 
as briefly as possible every tour of active duty performed by 
the soldier when, called out In aid of the civil authorities; under 
"remarks," if the character given the soldier is "good," "very 
good," or "excellent," the words "Service honest and faithful," 
should be written. When the character given Is "fair." or 
"bad," under tbe heading "Remarks" should be written the 
words "Service not honest and faithful," and the words "No ob- 
jection to his re-enlistment la know.a to exist," printed In pa- 
renthesis under the heading "Character" will be stricken out. 
Whenever the words "Service not honest and faithful" are writ- 
ten under "Remarks." Immediately following them should appear 
the entry "Right to apply for redress waived," or "Approved 
finding of a board of officers." The "Military Record," on the 
•back of discharge certificate, will also be signed by the com- 
manding officer of the company. 

128. Whenever an enlisted man is discharged by expiration 
of term of service, his discharge shall take effect on the last 
day thereof, f. e.. If enlisted on the second day of the month his 
discharge will take effect on the first day of the same month in 
the last year of his term of enlistment. 

129. Discharge certificates for enlisted men of the non-com- 
missioned staffs and bands will be prepared by the adjutants 
and will be signed by a field officer of the regiment, or by the 
commanding officer of the post when no field officer Is present. 
The character given on the discharge and the military record 
will be signed by the adjutants. 

130. Whenever an enlisted man is permanently unfitted for 
military service by wounds, injury or disease, he or his imme- 
diate commanding officer will make application by letter to the 
Adjutant General of the State for his discharge, to which will I* 
attached the certificate of a medical officer, or reputable civilian 
physician, explaining the nature and extent of the disability. 
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and the cause, if known, and whether or not tt occurred in the 
line of duty. 

131. When a soldier is engaged in business such as precludes 
him from properly performing his military duties, and is desir- 
ous of obtaining a discharge upon that ground, he may apply 
for the same by letter addressed to the Adjutant-General of the 
State, which be will band to his immediate commanding officer 
to be forwarded through military channels. The commanding 
officer of the soldier should investigate the facts In each case, 
conferring with those who have knowledge of the matter and 
setting out in his Indorsement the result of such investigation, 
with his recommendation. 

132. A soldier who has removed his residence beyond the 
limits of the organization to which he belongs,, unles he applies 
for transfer to another organization, should apply by letter ad- 
dressed to the Adjutant-General of the State, forwarded through 
bis Immediate commanding officer, for honorable discharge upon 
that ground. If a soldier removes bis residence without obtain- 
ing furlough, and without applying for discharge within thirty 
days thereafter, he will be treated as a deserter, and it shall be 
the duty of his immediate commanding officer to apply for his 
discharge without honor, unless It is practicable to try him by 
court-martial. 

133. When a soldier has served more than one year of hie 
second or other consecutive enlistment, he may apply by letter 
to the Adjutant-General of the State, through his immediate 
commanding officer, for honorable discharge upon that ground 
alone. 

134. Where a soldier enlists in one organization without a 
regular discharge from the organization in which he last served, 
obtains enlistment by intentionally mis-stating bis age or by 
concealing the fact that he has been discharged otherwise than 
honorably from the military service of the United States or any 
State or Territory, or has otherwise fraudulently enlisted; has 
become disqualified for service, physically or in character, 
thrcugh his own fault; or where be is in Imprisonment under 
sentence of a civil court, it shall be the duty of the commanding 
officer to apply by letter to the Adjutant-General of the State at 
once for the discharge of the soldier without honor; being gov- 
erned in making such application by the provisions of para- 
graph 125 as to notification to the soldier, and the soldier shall 
seek redress In the manner therein provided, or failing so to do, 
his status shall be as therein prescribed. 
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II. General Order No. 4. A. G. 0., aeries of 1902, and articles 
XIV and XV, "Laws and Regulations Governing toe Florida 
Stale Troops" (1905), are bereby rescinded.

I. At all State Armories the National Flag should be display- 
ed. At posts where there is an armorer or janitor permanently 
employed the flag should be displayed each day, care being 
taken to have It lowered at sun-set. At all other posts the flag 
will be displayed on all National and State holidays, and upon 
such special occasions as may be designated by competent au- 
thority. The "storm flag" will habitually be used, except that 
at posts where regimental headquarters are located "post flags" 
will be issued for use on holidays or other special occasions. 
Requisitions for flags will not be honored until it can be stated 
that the armory at post for which flag is required has been 
equipped with a suitable staff and halyards. 

n. The "United States Field Service Regulations" prepared 
by the General Staff, under the direction of the Chief of Staff of 
the Army, having been approved by the President and published 
by the War Department under date of February 1, 1905, for the 
information and government of the Army of the United States, 
and the observance of the organized miifctia of the United 
States, the same are hereby adopted for the government of the 
Florida State Troops. Copies have been supplied each organi- 
zation as follows: 

Quartermaster 1st Brigade, 5 copies. 
Quartermaster each regiment. 5 copies. 
Quartermaster each battalion, 3 copies. 
Commanding officer of each company 5 copies.

I. The following rules and regulations are published for the 
guidance and government of the Florida State Troops: 

INTERIOR ECONOMY OF COMPANIES. 

210. When In the field, company, band and detachment com- 
manders will make a complete Inspection of their organizations 
under arms every Saturday, and at their posts at least once a 
month, preferably on the laat regular drill night. They will also 
make a daily inspection of the men's quarters and kitchens, giv- 
ing particular attention to cleanliness and the proper prepara- 
tion of food. No one will be excused from Saturday inspection 
except the guard and the sick in hospital. Field artillery will 
habitually be inspected mounted. 

£11. The company commanders will cause the enlisted men 
of the company to be numbered and divided Into squads, each 
under the charge of a non-commissioned officer. As far as prac- 
ticable the men cf each squad will be quartered together when 
in the field. 

212. Strict attention will be paid by company commanders to 
the cleanliness of the men and to the police of the armory, 
quarters or tents. The men will be required to bathe fre- 
quently. 

213. A thorough police or company quarters will precede the 
Saturday inspection when In the field. The chief of squads will 
see thait tents, arms and accoutrements are cleaned, and all 
leather articles polished. 

214. Chiefs of squads will be held responsible for the cleanli- 
ness of their men. They will see that those who are to go on 
duty put their arms, accoutrements, and clothing in the best or- 
der, and while in the field, that such as have passes leave the 
camp in proper dress. 

215. Soldiers will wear uniform In camp and while on duty. 
When on fatigue they will wear suitable dress. 

21S, Company commanders will see that al! public property 
in the possession of enlisted men Is kept In good order, and 
that missing or damaged articles are duly accounted for. 

217. Company commanders arB responsible for text books 
and other official publications Issued for the use of their compa- 
nies. 
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218. En listed men will not take their arms apart except ay 
permission of a commissioned officer under proper supervision, 
and only In the manner prescribed in the descriptive pamphlet 
of the arm issued by the Ordnance Department. The polishing 
of blued or browned parts of small arms, re-bluing or re-brown- 
ing, putting any portion of an arm in a fire, or removing a re- 
ceiver from a barrel, is prohibited. The mutilation of any part 
by filing or otherwise, and attempts to beautify or change the 
finish are prohibited. Pieces will be unloaded before being 
taken to armories or tents, and as soon as the men using them 
are relieved from duty, untess otherwise ordered. The use of 
tompions in small arms is forbidden. . The prohibition in this 
paragraph of attempts to beautify or change the finish of anna 
in the hands of enlisted men Is not construed as forbidding the 
application of raw linseed oil to the wood parts of the arms. 
This oil is considered necessary for the preservation of the 
wood, and it may be used for such polishing as can be given 
by rubbing in one or more coats when necessary. The use of 
raw linseed oil only will be allowed for redressing, and the ap- 
plication for such purpose of any kind of wax or varnish, in- 
cluding heelbali, is strictly prohibited. 

219. Equipment will be fitted to the men under the direction 
of an officer; all other changes are prohibited. 

220. Articles of public property issued to a company for its 
exclusive use will, when practicable, be marked with the letter 
or number of the company and number and arm of the regiment. 
Such articles issued to an enlisted man (arms and clothing ex- 
cepted) will, as far as practicable, be marked with the number of 
the man, letter or number of the company and number of the 
regiment. Haversacks, canteens, and similar articles of equip- 
ment will be uniformly marked on the outside, as follows: In- 
fantry, crossed rifles with letter of company above and number 
of regiment below the intersection; artillery, crossed cannons 
with the number of the company or battery at the Intersection of 
the cannons; the special corps, according to their respective de- 
vices. The design will be stenciled in black, the letters and 
numbers in full-faced characters. The sign will be placed above 
the letters "TJ. S." on eqiupments, and the soIdier'B number in 
characters one inch high below the letters "U. S." Articles will 
not be marked with the number of the man in the Hospital and 
Signal Corps. 

221. In armories the number of each soldier will be placed on 
his locker. Each article of clothing, arms and equipment iBsusd 
to a soldier shall be entered upon the clothing and descriptive 
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book (or upon cards — where the card system of accountability 
is used in a company) and he shall be required to sign for each 
issue made to him. As each article is issued to & soldier ha 
must be informed of Its money value and made to understand 
that he is personally responsible for Its care and safekeeping. 

222, it shall be the duty of every company commander at the 
regular monthly inspection, and at special Inspection which It 
shall be his ditty to hold immediately upon the return of the 
organization to its post from any tour of duty performed in aid 
of the civil authorities, or in the field for purposes of Instruction, 
to satisfy himself by personal Investigation that each soldier has 
in his possession each article of public property which has bean 
issued to him, and, as a result of such inspection and Investiga- 
tion, If It is found that any solder has lost any article for which 
he was responsible, the company commander shall (unless the 
soldier admits that the loss was through his neglect, or unless 
Investigation upon the part of 4 he commanding officer develops 
that ft was) require him to at once prepare and subscribe to an 
affidavit in triplicate (but separate affldivats must be made to 
cover each class of stores or supplies), setting forth the date, 
place and manner of the loss, which affidavits will be carefully 
preserved by the captain to he submitted as evidence to a board 
of survey in obtaining relief of accountability for the property 
for which he is responsible. 

223. The affidavit referred to In the foregoing paragraph 
should be substantially in (the following form: 
"State Of Florida, 

"County of . 

"Personally appeared before me, a notary public 

who deposes and says that he is a In Company of 

the Infantry, Florida State Troops, and lost the follow- 
ing ordnance and ordnance stores (or clothing and quartermas- 
ter's supplies) for which he was responsible, in the manner 
hereinafter set forth: 

(Here enter a detailed statement showing date, place and cir- 
cumstances under which loss occurred.) 

"Deponent further states that he exercised due diligence in 
the care and preservation of such stores and used reasonable and 
proper effort to prevent the loss thereof, which he believes was 
unavoidable under the circumstances mentioned. 

"(Signature of affiant) ..... — 

"Sworn to and subscribed before me this .... day of ., 

190.., at 

"Notary Public." 
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The above affidavit may be subscribed to before any civil of- 
ficer authorized under the law to administer oaths. 

224. If the soldier admits that the loss of any article wis 
thrcugh lack of care or because of neglect upon his part, or if, 
after investigation, the company commander becomes convinced 
that such was the case, and that the soldier did not exercise 
due diligence in the preservation of the clothing or stores en- 
trusted to him, it shall be the duty of the company commander 
to require the soldier to pay to him within ten days the money 
value of the articles lost, and if at the end of that time such 
payment has not been made, It shall be the durty of the com- 
pany commander, if the value of the property lost does not ex- 
ceed fifteen dollars, to cause the soldier to be brought before the 
Summary Court for trial under a charge of violating the 17th 
Article of War; and if the value of such property exceed fif- 
teen dollars, to cause him to be brought before a regimental or 
garrison court for trial upon the same charge; or, in exception- 
ally flagrant cases, the soldier may be prosecuted before a civil 
court under the provisions of the section of the military code 
prescribing a penalty for loss or destruction of military prop- 
erty. 

225. The proceedings prescribed in paragraphs 222, 223 and 
224 shall govern In cases where property has been damaged or in- 
jured by the soldier, the company commander being authorised 
to reqtfire the payment of the cost of repair, or, If any article 
has been irreparably damaged, to require payment of the full 
money vaiue of the same. In the preparation, of the affidavit s<3t 
out in paragraph 223. where property has been damaged or in- 
jured, the words "irreparably damaged" should he substituted 
for the word "lost." 

226. No soldier shall use or wear, except in the performance 
of military duty, or upon public parades, or by special permis- 
sion of his commanding officer, any article of the uniform or 
other article military property issued by the State; nor shall he 
lend the same. It shall be the duty of the company commander 
to cause any soldier violating the provisions of this paragraph to 
be brought before the Summary Court upon a charge of conduct 
to the prejudice cf good order and military discipline. 

227. Any company commander who, willfully or through neg- 
lect, suffers to be lost, spoiled, or damaged any military stores 
issued through the State, shall be tried by general court-martial 
for a violation of the 15th Article of War, and the money value 
of such stores shall be sued for on his bond. 
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228. Commanding officers of all companies will keep a record 
of the serial Dumber of all rifles, carbines and revolvers issued 
to their commands, and in charging the same upon issue to 
each soldier should note and record such number. 

229. Arms will be kept in racks where they can be locked up 
or in the locker. Clothing will be kept in the individual lockere 
of the men, which lockers should he provided with a lock and 
duplicate keys, one key to be In the possession of the soldier, 
the other to be retained by the company commander. 

230. Arms, equipments and uniforms will not be taken from 
the armory except upon the written permission of the officer re* 
sponsible. Access to armories must be prohibited to and pro- 
vided against any person not authorized by the officer in charge. 

231. Armories of light batteries shall have a saddle room in 
addition to (he administrative or assembly room. The saddle 
room shall be provided with a secure rest for each saddle. 
Upon the rest should be placed the saddle, then the folded 
blanket, and over the blanket the bridle ; the lariats and hobbles 
should be hung near the saddle pegs. Battery harness should 
always be hung up and so adjusted as to be ready for use; the 
leather of saddles, bridles and harness should be occasionally 
oiled to keep it from cracking. 

232. Too much care cannot be given to the manner In which 
the uniform Is worn. Officers and soldiers must at all times re- 
member that no occasion of civil life demands greater care fa 
the appearance of a gentleman than the honor of their corps de- 
mands in the display of Its uniform whether in full dress, un- 
dress, or only in moments of ease. Under no circumstances will 
any part of civilian dress be worn with the uniform, nor vice 
versa. 

233. Officers and soldiers In camp, or on other duty, will not 
be permitted to lounge out of tents or quarters bareheaded or in 
shirt sleeves. The uniform of a soldier Is a badge of honor and 
a distinctive mark of his profession- 

234. The uniform to be worn at drills or ceremonies will be 
ordered by commanders a sufficient time beforehand, so as to 
give every one opportunity to prepare. 

235. Upon all duties under arms, the full complement of ac- 
coutrements appertaining to the arms will be worn. 

236. Buttons and metalic ornaments will be kept brightened 
and free from dirt and dust; the strings of the shoes and lag- 
gings will be kept tied and not be allowed to trail on the ground. 
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237. Boats and shoes must be kept well cleaned and blacked. 
Slippers or shoes cut bo low as to show the stockings will not be 
worn on. duty. 

238. Overshoes will not be worn when under arms, except In 
stormy weather, or when the ground is In bad condition. 

239. Trousers will be worn at proper length, falling slightly 
over the shoe or boot in front in aucb manner as not to touch 
the ground behind; they will not be turned up at the bottom un- 
less so ordered, nor will they be worn inside the boots except 
when so prescribed. 

240. Neckties other than plain black are prohibited, when 
uniform is worn. 

241. Commanding officers will secure uniformity in shirt col- 
lars throughout their commands. If allowed at all, no shirt col- 
lar will show mere than one half of an inch above the coat 
collar. 

242. The uniform coat or blouse will be buttoned up and 
hooked ait the collar. Overcoats, when worn in ranks, will be 
buttoned throughout, the collars turned down and the cape over 
the equipments. Ccmmanding officers may, however, order the 
capes turned back and the corners secured by one button behind 
the shoulders. 

243. Cartridge belts will be fitted so closely as not to fall be- 
low the hips. Hats and caps will be worn evenly on the head. 

244. The hair should be short; the beard, when worn, will be 
kept short and neatly trimmed. 

245. Badges of military societies growing cut of wars en- 
gaged in by the United States, medals of honor and long ser- 
vice, medals or badges won at target practice or in competitive 
drills may be worn by those entitled to them on occasions of 
ceremony; such medals or badges 'shall be worn upon the left 
breast. Other ornaments, .such as watch guards, chains and 
seals will not be exposed on the uniform. 

246. All officers in charge of ammunition must see that it is 
kept in a proper place, from which, in case of fire or other emer- 
gency, it can be easily removed, or where, in case of fire cutting 
oft access, its explosion will do the least damage to the sur- 
rounding property. 

247. No ammunition will be kept in an armory headquarters, 
or other place, without due notice to the proper officials of the 
fire department of the city or town in which it is kept, or with- 
out notice to the underwriters, who may have given policies of 
insurance upon the building wherein it is stored, or upon the 
contents of such building. 
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248. In the Infantry a reserve supply of at leaBt 1,000 rounds 
of ammunition should be kept constantly on hand, ready for 
Issue In case of disturbance of the peace, or other emergency re- 
quiring the issue of ammunition. Officers will be held strictly 
responsible that under no circumstances, other than apon ser- 
vice under orders, is this reserve ammunition or any part there- 
of to be expended. < 

249. No am munition will be kept in the cartridge belts, ex- 
cept Then troops are on duty requiring Us use, 

250. Every officer upon receiving ammunition will imme- 
diately inspect It and satisfy himself that it Is of good quality, 
and that t is suitable in every respect for use in the arms with 
which his command !s supplied, 

251. When blank cartridges have been Issued the officer re- 
sponsible for them must exercise the greatest care to keep them 
entirely separate from service ammunition; and the division of 
these classes of ammunition should he made a matter of fre- 
quent inspection and verification. 

252. "What is herein prescribed, for Infantry cartridges ap- 
plies, generally, to artillery ammunition, and to that necessary 
for carbines when In use, the Issue of which as reserve, or for 
ordinary expenditure, will be regulated from time to time, ac- 
cording to circumstances, as the Adjutant-General of the State 
may direct 

253. Requisitions for ammunition will be made to the Adju- 
tant-General of the State upon the form of special requisition, 
and must state whether required to supply deficiencies In re- 
serve, or for expenditure In small arms practice, or otherwise. 

254. No ammunition for which officers are accountable will 
he expended, except in the presence of a commissioned officer, 
or a specially designated non-commissioned officer. 

255. When on continuous duty, ammunition fssued to troops 
will, to prevent waste or Injury, be inspected frequently, par- 
ticularly at retreat roll call, when the number and condition of 
the cartridges will be ascertained, and, if necessary, others sup- 
plied. 

256. Officers and men will furnish the address of their resi- 
dence and place of business and telephone number, and report 
all changes to their immediate commander at once. 

257. The addresses thus furnished are entered on the descrip- 
tive book and kept constantly posted; company commanders and 
first sergeants will keep copies of such lists, and non-commis- 
sioned officers In charge of squads will keep lists of men he- 
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longing to their squads. Failure to furnish the addresses and 
to give notice of changes therein debars a delinquent from the 
plea of non-receipt of notice or warning for duty. 

258. For regular or stated drills or parades prescribed by 
company or battery orders, no further notice or warning for duty 
is required. For other drills or parades there muat be given reg- 
ular notice or warning, except that, when a company is paraded, 
the commanding officer may read, or cause to be read, or ver- 
bally notify officers and men to appear at a future day, not ex- 
ceeding thirty days from the time of such parade, which ahalt ba 
sufficient notice to the persons present 

259, Company commanders should adopt some system where* 
by all the members of their companies may be immediately noti- 
fied in case of an emergency, 

II. Sections 141 to 170, inclusive, of "Laws and Regulations

I. The following rules and regulations are published for the 
guidance and government of the Florida State Troops: 

MESSING AND COOKING. 

160. In camp or barracks where companies are not Joined in 
a general mess, the company commander will supervise the 
cooking and messing of his men. He will see that his company 
la provided with at least two copies of the Manual for Army 
Cooks, and that suitable men in sufficient numbers are fully in- 
structed In managing and cooking" the ration In the field; also 
that necessary utensils and implements for cooking both In gar- 
rison and field, In serviceable condition, are always on hand, 
together with the field mesa furniture for each man. 

261. Kitchens will be placed under the Immediate charge of 
non-commissioned officers, who will be held responsible for their 
condition and for the proper use of rations. No one will be 
allowed to visit or remain in the kitchen except those who go 
there on duty or are employed therein. The greatest care will be 
obarved In cleaning and scouring cooking utensils and to the 
proper disposition of garbage and kitchen refuse, la accordance 
with the rules for kitchen pits as prescribed in the Drill Regula- 
tions. 

262. Special regulations for soldiers' fare cannot be made to 
suit each locality and circumstances. Personal care and judg- 
ment on the part of company officers are relied on to prevent 
waste or m 1b use. By due economy some part of the ration can 
be saved and sold, and the proceeds applied to provide addi- 
tional articles of diet. 

263. The Manual for Army Cooks contains comprehensive 
Instructions in cooking, which will be observed as far as prac- 
ticable. 

264. The food of prisoners will be sent to their places of con- 
finement when practicable, but commanders may arrange to 
send prisoners, under proper guard, to their messes. 

265. In the field mess furniture of a soldier will be limited 
to one tin cup, knife, fork and two spoons, and such device for 
individual cooking as may be furnished by the Ordnance De- 
partment.

SIR:— 

I have the honor to report that In obedience to para- 
graph 1, Special Order No. 136, Headquarters Atlantic 
Division, dated Governor's Island, New York, Septem- 
ber £2, 1905, as modified by Paragraph 2, Special Order 
No. 139, Atlantic Division, I preceded as per telegraphic 
instructions from Adjutant General, State of Florida, to 
Orlando, Florida, arriving there on October 4th to attend 
the encampment of the 2nd Regiment Infantry, Florida 
State Troops, the headquarters, band and eleven com- 
panies composing sald^ regiment going Into camp Octo- 
ber 6th, and remaining until October 13th. Upon the 
completion of this camp I preceded to Lake City, Flor- 
ida, the headquarters, band and ten companies of the 1st 
Regiment of Infantry, with the Battalion of Artillery, 
1st Battery. Florida State Troops, going Into camp there 
on October 15. and remaining till October 24th. I here- 
with enclose Field Return of both camps and names of 
Commanding Officers. 
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Transportation was by rail from home stations, the 
movement being under control of the General Staff of 
the State, companies being Bent direct to camp. Time 
consumed in detraining an average of six minutes— that 
is, all equipage taken from train, the men detrained, 
companies formed in two minutes — details looking after 
baggage— about same time in loading, that Is, camp 
equipage being on side of track, in both camps railroads 
being nearby. 

On the occasion of the troops from the Lake City camp 
visiting Jacksonville, to parade in honor of the Presi- 
dent, the artillery consumed 55 minutes in loading at 
Lake City. Unloaded at Jacksonville in 18 minutes. 

The encampment at Orlando was on two lines — the 
tracks of both near the camp; the same conditions ex- 
isted at Lake City. There were no permanent buildings 
at either camp. In both cases the grounds were pro- 
Tided by the local authorities, Florida having no perma- 
nent grounds for this purpose, but will state, that a 
board, authorized by the Legislature, are now looking 
for a suitable ground to be owned by the State. The 
nature and availability of the surrounding country was 
well adapted for maneuvers. The camp was well laid 
out, companies bringing their own tentage with them, 
f pitching them after arrival), as well as stoves and 
cooking utensils. No regular troops participated 'In the 
encampment. 

Water was piped from the water works of the town 
and was good, a stand pipe at each kitchen. Mo sewer 
system. The sink for fluids from kitchens were holes 
dug in the sand, it soon sinking. All garbage and solid 
matter hauled off. The camp was laid out in accordance 
with regulations. The sinks for men were kept in a 
most deplorable condition, and remained so till about 
three days before encampments were broken up, when 
herculean efforts were made to Impress upon the officers 
the great importance of giving these matters their per- 
sonal attention. Conditions then Improved. 

The men brought to camp besides underclothing, etc., 
one service and one blue uniform, also blanket, the latter 
quite light and entirely inadequate, on account of the 
lateness of the year, ft growing quite cold the last two 
nights in the Lake City camp. Each man was proyided 
with a bed sack which he Ailed with hay, provided by 
the Regimental Quartermaster. 

Each company had its own mess, regular rations being 
Issued to them, which they cooked, all organizations 
having two cooks, regularly enlisted; the rations in ail 
cases as far as I could see were well prepared, utensils 
kept clean and general satisfaction given. 
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The number and nature of drills in the camp of the 
2nd Regiment Infantry. Florida State Troops, at Orlando 
were — Drills,

This regiment showed decided improvement from day 
to day. No practice marches were had. The men ex- 
hibited a good deal of interest in. all work, advance 
guard and outpoet being performed with energy and 
spirit. 

FIRST REGIMENT: This regiment, as in the 2nd. 
ah owed improvement, but not to such a degree as the 
2nd, except in marching which waa better, more of a 
swing. It was plainly seen that much of the work of 
instruction preliminary to coming to camp had bees neg- 
lected, too much having been put off until their arrival 
thereat. I will say to their credit that a good deal of 
interest was manifested in their field work. They held, 
as a rule, two battalion drills each day, Sunday ex- 
cepted. Each battalion, in addtlon to their day work, 
had a short practice march, starting out about 7:00 p. 
m., taking up rear and advance guard and on arrival at 
a supposed camp threw out their outpost using the ad- 
vance guard, and then relieving them, work satisfacto- 
rily performed. Guard mounting was held daily. Three 
regimental parades were held, and In addition four pa- 
rades and four reviews were held as Brigade ceremony. 
This brigade consisted of the 1st Infantry and Battalion 
of Artillery, composed of one major, one adjutant, one 
captain, one first lieutenant and one second lieutenant 
(one battery! and 32 men armed with two Hotcbklss 
gunB, and two muzzle loading Howitzers — 3 reviews, one 
inspection and one muster. 

The men seemed to look upon the event of camp aa 
more of a pleasure tour than one of duty — discipline 
was extremely poor, seemingly no appreciation of 
"taps" — In fact, on some occasions, more noise waa 
made after "taps" than before. Discipline was far better 
in the camp of the 2nd Infantry than in the 1st 

As to courtesy the men knew very little, never having 
received proper instruction, though I found men anxious 
to learn. The general fitness aa to age and physical con- 
dition was good; men seemed to be, on an average, about 
21 years. I am convinced that the coming year will 
show an improvement in all matters, aa pains are being 
taken to call attention to their shortcomings;. 
IB a. R, 
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Guard duty was extremely unsatisfactorily performed 
by bctu officers and men, evidently no Instructions ever 
having been imparted before coming to camp. The 2nd 
Regiment showed up much better in this respect In 
the 1st, it was an exception to find a man on post who 
knew his general orders as a sentinel, the non-commis- 
sioned officers about as ignorant as to guard duties. I 
found the men willing, but the trouble is, too many in- 
efficient officers. Officers who care more to pose as such, 
than to post themselves in their duties by study. All 
seemed energetic in camp and some would remain up all 
night during their tour as officer of the day and guard, 
and, by pejsonal criticisms, of which I was not sparing, 
I am satisfied that this camp will bear fruit 

No target practice was held by organizations, but after 
the close of each camp there was a team shoot at some 
point near by, which I knew nothing of. 

All bookB of records are kept by organizations and in 
some instances in fine condition. They have a correct 
knowledge of the methods of correspondence and record 
keeping. 

The Instructor gave instruction in all drills, ceremo- 
nies and field work, practical and theoretical, had school 
dally for all officers, besides lectures each day. 

The detail of one officer as an instructor in a camp of 
this kind is entirely too much to ask of any one mm, it 
is stupendous, on account of the lack of study and pre- 
liminary instruction on the part of the officers before 
coming into camp; they exhibited ignorance on many 
subjects which any ordinary State soldier who was in- 
terested in his work would know by careful reading of 
the drill book, and digesting each paragraph. 

The rifles, handle and guard of bayonet, with some ex- 
ceptions, were in bad condition from rust, the exceptions 
as to organizations were two recently organized compa- 
panies, rifles new, and one old company. Company "I." 
2nd Infantry, of Key West, had their rifles in fine shape. 
a condition which reflects great credit upon its Captain, 
Captain Wolf, as the moist climate of Key West 1b hard 
on steel. 

Major J. A, Dapray, U. S. A., retired, who Is on duty 
with the Governor of Florida, was in attendance at both 
camps, and rendered valuable assistance to the troops in 
preparation of orders and all paper work. 

I am personally under obligations for the many cour- 
tesies extended to me by the Commanding Officers of 
both camps, Colonel Brassier, and Colonel Corbett, as 
well as other officers, especially to General J, Clifford R. 
Foster, Adjutant General of the State, a soldier of rare 
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ability, thoroughly posted In his every duty, a hard 
worker. 'I have never seen anyone more Interested In 
his profession and am satisfied that If any one can suc- 
ceed in bringing the State guard of Florida to what It 
should be, he can. 

t would most earnestly recommend that next year a 
detail of one Held officer and at least three lieutenants 
be detailed to the camp of Florida as instructors.

SIR: 

1. In view of the recent decision of the Honorable the 
Secretary of War to the effect that the regulations gov- 
erning officers and enlisted men of the army of the 
United States are also applicable, so far as practicable, 
to the Militia of the various States and Territories, I 
have the honor to Invite your attention to the following 
paragraph of Circular No. 13, Headquarters of the Army, 
Adjutant General's office, Washington. April 4, 1902, 
viz: 

"The attention of the Secretary of War having been 
called to the numerous losses of revolvers and small 
arms occurring in the service, he directs that officers 
responsible for this property exercise greater care in 
preventing such losses; they will be held pecuniarily re- 
sponsible for the same in all cases In which it cannot 
be shown clearly that every possible precaution was 
taken," 

2. It In requested, therefore, that every possible pre- 
caution be taken by the authorities of your State to 
prevent the Iosb of revolvers and other small arms by 
those persons to whom they are entrusted. In case of 
loss of such articles, the evidence furnished this of- 
fice as authority for dropping them must show that 
every passible precaution was taken, otherwise this of- 
fice will be obliged to recommend to the Honorable the 
Secretary of War that the State be held responsible for 
the loss.

In all rases where, in passing upon reports of boards of survey 
•convened to investigate rthe loss of revolvers, other small arms. 
etc., the War Department holds the State pecuniarily responsi- 
ble for such loss, the money value of such article will In turn be 
charged against the officer or soldier to whom they were en- 
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trusted and who was responsible for the care and safe keeping 
of the same. The State will, however, hold the "accountable 
officer" responsible, and all such officers, accountable for prop- 
erty In the hands of other officers or soldiers, should for their 
own protection take memorandum receipts at the time of making 
issues in order that responsibility may be fixed upon and money 
value of property be collected from the individual through whose 
carelessness or neglect any such loss may have occurred.

I. The following amendments to paragraphs 383 and 441 of 
the United States Army Regulations, 1904, are published for the 
information and guidance of all concerned, and the requirements 
of the Drill Regulations will be modified accordingly: 

"Whenever "The Star Spangled Banner* is played by the band 
on a formal occasion at a military station, or at any place where 
persons belonging to the military service are present in their of- 
ficial capacity, all officers, and enlisted men present will stand 
at attention, and if not in the ranks will 'salute with the right 
hand,' the position of the salute being retained until the last 
note of 'The Star Spangled Banner,' If not in ranks and armed, 
the rifle salute or sabre salute will be used. If in the ranks, the 
commanding officer only will salute. The same respect will be 
observed toward the national air of any other country when It 
is played as a compliment to official representatives of such 
country. Whenever "The Star Spangled Banner' is played, ss 
contemplated by this paragraph, the air will be played through 
once without the repetition of any part, except such repetition 
as is called for by the musical score. 

"At every military post or station "the flag will be hoisted at 
the sounding of the first note of the reveille, or of the first note 
of the march, if a march be played before the reveille. The flag 
will be lowered at the sounding of the last note of the retreat, 
and while the flag is being lowered the band will play 'The Star 
Spangled Banner.' or, if there be no band present, the field music 
will sound 'To the Color.' When 'To the Color' is sounded by 
the field music while the flag is being lowered, the same respect 
will be observed as when 'The Star Spangled Banner' is played 
by the band. The national flag shall be displayed at a seacoast 
or lake fort at the commencement of an action and during a 
battle in which the fort may be engaged. whetheT by day or 
night." 

II. As under the law of Florida enlisted men of the Florida 
State Troops are entitled to the same pay and allowances when 
on active duty, during encampments, etc., as at the time allowed 
these of relative rank in the Regular Army, paragraph 1373, U. S, 
Army Regulations, as amended, and with the necessary changes 
for the guidance of the militia, is published for the information 
and guidance of the Florida State Troops: 
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"1373. Enlisted men qualifying as expert riflemen are entitled 
to (1 per month In addition to their pay, for a period of three 
years from the date cf qualification: Provided, That during that 
time they continue to be members of an organization armsd 
■with the rifle or carbine, or re-enlist in such an organization 
within three months from date of discharge. Qualification can 
not be made in the Artillery Corps." 

The fact of qualification will be published in orders from the 
Adjutant General's office, which will show the actual date of 
qfclification from which the soldier is entitled to increased pay, 
and all muster and pay roils will give the number, date and 
source of the order. When a soldier ceases to be an expert 
marksman the fact will he noted upon muster and pay rolls.

F. S. T., of date February 23rd, 1905, In ra 
the Service vs. Private Charles E. Lidden, requesting immediate 
consideration by me and recommendations thereupon, to be for- 
warded to you at St. Augustine, is before me, I have the honor 
to reply: 

Question: If a private soldier, who enlisted at an age less 
than eighteen, without consent of parents, but who Is now and 
was at the time of trial, above the age of eighteen, amendable 
to the laws of trials and convictions for offenses committed while 
thus enlisted as provided for enlisted men generally? (This I 
believe is about the gist of the question which we are called 
upon to consider.) 

Answer. I believe he is so amendable, and is subject to pun- 
ishment upon conviction. Apart from the common law of the 
land, wherein is universally provided that minors are not ex- 
empt from punishment by civil courts for crimes and misde- 
meanors committed against tbe civil laws, in spite of condi- 
tions precedent or subsequent, done or left undone by parents 
or guardians, there seem to be an abundance of law supporting 
the view here taken, growing out of military tribunals and high- 
er adjudications arising therefrom, as for Instance, habeas corpua 
proceedings, wherein relief of military prisoners is sought — pris- 
oners upon conviction by military courts, the same course 
which Is threatened in this case. The case of Morrissey, 137 
U. S„ page 157, is clear as to the affirmative to the question here 
formulated. It says, among other things: "The contract of en- 
listment is < good, as far .is petitioner (meaning the prisoner) is 
concerned. He was not only de facto, but de jure, a soldier, 
amenable to military jurisdiction." He was under the age when 
be enlisted, without consent of parents or guardian. The gen-

eral tread of the law on this point is to the effect that persons 
enlisting under age are bound by a contract which is voidable, 
though not void. It cannot be avoided, either, by the minor 
himself, but by the parents or guardian. But, if he commit an 
offense and is in course of trial, the trial will proceed and the 
sentence will he enforced, but the contract for further service 
may still be avoided, but not the trial and sentence. 8 Fed. Rep, 
85. 122 Fed. Rep. 395. 12S Fed. Rep. 127. 

Being thus fortified by the law, as it seems to me, I can see 
no reason why we should not accept the challenge by applying 
the remedies provided for carrying out the court's sentence.

SIR: 

1. Referring to Paragraph 3. Section 1C61. Revised Statutes, 
as amended, with reference to the issue of arms and equipments 
to the Militia, which directs the Secretary of War to make such 
regulations as he may deem necessary to protect the interests 
of the United States, attention is invited to the provisions of 
paragraphs 283. 284 and 285. Army Regulations of 1904, which 
pertain to the care of arms and equipments and which should 
he enforced by the Governcrs of the different States and Terri- 
tories and by the Commanding General of the Militia of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia as being necessary for preserving the material 
in condition for use upon necessity, whi^h is the object of their 
supply by the general government. 

2. It will be noted that these paragraphs prohibit: 

(a.) The taking apart of arms by enlisted men except by per- 
mission of a commissioned officer, and then only under proper 
supervision and in the manner prescribed in the descriptive pam- 
phlet of the arm. Issued by the Ordnance Department. 
(b). The polishing of blued or browned parts, the reblueing or 
rebrowning of such parts : or the putting of any portion of an 
arm in Are. 

(e.) The removing of a barrel from a receiver, 
(d.) The mutilation of any part by filing or otherwise, and 
beautifying or changing the finish. 

(e.) The use of any dressing or polishing material on leather 
accoutrements, equipments, harness, etc., except the preparations 
supplied or approved by the Ordnance Department. 
(f.) All changes in equipments except the adjustments provided 
for in their construction for fitting them to soldiers. 
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3. It should be noted that Paragraph 283. A. R., 1904, makes 
obligatory a strict compliance with the rules for dismounting 
and assembling the arm by soldiers, for cleaning and care of 
the arm, and for repairing arms in the handa cf troops, contained 
in the descriptive pamphlet issued by the Ordnance Department. 

4. As the arms and equipments in the possession of the Mili- 
tia form a large part of the entire supply of the United States 
and as only a strict observance of the provisions of the above 
mentioned paragraphs can ensure such material being In a ser- 
viceable condition In case of emergency, the necessity for their 
enforcement is apparent 

5. Should defects he discovered in arms, accoutrements ur 
equipments, a report describing in detail the nature and extent 
thereof should be submitted to the Chief of Ordnance, U. S. 
Army, and only those remedial measures taken that shall be au- 
thorized or prescribed by that officer. Broken parts of arms, 
etc., should not be turned into this Department for any purpose 
by officers of the Militia direct, but, under proper authority; It 
the Governor or Adjutant General of the State or Territory to 
which the arms, etc., are issued. When broken bolts or other 
parts of U. S. arms are turned into this Department, because 
of unusual breakage, as full information of the circumstances 
of the breakage as possible should he forwarded. Care should 
be taken In such cases to preserve the broken surfaces from ruct. 

6. Attention Is Invited to the laws which provide for the Issue 
nf material for arming and equipping the militia in the several 
States, Terrtories and District of Columba. No part of the 
arms and equipments so Issued should be turned over by the au- 
thorities of any State, or Territory, or the District of Columbia 
to provide individuals, educations] institutions, independent mil- 
itary organizations, societies, corporations or other organiza- 
tions not a part of the organized militia.

2. Inasmuch as a complete Issue of the olive-drab woolen uni- 
form cannot be made to the troops this year, all officers who 
have not forwarded their requisitions with the seml-annunl 
muster roll, as prescribed by General Order No. 28, A. G. O., 
series 1904, should prepare and forward requisitions not later 
than May 30th, for such number of Khaki and blue uniforms, 
campaign hats and leggings, as will be necessary to complete 
the equipment of their commands. In preparing these requisi- 
tions, care should be taken to ask for only such articles as are 
absolutely required In order that the National appropriation 
may be saved for the purpose of supplying the entire new ser- 
vice uniforms as soon as they are ready for issue to the militla. 

3. At all posts where it has been decided that gallery target 
ranges could be used, the requisitions for ordnance stores 
should include iron targets (giving the range available), and 
at least two thousand rounds of reduced ammunition for gallery 
practice.

SIR:— 

I am writing in the Interest of your State sending a team to 
represent it in the National Match and other events connected 
therewith at Sea Girt, New Jersey, which will begin Auguat 24th, 
Ample accommodations in the shape of tentage. bedding, and 
necessary facilities will be provided at Sea Girt for all competing 
teams and the expenses of the teams for allowable items of pay, 
subsistence, and transportation, at Regular Army rates, can be 
paid under Section 14 from the State's allotment of the annual 
appropriation provided by Section 1661, Revised Statutes. 

It needs no argument to prove that accurate rifle shooting Is 
8.12 points out of 10, when we figure the efficiency of a soldier 
for the line of battle, and while your team may not win a prize It 
will be brought in contact with the finest shots In the world and 
be able to gather information and get Ideas relative to shooting 
which it would be impossible to obtain under any other circum- 
stances. Your men will carry this Information back to their 
homes and stations, it will become gradually enthusiastic on the 
subject, will directly promote a greater interest In rifle shooting 
and Incidentally In all matters relating to the National Guard. 

At the breaking out of the Spanish war our small Regular Army 
was, as a class, the finest body of military rifle shots in the world, 
and this enabled them to charge, over open ground, to the Span- 
ish rifle pits, with comparatively few casualties, because the 
Spaniards could not shoot and never had been taught; our men 
were such fine shots that when an enemy showed hia head or 
body at a distance of 400 or BOO yards, and often much further, 
he was generally put out of action. 
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This fine sheeting on the part of the Regular Army was due 
to the competitions which the officers and men had attended. 
Generally one man from a company would attend such competi- 
tion ; he might not win a medat, but he would learn a great deal 
and this information was carried back to the company and tn a 
short time all the members knew all that he could tell them. 
This went en for a number of years and the result produced, as 
I have before stated, was the finest lot of -nilitary rifle shots in 
the world. In the National Guard, I believe, these points about 
rifle shooting would be disseminated even better than was done 
in the Regular Army, for the reason that the members of the 
National Guard as a rule live for a number of years in the same 
locality, whereas in the Regular Army most of the soldiers leave 
after one enlistment. Without any Intention o/ being egotisti- 
cal. I have made a study of military rifle shooting for many years 
and watched its growth in our country with a great deal of In- 
terest, and I am certain that the things learned by officers and 
soldiers in shooting competitions and matches, did far more 
than everything else towards bringing our army and the Na- 
tional Guard in the States, which have paid a great, deal of at- 
tention to this matter, to the high degree of proficiency they 
have attained. I know with most of the states and territories, 
that sending a team to Sea Girt is a question of money to de- 
fray the expenses, but each state and territory should certainly 
be able to spare, from its apportionment of the Federal annual 
appropriation the few hundred dollars that would be needed to 
defray the expenses of a team which would be engaged In the 
most commendable endeavor to obtain instruction in the use of 
the military rifle. 1 believe, however, the information gained at 
the competitions is worth to the State many times over the 
amount of money it will cost to send a team. In any event I 
would b£ very glad if you wonld send an officer of your militia 
to Sea Girt so as to be present at the match and if you would di- 
rect him to report to me at that place, I shall be very glad to 
asBign him to some duty connected with the competition. It is 
needless to say that the officer selected should be one who takes 
an interest in such matters, and under those circumstances I 
would be very glad to have you select yourself. Tentage will be 
provided on the range; also messing facilities, a field bunk and 
bedding. 

I hope very much you will send a team arid in the event of 
your concluding to do so, I will gladly give you any additional 
information on this subject that you may desire. Please let me 
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hear from you in regard to this matter. The order relative 
thereto will be out in a few days, and I have been designated to* 
take charge of the National Competition this year.

SIR: — 

Referring to my letter of March 21st, relative to sending a 
team from your State to take part in the National Match, I have 
to say additionally in connection with this matter that August 
21st, 22nd and 23rd will be devoted to preliminary practice at 
Sea Girt, which will give all teams ample opportunity to get 
their elevations and become acquainted with the range. From 
many years' experience with competitions, I believe that a very 
large majority of rifle and revolver shots have concluded that ft 
is very easy to overdo the practice before going into the match; 
in other words, nearly all competitors shoot too much, and by 
this get their nerves into a condition which is far from being 
conducive to good shooting. A man should shoot enough with 
full charges to get used to the recoil of his weapon and its ele- 
vation. After this Is done It is found far more advantageous to 
put in his time in training his muscles to be steady in holding 
his rifle or revolver In the various positions, and snapping it, tak- 
ing great care each time the trigger is pulled to see that an ac- 
curate aim is taken and that the front sight does not move away 
from the bulls-eye when the trigger is pulled. The three posi- 
tions taken in rifle shooting, viz., standing, sitting or kneeling, 
and tying down, are all more or less strained positions for the 
muscles, and as a result there Is more or less tremor, and ft la 
all-important that the shooter should train himself In all these 
positions, so as to prevent all tremor in the muscles due to this 
strained position. 

This training of the muscles can be done much better, more ef- 
fectually and economically, by using dummy cartridges than by 
firing full charges. Men who intend to enter a match should 
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devote about two hours each day to training themselves In hold- 
ing the rifle steady and pulling * he trigger in these three posi- 
tions. It is not desirable to do all this in two consecutive hours, 
but to make at least three or four trials at it each day aa may 
be found most convenient; a man can have bis rifle at home or 
in his place of business, and put In ten or fifteen minutes at this 
work when practicable. Each member of the team should bo 
provided with at least ten dummy cartridges, and use them in 
going through the motions of rapid fire and skirmish. I have 
spent much time in teaching soldiers to snoot a rifle and revol- 
ver, and have seen a large number of men who followed the 
practice above indicated go upon the target range and qualify as 
sharpshooters in their first attempt A man should not be al- 
lowed to fire a shot until he gets his muscles in such shape as to 
be steady in holidng the rifle in three positions prescribed. In 
selecting a rifle to use in the match a new one should be ob- 
tained if practicable, as the accuracy of the Krag begins to fall 
off after about 1,500 shots have been fired from It. 

I trust you will see your way to sending a team to Sea Girt 
this year, the reasons for which I tried to set forth In my letter 
to you of March 21 st. I will be very glad, indeed, to give you 
any additional information upon this subject you may desire, as I 
am firmly convinced that these national competitions will be of 
the greatest assistance to all of us In making efficient soldiers 
for the firing line in battle, and we can never tell how soon or 
bow many we may need for our country. When a man learns 
to shoot, and to hit what be shoots at, it Is an easy matter to 
make of him a first-class soldier for the line of battle. Since 
the advent of long-range, accurate rifles, I believe the military 
unit is the man behind the rifle, and when that element is first 
class the efficiency of the company, regiment, and army '.% 
assured.

The following synopsis, by Captain Charles King, U. S. Army, 
retired, of the important changes In the new Infantry Drill Regu- 
lations, is published for the Information and assistance of all 
concerned.

INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 

The first innovation is in arrangement, whereby extended 
order appears in the different schools of the soldier, squad, com- 
pany and battalion. In this circulr it is deemed less confusing 
to follow out one line of instruction completely before taking 
up the other. Otherwise the paragraphs nave been taken up 
in the same order as in the Drill Regulations. 

CLOSE ORDER, 

General Principles. 

1. The distance between ranks is fixed (40 inches) either in 
line or column. The interval between men is four inches (in- 
stead of sis.) In forming and aligning the men, place the open 
palm of the left hand on the hip be tow the belt, fingers pointing 
downward. In forming the band is dropped as the man next en 
the left gains his interval, in all other cases at the command 
front. 

12. To stay the execution cf the movement when marching, 
for the correction of errors, the instructor commands: 1. In 
place. 2. Halt, when all halt in their tracks and stand fast. To 
resun:e the movement the command Is: 1. Resume. 2. March. 

SCHOOL OF THE SOLDIER. 

The Rests. 

32. At the commands Rest, and At Ease, men keep one foot 
in place instead of one heel. 
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Eyes Right or Left. 

35. In executing eyes right (left) or in dressing the head Is 
turned so as to bring the left (right) eye In a line about two 
Inches to the right (left) of the center of the body, instead of 
just to center as formerly. 

Facings. 

36. The right face is now on the right heel and left face on 
left heel, instead of both on the left heel. 

To face in marching and advance, turn on the ball of the foot 
in advance and step off in the new direction with the other. 
To face in marching without gaining ground, turn on the ball 
of either foot and mark time. 

The above Is a very Important clause, involving one of the 
fundamental principles of the new drill. Men face In marching 
In moving "by the flank," in obliquing, in changing direction in 
executing front into line and in executing the turnings. 

Setting up Exercises. 

The setting up exercises have been reduced to five and an ad- 
ditional breathing exercise. It will be noted, however, that 
other authorized calisthenics are recommended. 

Stops and Marchings. 

43. Note that in double timing the forearms are raised at 
the command March, instead of at the preparatory command: 
also that if marching in quick time and the command be 
"double time" the command March may be given as either foot 
strikes the ground. 

To Mark Time. 

45. The mark time is a decided departure. The feet Instead 

of being "advanced half their length" and returned, are raised 
alternately about four inches and replanted In their tracks. 
Great care should be exercised not to depress the toea when 
raising the feet and not to Increase the cadence. 

Half Step. 

46. The designation "half step" has been submitted for "short 
step." To resume the command Is: 1. Full step. 2. March. 
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Side Step. 

47. The length has been changed from twelve to ten inches. 

To March by the Flank. 

49, It will be noted that in executing By the Right Flank the 
men "face to the right in marching." For explanation see re- 
marks on Par. 36, 

MANUAL OF ARMS. 

General Rules. 

54. 9th. A notable change will be noted here. If at an order 
pieces will be brought to the right shoulder at the command 
March, instead of at the preparatory command, the three mo- 
tions corresponding with the first three steps. Short movements 
(side step, back step, etc.) may be executed at the trial by pre- 
facing commands with the words At trail; as, 1. At trail, right 
step. 2. March, 

55. 3d. Note that in the "order" from any position the motion 
next to the last concludes with all fingers of the right hand 
around the piece instead of only the first two. The grasp Is 
changed at conclusion, leaving two fingers in front. The piece 
must reach ground without shock. 

4th. In the position of right (left) shoulder the right (left) 
hand is in front of and to the left (right) of the elbow, instead of 
in front of it as formerly. 

62. Being at port arms. 1.- Right shoulder. 1. Arms. Note 
that this is cow executed in three, instead of two, motions. 

63. Coming from present to right shoulder the right hand !s 
changed from the small of the stock to the butt at the first, in- 
stead of the second, motion. 

64. Left shoulder arms has been added to the manual from 
any other position in cadence. Right to left shoulder has been 
changed accordingly. 

SCHOOL OF THE SQUAD. 

95. Count off has been substituted for Count fours. The 
men, except the right file, execute Eyes right simultaneously 
and turn the head and eyes to the front successively as they 
count. 
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To March Faced to the Flank. 

107. A squad may be faced to the flank and marched with an 
interval of thirty Inches between files, or It may first be closed 
to facing distance (14 inches), and then moved to the flank. 
"the squad marching by the flank changes direction according 
to the principles of a column of squads. (Par. 195.) 

The Oblique March. 

109. In obliquing and in resuming the direct march, men "half 
face in march! no-" (Par. 36.) 

Being In Line to March In Column of Twos or File*. 

114 and 115. See comments on the tame movement In the 
School of the Company. (Pars. 194 and 197.) 

TURNINGS. 

To Turn on Fixed Pivot 

116. This paragraph and the two that follow should be very 
carefully studied, as all movements in the School of the Com- 
pany depend upon their proper execution. 

At the command 1. Squad right; 2. March, the "pivot man 
marks time turning to the right In his place." (At West Point, 
as yet, he faces quickly fn new direction. In certain other 
places he turns while taking six steps, marking time. Decision 
has beeu asked.) The other front rank men "by twice obliquing 
to the right, place themselves abreast of the pivot man and 
mark time." In other words, they half face to the right as In 
marching and move at full step directly toward their new posi- 
tion; each man as he arrives opposite his place half faces to the 
right in marching and places himself abreast of the pivot man 
and begins to mark time. Thus the men arrive on the line 
successively, and, except that they mark time when reaching 
their position, the movement is very similar to the squad right of 
the old drill regulations. (Par. 140.) 

"The rear rank does not turn as a rank; the men conform to 
the movement of tbe front rank," etc. It will be seen by refer- 
ence to the plate (20) , however, that No. 3 of the rear rank be- 
fore the movements begins stands directly on a prolongation of 
the line the rear rank will occupy after the completion of the 
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movement. He therefore moves straight to the front at fall 
step until in the rear cf the file leader, when he covers him by 
facing dirctly to the right and marks time. No 4 on his left also 
moves s-tralght to the front and obi i nues on to the Ifne after 
uncovering No. 3. Nos 1 and 2 meanwhile oblique into their 
positions, After arriving there all continue to mark time until 
the command 3. Full step; 4. March, or 3. Squad; 4, Halt. 

To Turn on Moving Pivot 

117. This movement, so far as it concerns the front rank, is 
similar to the above except that the pivot man, instead of 
marking time, takes the half step. If given from a march, be 
faces to the right in marching and takes the half 8tep. The 
other front rank men mere as In the preceding paragraph, main- 
taining the full step until they arrive abreast of the pivot man, 
when they take up the half step. The rear rank advances and 
turns on the same ground and exactly in the same manner as 
the front rank. 

The About 

118. Squad right about is accomplished by twice executing 
squad right. Nos. 1, 2 and 3, front rank, at the completion of 
the first squad right mark time until No, 4 is abreast of them, 
when they again execute the same movement. No 4 moves at 
full step and without pause to his position. 

LOADINGS AND FIRINGS. 

(For modifications prescribed for U. S. magazine rifle, model 
1898. see appendix.) 

132. In close, order, kneeling or lying down, the rear rank 
does not execute load, aim or fire. 

139. The preparat-ery command 5. Squad is given before the 
command 6, Fire. 

144. The command Cease firing takes the place of the old 1. 
Cease firing; 2. Load. The pieces are brought to the ordir 
by command after executing Cease firing. The pieces are always 
locked (safety lock turned to the right) after executing Cease 
firing.

SCHOOL OF THE COMPANY. 

161. A somewhat confusing change will Ue noted in the third 
section of this paragraph ; "At the formation of the company. 
the platoons, sections and squads are numbered consecutively 
from right to left; these designation* do not change when by 
any movement the right becomes the left of the line or the head 
becomes the rear of the column." The next section relieves the 
difficulty somewbat: "For convenience in giving 'Commands, 
etc., the additional designations right, left, when in tine and 
leading, rear, when in column are applied to platoons, etc." 

Posts of Officers, Etc. 

162. The captain is three paces Jn front of the center instead 
of two; the quartermaster sergeant is posted according to his 
rank. He may therefore be one of the guides. 

To Form the Company. 

165. A quicker method of calling the roll Is now prescribed 
The men standing at the order the first sergeant commands 
Report, whereat the squad leaders in succession from the right 

salute and report All present, or Private (s) absent. 

The first sergeant does not return these salutes. 

The post of the captain when receiving the report of the first 
sergeant is twelve paces in front of the company. When the 
company becomes much reduced in numbers the roll may he 
called in the old way. 

To Open Ranks. 

163. The changes apply only to officers. The lieutenants at 
the first command carry sabre and place themselves on the 
right and left of the front rank; at the command March they 
move to the front three paces and facing inward In marching, 
move parallel with the front of the company to their posts, when 
they halt and face outward. They bring sabres to the crder at 
the command Front. 

The captain's post when giving the command March is facing 
to the left three paces to the front and two paces to the right 
of the company. 
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To Close Ranks. 

169. The lieutenants carry sabre at the first command and at 
March retrace their steps. 

To Dismiss the Company. 

172. The first sergeant when dismissing company is three 
paces to the front and two paces to the right of the company, 
facing left. 

To Turn on Fixed Pivot. 

174. In this movement the front rank men- move Just as in 
Squad right fn the school of the squad. So also do the rear men 
of the first squad. The other rear rank men move straight to 
the front three paces and then move as prescribed for the front 
rank. A reference to the plate (43) will show that during the 
movement the men in march form a line (faced at an oblique) 
at right angles to that of the men who have arrived on the new 
line. The use of the command 1. In place, 2. Halt 1s of great 
value in teaching this movement. 

To Turn on Moving Pivot. 

176. The front rank men execute what Is prescribed in the 
school cf the squad. The rear rank, instead of advancing three 
paces as in the preceding paragraph (174 above), advances and 
turns on the same ground as the front rank. 

To Form Column of Squads. 

178. Executed by all the squads as explained under paragraph 
116. 

Column of Twos. 

179. Column cf twos may be formed by the command. 1. Twoa 
right; 2. March, the rear rank closing to facing distance at the 
first command. 

To Change Direction in Column of Squads. 

181. Executed in succession by all the squads as explained in 
paragraph 117 except that each rank takes the full step without 
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command when the man on the marching flank arrives abreast of 
the pivot. This movement Is made without reference to the 
guides, who simply "conform to the movement" The leading 
rank therefore turns at once at the command March. 

To Form Column of Squads and Change Direction. 

182, These movements take the place of the old Right for- 
ward fours right and Fours right column right The column, of 
squads Is formed from line and the command may be then either 
3. Full step, column left (or half-left), 4. March; or 3. Full step, 
column right (or half-right), 4. March. 

To Form Line From Column of Squads. 

187. If to the right, Nos. 3 of the rear rank mark the line to 
be occupied by the rear rank after the completion of the move- 
ment. They simply move to the front and face. The pivot men 
In the front rank on the other hand mark the line to be occupied 
by the front rank. If, therefore, they pivot In their tracks, 
no dressing should be necessary. 

To Form Column of Files. 

194. The men In rear rank mark time instead of halting or 
standing fast. 

From Column of Files to Form Column of Squads. 

197. The leading file takes the half step instead of halting 
and the other files successively take up the half step on arriving 

in their positions. 

MOVEMENT BY PLATOONS. 

200. Under this paragraph (see also Par. 319) a column of 
sections may be formed from column of platoons In the same 

■ manner as a column of platoons is formed from a company. A 
column of sections may also be formed from a company by the 
commands 1. Sections right; 2. March, 

201. The post of the captain in column of platoons (or sec- 
tions) is three paces In front of the commander of the leading 
subdivision. In line of platoons in column of squads the cap- 
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tain's post is three paces In front of the line of leading guides 
and opposite the center of the interval between platoons. 
(Par. 210.) 

To Form Line From Column of Platoons. 

207 and 209. The leading platoon advances company distance 
before halting, instead ot platoon distance. 

Single Rank. 

218. All movements prescribed for double rank may t«e 
executed in single rank. 

EXTENDED ORDER. 

General Principles. 

20. Volley firing is much more limited in use. Firing with 
counted cartridges and at will is used almost exclusively. 

Loadings and Firings. 

22. Pieces are loaded prior to taking extended order and from 
that time till the end of the battle or exercise are kept loaded 
without formal command. In advancing to tbe attack skirmish- 
ers lie down upon hatting; those who caunot see the objective 
are permitted to rise. 

SCHOOL OF THE SQUAD. 

149. 2d Section. If the squad is acting alone the corporal's 
post is three paces in the rear of tbe squad at a halt, but when 
the squad is in line of squads the corporal is three paces In 
front of the squad whether advancing or at a halt. If deployed 
as skirmishers he is the left skirmisher. 

To Deploy as Skirmishers. 

153. The squad in any formation may be deployed as skirm- 
ishers and moved in any direction by the corporal moving In the 
desired direction and commanding, 1. As skirmishers. 2. March. 
Or he may indicate the direction in the preparatory command. 
1. As skirmishers to the right (right front, rear, left rear, etc.). 
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No. 2 front rank moves in the direction indicated; the Others 
place themselves on the line in the most expeditious manner. 

Normal Attack. 

157. At the command, 1 Skirmishers. 2. Halt, when advanc- 
ing deployed as skirmishers the men halt abreast of the corpo- 
ral, who then falls back Into his place In rear of the line to give 
the commands for firing. What Is said under Normal Attack is 
not meant to be construed as hard and fast regulations govern- 
ing an attack, but rather as an example of methods under abso- 
lutely normal conditions. 

SCHOOL OF THE COMPANY. 

222. The company In battalion Is regularly extended In one 
echelon (instead of two) the company acting alone in three. 

223. The exercises laid down in the drill regulations, how- 
ever, and which are to be applied usually by the company drill- 
ing alone, presume the company to be an Integral part of a bat- 
talion, thus allowing the company to drill In the formation most 
likely to fall to its lot In battle. 

Poet of Officers, Etc. 

224. A marked departure from the old regulations is the posi- 
tion of the officers while advancing. The captain is six paces 
in front of the center squad and the lieutenants six paces in 
front of their platoons. Should the captain find it necessary to 
leave his position during the advance it is immediately taken by 
the first sergeant, who is otherwise in the rear of the base 
squad. This arrangement makes it possible for all to know the 
position of the base squad at all times. 

228. A new and valuable method of forming line of squads 
across the front of the column, viz., without diverging to either 
flank. The command Is: 1. Line of squads on (such) squad. 2. 
Rear squads right front Into li«*e. 3. March. The designated 
squad continues to march to the front in quick time. The squads 
in the rear execute right front into line of squads, while those 
in front of the designated squad change direction half left and 
in succession from the base squad move to the front when they 
have gained their interval from the squad next on the right. See 
Plate 52. 
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232. Permits the deploying as skirmishers facing ia any direc- 
tion from any formation without the preliminary forming line of 
squads: For example, suppose a company marching In line, 
close order. 1. As skirmishers on (such) squad. 2. By the right 
and left flanks. 3. March. The base squad deploys as skirm- 
ishers at once, the other squads on the right and left move out 
deploying as skirmishers, and at the end of the movement the 
company is fully .deployed and marching In the same direction as 
before. 

Normal Attack. 

237. The skirmishers, at the command Halt, move up on to 
the line of the officers before halting, the officers then taking 
their places In the rear. 

238. It fa still permissible to advance by rushes of platoons, 
but the platoons designated to fire do not necessarily Are volleys, 
but rather at will, and the rushes are somewhat longer than 
formerly, twenty-five yards Instead of fifteen.

THE SUMMARY COURT. 

I. (The following notes, memoranda and suggestions regard- 
ing the functions, acope and methods of procedure of summary 
courts in the Florida State Troops, prepared by Lieutenant Colo- 
nel John S, Maxwell, are published for the information and guid- 
ance of those concerned.) 

Composition of the Summary Court 

The Summary Court, as constituted in the Florida State 
Troops. Is composed of one commissioned officer, who is ap- 
pointed by the commanding officer of a garrison, fort, post or 
other place, regiment or corps, detached battalion, or detached 
company .or other detachment In the militia. 

An officer should not act as court and accuser in the same 
case. When an officer who has already been appointed as the 
Summary Court becomes the accuser of an enlisted man, the of- 
ficer having authority to appoint such a court should issue an 
order appointing another officer as the Summary Court to try 
the accused. 

The order appointing the Summary Court for a post may be In 
the following form, making, of course, the proper change or 
changes in the case of a regiment, battalion, company, battery 
or other detachment: 

Special orders. 

Post Jacksonville, Florida, March 2, 1905, 
No. 3. 

Second Lieutenant John Smith, First Regiment Infantry, 
Florida State Troops, ts hereby appointed as the Summary 
Court to try such enlisted men at this post as may be properly 
brought before the court charged with breach of discipline in 
violation of the laws governing the Florida State Troops, and 
will act as such Summary Court until further orders. 

Richard Roe, 
Colonel, 1st Regiment Infantry, F. S, T. 

Commanding Post. 
This order should be recorded in post order book. 
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Jurisdiction of the Summary Court. 

The Summary Court has jurisdiction to try the enlisted men at 
a garrison, fort, post or other place, or ol a regiment or corps, 
detached battalion, or detached company, or other detachment 
in the militia, for breaches of discipline or violations of the 
laws governing such organizations. 

The Summary Court cannot try commissioned officers; but non- 
commissioned officers have not the right of objecting to being 
brought to trial before it, as in the United States Army, nor 
have privates charged with an offense and brought before the 
Summary Court for trial the right to object to trial by such 
court and to request trial by court-martial; nor Is It necessary 
for them to sign the consent to be tried appearing on the form 
of record. This is necessary in the United Stales Army be- 
cause it affects the power of punishment, and 1b required by the 
act of Congress; but the Florida statute has not incorpo>ated la 
it this provision. 

As regards time of trial, there is no limit fixed within which 
an accused must be brought before the Summary Court; but, 
while the 103rd Article of War does not apply to such court, it 
would be a proceeding without precedent to try an enlisted man 
for an offense committed more than two yean the time he is 
brought before the court for trial. 

The post commander, and not the court, will determine what 
cases will be brought befcre it; and the time and place for 
trial; the time and place the court will try a case should be 
added to the printed endorsement on the Record. Sheet (which 
serves also the purpose of a charge sheet) referring the case to 
the Summary Court; and should also be stated in the order to 
the man to appear before It, as hereinafter suggested. As little 
time as possible should intervene between the commission of a 
breach of discipline and the trial of the delinquent before the 
Summary Court. The establishment of the Summary Court does 
not mean that the officers of a company or battery must bring 
every dereliction of duty or breach of discipline or violation of 
the law governing such organization before the Summary Court 
for trial; they have the right to exercise their discretion in the 
matter, and they are not obliged to bring cases before the Sum- 
mary Court which they consider can be properly disposed of with 
an admonition or by withholding privileges or indulgences or by 
imposing fatigue duties. 
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Power of the Summary Court. 

The officers constituting the Summary Court ia given, oy statute. 
the power to administer oaths; and when the court is satisfied of 
the guilt erf the accused, it has the power to punish, by Imposing 
fines not exceeding fifteen dollars lor each offense, and to sen- 
tence non-commissioned officers to reduction to ranks. 

Procedure in the Summary Court. 

The statute prescribes that the procedure in the Summary 
Court shall be informal. At the same time, however, It is proper 
that some uniformity of procedure should be observed, and the 
procedure should conform as nearly as practicable to that of ft 
court-martial. The following suggestions, observations and 
forms are submitted to aid the officers of the Florida State 
Troops: 

The trial by the Summary Court is quasi criminal in its na- 
ture, and the accused should be present at all stages of the trial 
down to the time when the court considers its findings and im- 
poses sentence— if satisfied cf the guilt of the accused; but the 
record is not required to show that the accused was present. 
The best way to insure the presence of the accused Is for the of- 
ficer who appointed the court, or the commanding officer for the 
time being acting in his place, to issue an order requiring his 
presence, in substance as follows, making such changes as are 
necessary when the court is appointed by the officer in another 
capacity than as post commander: 

Special orders, 

Post, Jacksonville. Florida, March 5, 1905. 

No. 4. 

Private John Doe. Company "A," 1st Regiment Infantry 
Florida State Troops, is hereby ordered to be and appear before 
the Summary Court, at the Armory of said company, at 8 p. ta.. 
on Wednesday, March 8th. 1905, to be tried upon the charges pre- 
ferred against him, a copy of which ia transmitted with this 
order. 

Richard Roe, 

Colonel 1st Regiment Infantry. F. S. T. 

Commanding Post. 
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A copy of this order, and of the charges preferred against the 
accused, should be served on him personally by a non-commis- 
sioned officer detailed for that purpose. The original order, 
with the endorsement of the non-com missioned officer that he 
has served the accused, noting the date and hour of service, 
should be sent to the Summary Court. Should the accused fail 
to appear after having been served with said order, the Sum- 
mary Court can and should Issue Its warrant to the sheriff In 
the form supplied by the Adjutant-General, and have the accus- 
ed brought before it at the time fixed in the warrant. This 
warrant may be in the following form:

Whereas, Private John Doe is an enlisted man of Company 
"A," 1st Regiment Infantry, Florida State Troops, and 

Whereas charges have been preferred against said Private

Jacksonville, Florida, March 5th, 1905. issued by Colonel Rich- 
ard Roe, 1st Infantry, Florida State Troops, Commanding the 
post, ordering him to be and appear before the Summary Court, 
at the Armory of said company, at 8 p. *m.. on Wednesday. 
March 8th, 1905, to be tried upon charges preferred against him, 
such Summary Court having been appointed by Colonel Richard 
Roe by Post Special Order No. 3, dated Post Jacksonville, 
Florida, March 2nd, 1905, and.

Summary Court. 

If the accused appears and the court has not finished his trial, 
or has not taken up the case by the time of adjournment, the 
court should order his presence again at a fixed time, and if the 
accused fails to again appear, should issue his warrant as be- 
fore and have him brought before It. This method Is applicable 
to the Summary Court held at a post when the command to 
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which the accused belongs Is not in the field, either at camp of 
instruction or on actual service. If an offense is committed by 
an enlisted man while in camp of instruction or when called out 
In aid of the civil authorities, or in other actual service, and 
charges are preferred against him for trial by summary court, 
the soldier will not be confined in the guard house, but will ho 
placed in arrest in quarters before and during trial, except la 
particular cases where restraint may be necessary; and when 
ordered before the court for trial, he will be reported to it by 
some non-commissioned officer. 

All offenses committed by enlisted men for which punish' 
ment in excess of the punitive power of the Summary Court 
should be imposed — that is to say, violations of the 20th, 21st, 
22fd, 23rd, 24th, 32nd (absence without leave for, say. over for- 
ty-eight hours), 3&th (found drunk on guard), 39th, (quitting 
guard), 42nd, 43rd, 44th, 45th. 46th. 47th. 50th, 51st, 55th. 60th 
and 62nd (more series offenses) Articles of War, should be tried 
by a general court-martial when practicable or by a regimental 
or garrison court-martial, as the case may be. 

The record of the Summary Court, as furnished from the Adju- 
tant-General's office, serves as a charge sheet, and only one case 
or charge should be made out thereon. Tbe officer preferring 
the charge should fill out tbe blank, In triplicate, as follows: 

He will not fill in the heading. 

In the first column he will place the name, rank, company and 
regiment of the accused; and under tbe heading "Witnesses" he 
will give the names of all who are to be witnesses In the case. 

In the second column he will insert the name of the Article of 
War violated, or, in cases of violation of company or battery by- 
laws, the words "62nd Article of War and Sec, (or para- 
graph ) , Company By-Laws." 

In tbe third column he will insert a synopsis of specifications, 
as brief as possible, consistent with showing when taken in con- 
nection with the Article at War violated, the nature of the Of- 
fense, and will sign his name, rank and regiment at the bottom 
of the column where indicated thereon. On the back of the 
sheets he will give dates of previous convictions wfthin one 
year. The following are suggested as sufficient synopsis of 
specifications in cases most likely to occur In the troops: 
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Losing or Spoiling Through Neglect, Arms, Clothing, or Accou- 
trements: 

Insert in second column "17th Article or War," and in third 
column "Lost a campaign hat," or "Sold a rifle." or "Spoil- 
ed a cartridge belt," or as the case may be. 

Absence Without Leave: 

In second column insert "32nd Article of War," and in the 
third column insert "From 10 a. m. to 10 p. m., March 10, 
1905," or as tbe case mar be. 

Absence From Drill or Parade, Etc.; 

In the second column insert "33rd Article of War," and In 
tbe third column insert "From drill, March 17th, 1905," or 
"From parade, March 18, 1905," or as the case may be. 

Drunkenness on Duty: 

In the second column insert "38th Article of War," and in 
third column insert "At drill, March 2nd, 1905," or "On pa- 
rade, March 10th, 1905," or as the case may be. 

Drunkenness and Disorderly Conduct: 

In the second column insert "62nd Article of War," and In 
tbe third column insert "Drunk and disorderly in armory, 
March 22nd. 1905," or "Drunk and disorderly In company 
street, March 15th. 1905," or as the case may be. 

Conduct to the Prejudice of Good Order and Military Discipline: 

Insert in the second column "62nd Article of War," and in 
the third column "Wilfully disobeying order of 1st Ser- 
geant to 'fall in' (or to report to captain, or 

whatever the order was), March 22nd, 1905," or as the 
case may be. 

Insert in second column "62nd Article of War and Arti- 
cle of by-laws of company," and in third column 

"Did not pay company dues for March, 1905. when paya- 
ble," or as the case may be. 

Insert In second column "62nd Article of War," and in 
third column "Wearing campaign hat when not on mill- 
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tary duty, March 23rd, 1905, contrary to paragraph 226 of 
the Regulations governing the Florida State Troops," or 
as the case may be. 
Insert in second column "62nd Article of War," and In third 
column "Passing an officer within saluting distance with- 
out saluting." 
Insert in second column "62nd Article of War," and in third 
column "Wearing campaign hat with civilian clothes, in 
violation of paragraph 232 Regulations governing Florida 
State Troops," or "Wearing civilian trousers with uniform, 
in violation of paragraph 232 Regulations governing 
Florida State Troops, or as the case may be. 
The officer preferring the charge will then forward the three 
charge sheets, so prepared, to the officer who appoints or has 
appointed the Summary Court, or to the officer in command for 
the time being. 

The officer who appointed the court, or the commanding offi- 
cer for the time being, when charges against an enlisted man 
are forwarded to him in triplicate, will issue an order to the ac- 
cused to appear. In the form hereinbefore suggested, and will at- 
tach cne of the charge sheets thereto and have the same deliv- 
ered, or deliver the same, to the accused. The other two 
charge sheets he will refer to the Summary Court, by endorse- 
ment as hereinbefore suggested. 

The Summary Court should sit at the place and time indlcatPd 
in the endorsement referring the same to it, and proceed to try 
the case. The court, the accused, and all military witnesses 
should be in uniform, and the proceedings should be conducted 
with decorum. The accused will be arraigned, that is to say. 
will be made to stand at attention and have the charges read to 
him, and he will then be allowed to plead. The accused should 
be allowed counsel if he so desires, and he should be asked If he 
wishes to obtain counsel, and an opportunity to do so be given 
him by taking art adjournment, if necessary. It the accused 
pleads guilty, the Court may, if it so desires, take the testi- 
mony of the witnesses and have the accused make a statement, 
if he so desires, so as to determine upon the sentence to be im- 
posed. If the accused pleads not guilty, the witnesses will be 
sworn in the following form: 

"You solemnly swear (or affirm) that the evidence you shall 
give in the case now in hearing shall be the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God." and their 
evidence taken, the accused being allowed to testify In his own 
behalf if he so desires; but the evidence will not be reccrded. 
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Evidence. 

The following suggestions are made as to what facts should lie 
proven, and the method of proving them, under the charges ior 
which forms hare been suggested: 

Absence without leave, etc. This charge must be proven by 
evidence showing that the accused was absent from his company 
during the time specified, or any part thereof, and that he had 
not been granted permission to be absent by his company com- 
mander. These facts should be proven by the testimony of the 
company commander that he did not grant the accused permis- 
sion to be absent, and by the morning report of the company 
or roll book, identified and put in evidence by the Pirat Ser- 
geant or other non-commissioned officer who called the roll dur- 
ing the time the accused was absent. 

Absence from drill, dress parade, etc. : This charge should 
be proven by the testimony of the First Sergeant or other non- 
commissioned cfficer who called the roll at the drill, dress pa- 
rade, inspection, etc., identifying the roll book and patting It In 
evidence. If no roll is called and recorded, as in assembly of 
the guard detail, etc., the testimony of the First Sergeant as to 
the detailing of the accused for guard duty or for fatigue duty, 
usually by exhibiting, identifying and introducing in evidence the 
detail posted on the order hoard in quarters or posted at the 
Frst Sergeant's tent, and the testimony of the non-commis- 
sioned officer of such guard detail or fatigue detail, etc., should 
be taken to prove the fact of accused being absent from such 
assembly. Where the drill from which accused was absent 
was a regular weekly drill, that is, a drill prescribed by standing 
orders, no proof cf notice to attend is necessary; but if it is a 
special drill, parade, etc., proof that warning to attend, as pre- 
scribed by regulations, should be given. 

Drunk on duty: This will be proven by testimony of any wit- 
nesses who were present and declare under oath that accused 
was drunk at drill, parade, inspection, etc. 

Drunkenness and disorderly conduct In armory, or In quar- 
ters, or In company street, etc., should be proven by witnesses 
who saw accused under such circumstances. 

Disobedience of order from First Sergeant, or other non-co^n- 
mlssloned officer, should be proven by testimony of such non- 
commissioned officer that he gave an order to the accused, stat- 
ing what it was, and that the accused refused to obey the same, 
and by testimony of such other witnesses as are cognizant of the 
facts. 
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Non-payment of dues should be proven by testimony of the 
treasurer. Identifying books of account and placing tnetn in. evi- 
dence. Tbe court will take judicial notice of tbe by-laws of the 
company, 

Tbe Summary Court, as soon as the trial Is concluded, and be 
has determined upon his findings and the sentences, will fill in 
the fourth, fifth and sixth columns, signing bis name, rank and 
regiment in the *txth column, and affixing the words "Summary 
Court" after his signature. After completing the records as in- 
dicated above, the Summary Court will then forward or return 
the two charge sheets to tbe officer who appointed the court, or 
to the commanding officer for tbe time being. 

When the two charge sheets, properly filled out, have been re- 
turned to him by the Summary Court, the officer who appointed 
the court, or the commanding officer for the time being, will 
then endorse his action on both sheets, signing the same, certi- 
fied by him as being a true copy, to tbe immediate commanding 
officer of the accused, and noting thereon the date he notified 
the offender of bis approval of the sentence if he notified him 
In person, or accompanied by the registration receipt signed by 
the offender if he notified him by mall; and will retain and file 
the other in his official records. He will also at once notify the 
accused of tbe sentence of tbe Summary Court and of his action 
thereon, if approved. Be can do this by seeing the offender in 
person and advising him what was the sentence of the court, 
and that he had approved the same; or, which is probably the 
better way, when at home stations, he can advise the offender 
of these facts by registered mail. The letter of notification may 
be in the following form:

Sir: This is to notify you that the Summary Court before 
which you were arraigned and tried on the 10th day of March, 
1905, has found you guilty of being absent from drill on March 
7th. 1905, in violation of 33d Article of War, and has sentenced 
you to pay a fine of three dollars; and I further notify you that 
I, as a Reviewing Officer of said court, have approved said find- 
fng and sentence 
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Said fine should be paid to your immediate commanding offi- 
cer within tea days from the receipt of this notification, else it 
will be my duty to issue a warrant for your arrest:

Or as the case may be. 

The immediate commanding officer of the accused, when he 
receives the charge sheet from the post commander, or the com- 
manding officr for the time being, will not on the descriptive and 
enlistment card of the accused under the heading, "Remarks," 
the date and sentence of the Summary Court, and will file the 
sheet in his cfflcial records. He should have a binder for this 
purpose, and keep all such sheets together. If the offender does 
not pay the flue to him within ten days, as required by law. the 
immediate commanding officer of the offender should at once ad- 
vise the reviewing officer, that is, the officer who appointed th« 
court, or the commanding officer for the time heir*?, of such fart. 

When the immediate commanding officer of the offender sen- 
tenced by a Summary Court advises the reviewing officer, that 
is, the officer who appointed the court, or the commander for 
the time being, that the fine has not been paid as required by 
law, such reviewing officer will at once issue his warrant for 
the arrest of the offender. The warrant may be in the following 
form:
